It hath carried it formany ages with the glory tobeeftcemed 
among the Grecians ,the moft fertile of their To wne$,thc Port 
t£ Europe , and theBridge to pafle thither from A(ia ; yntiU 
that Great C^nfidntineXtaLvSrio Italy retired into the Eaft^and 
carried with him the moft powerful] Lords which might trou- 
ble that eftate; He built after the ModellofRonic, a (lately 
Citie vpon the Antiquities of Byzance, where hecre^ed the 
£ternitieof btsName, and called it Conftaneitiople ^ or new 
Rome. The greatneifeof the Wals , the fafety of the Forts, 
thebeautieot the Hou&s^ the riches of Columneis, which fee- 
med to hauedrawne into that place all the Marble , lafpcr^ 
and Porphyry of theEarth ^ were the rare wonders of the 
Afchite^ure , but aboue all thefethings appeared a magnifi- 
cent Temple^ which thepietie of this Prince bad coofccrated ^ 
WtheDiuineWifilome^ vnderthe name ofSaiftSa Sophia^ 
Mfhofc building and riches feemed in fome fort to enuie the 

Slory of King XcAwv^. in the like defigne • at the leart accor. 
ing to theume ^ and the powet of ConfiantiHcl Seuen rich 
Lampesminiftredoccafion to curious fpiritsto obierue their 
rare art 3 theyallreceiuedatoneinftant the fubftancc which 
didnouri£h their flames^ and one being eictin^^ aU the rcfl 
vrere quenchc This was in the y eare of Grace^ three hund red 
and thirty; Since two tumultuous faAions grew in the Citie^ 
vrhoafierthey had caft thefire of an vnibrtunace Sedition in^ 
CO the fpirits of Men , brought the flames into this goodly 
Temple and burnt it* For this cauie ImfiinUn the Emperour 
employed in the refioring thereof , a part of the Treafures 
which he had greedily gathered together ; He caufcdittoba 
le-cdifi ed with more fiate then it had beene^and in Icuenteene 
yeares he imploy ed thirty foure Millions ofgold, which was 
theReuenew ofjBgyjpcfbr that time: Uelaid a foundation of 
eight hundred thoufandDucketsof yearelyreot^ andcaufed 
this holy and reuerend place to be ierued by nine hundred 
Priefis^ Men who had themerit of their beginning from Lear, 
nine and Pietie. The Citie being the Queencot theWorld^ 
wthln few yeares after^iaw her reftorer triumphing ouer the 
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Kingot Pcrfia, and had cR« grace to kecpc iu herbdrome^ 
the precious creafureof Cbriftianiey , a^parc of the Crofie of 
the Redeemer of the World,found by the carcfull pietreof the 
Impcrours Mother : her joy ^ ppn]ge»and luftrc^ were giro wiie 
to chat height ^ as it feemeclchereebtild beoorhing moie ad- 
ded : it isby (ucceflfionof time the ieate of the greateft Mo« 
narchesof the Earth : Sftierns and tAnthcnin his fonne did 
cnuyit^ and rauifhcdfromitsrcftorer^ the glory to hauena^ 
med it ^calling it Amhni^i^ by ooeof their namcsi But whac- 
foeuer bath a beginning in this World inuft haueah^nd : and 
thcgoodlieft things paie tribute tochangCt Iq thcyeere 145 ;#^ 
on Tucfday the feuen and t wcntiah of May , it was after a 
long fiege made a prey to the Tidtorious Turfce: Mahomet the 
Second of that name^ and the eleuemh EnqierouroftheTurks 
cntred it by force ^ ipoy led it ^ and fackt it ; The Emperour 
Confiantine Fslivhgo loft his life^ with a great number of men 
of quality y and all the Chriftian meh were fubieft to the 
Sword^ortothe rigour of bondage r thei^omenwereafimt 
CO the lubricity of the Turkea^andtheirgoodsfubieft tocneir 
fpoyle,inreuenge(fomeray) of the fade and burning whidi 
the Grecians made of Troy ^ from whom they will haue the 
Turlces to be delcended : but rather (ov a punifliment of the 
impiety of the Grecians, who bIa(phemingagain(tHeaueQ^ 
deny that the Holy Ghoft proceeds from Icfus Chrifl thcfe^ 
cond Perfonm the ineftaUcTrinity'.cJMkiSwjRr^ithc Second of 
thatname^ was the ftrftrthat faled the Othom4mThxoxiti\\ttt^ 
They changed the name ahiong them, and called it Stambolt^ 
that is to fay ^ the great ^ the Royally and the abundant. Her 
goodly places fufter the like inconftancie^^ and are called Bsk^ 
ffians^ theflately Hifp$dromc^ iscsUed the place of Horib. 
Atmajdm^ and the wonderful! Temple of Sainta SofhU , is 
become the chiefeMofquee of Muhomets fuperftition* 
"AiftUMkf^ ThisGtieis fttuated vpon apointof firme Landaduanced 
tf/Coofianci- into the channel! which comes from P^ivriw Euxinm , or the 
»ople, Miiu^ blacke Sea,. whichGeographets call the "Bo^honts ofTiirace. 
f^^v It is watrcd of three parts by the Sea : towards the North by 

fGulfcoi: Armcof the Sea , called the Home ^ which the 

Bolpho- 
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Bofphorus thrufts into Europe, and male the Haucnof Con- 
ftantinoprcthcgoodlieft, chedcepeft^ and the inofl commo- 
dious in Europe : Towards the Eaft it is watrcd by the cxtre* 
mitic of th« channcll or Bofphorus* on the South by the vvaucs 
ofthePropontiqireSea r and vpon the South it hath thcfirmc 
Land of Thrace* The forme isTriangular, whcreofchclar- 
geft fide is that to wards the Scrrail, which lookestothcSea . 
towards thefeuenTowers-^and ii^Taft circuit containesabous 
, fioelcagucs: The walsarcof an extraordinary height , with 
rwofelftBrayes'to«i»ards th« land, and inclofc Icucn Hils 
within it, The firft ferucs as^a Theatre to the ImperiaH Pa- 
lace of the Prince, where it is commodioufly and proudly 
feated : The laft lookes vpon the extremity g£ the farthcli 
partsof theTowne oppofite to this, and vpon the way which 
leads to Andrifiopolts by land. But betwixt the third 9fld 
thefbuFth^whereaV alley doth extend it £elfe Q^Ied the great, ^ 
js an AqucduA of rate ftru£lure, which ^anftanti^e caufed u> 
bcdnrwfle(euenleagpesfit)ni the City ^ ziidSo/jmoftthcSc^ 
coad aduaiiced it two leagues beyond^ and incrcafed the cur- 
rentof water in(b great abundance , as they doe fcrue feuea 
Jiundred and forty Fountaines for the publique , not recko- 
ning thofe which are drawne into diuers* parts to furniihthe 
great number of Bathes M^hich fcrue for delights , and the 
Tiirkesfuperftition. 

' Vpon the laft of the i^uen Hils arey et to be feene the mjiGiU 
cnt buildings of a Fort ftrengthened with feuen Towres in the 
midft of the fituation; the Turkes call it Giedicnla, that is to 
hy theFort of thefeuen Towres, in the wbicb the wonders 
^t Art was ib great in old time,as what was ijpoken in theonc ' 
was heard in all the reft, not all at one inftant, but fucceffiucly 
and in order. Two hundred and fifty Souldiers are in guard, 
commanded by a Captaine who hath the charge , who may 
not goe forth without theleaueof the Grand Z^^r, except it 
be 09 two day es in theyeare, when they celebrate their|«fls 
of ^^;r4jf/, orEafter, The firft Turkifii Empcroiar >^ch 
pofleft Conftaotinople lodged their treafure in thcfe Towres : 
■ one .was fuU of Ingots ^and coy ned gold j, t v?o of them 
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conctinedthefiluer that was coynedand in Ingots; another 
had diucrs armes and ornaments for Souldiers^ and the Capa. 
rifons for Horfes ^ enricht with gold , (iluer and precious 
fiones : the fifcferued for ancicn^ Armes, Mcdales^ and other 
precious remaynders of Antiquity: the fixt contained the £n« 
gines for Warre :and tbefeuentb^ the Rols and Records of the 
Empire; accompanied with a goodly gallery ^ in the which 
were-f>laced the rich (poyles which Seljm the firft brought 
fromTauris, when he triumphed oucrPerfia« All thefetrea. 
fureswerecarefiilly kept vntill the Reigne of «f r/)p«i theSe- 
condJBut it is incftatesas with priuate Families :In the(efi>me 
gather tMCther with much toyle that which their heires wafte 

"prodigalhr;and ibme Kings heape vp trcafure which ierueas a 
fubiedi ofprodigality to their SucceUors; For this Prince baie 
and efleminatc^ who it (eemcs^wasnot bprne but for theruinc 
of his Empire (if Chriftians could baue imbraced theoccafi. 
ons) wafted in theexpenccs of the Nauall Army .^ which the 
battaileof Lt^utho made fubic(£i to the Chriftians ^ and be« 
fore in the warre of Cyprus^ thebeft part of the immenfe 
treafure which his Father had heaped vpin thefe Towres : the 
re(i ferued for his lafciuious and difordered pallions with his 
Concubines* Since Amttratb bis Sonne changed the place of 
the treafures of the Empire , and from the Towres transfer- 
red them into his Serrail: fbchey drawvmo him that which 
heloues^ and feeing that money doth pofTefle the hearts of 
Men ^ it is reaibn they ftiould hauea lodging in their Palace* 
This alteration hath iincc appointed thefe places of thetrea. 
fure, to be Prilbns for the great Men of the Port or Court, 

" vt\iomt\ic Sttltans will not put to death: For the Fortrefle 
being of a great extent, fuch Capciues haue the more libertie. 
They (hut vp in the Towres of the blacke Sea, which is a Ca- 
ttle vpon Europe fide ioyning to the Sea, Chriftian Prilbners 
of qualitic, where in the yeare 1617. Duke ^i^r^//^ a Prince 
of Moldauia was lodged* « 

Conftantinople hath within the inclofure of the wals aboue 
KwothoufandA!ofquees,orTurkifli Temples built by their 
Empcrors:for wc wUl aaake iio further relation of the rarities 

- of 
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ofchatlmpcriallCicy, butfuchasarcatthisday^ Wcemay 
read the wonders of chat ancient City in other Authours; 
and particularly in the Bookes which P.Giliiw hath written. 
Thcchiefeof allthcfe Mofquces is that which hath bccncc- 
xe Aed in the ancient Temple of S4MEla Sophia ^ called by the 
Turkes Aysfofhia^ it hath fixe goodly and fomptuousForc^- 
fi::ontJ, the walls are of brickc, coueredin old time both with- 
in and without with white Marble^ Porphyry^and other rich 
ftoncs; they are now of Lcad.The open Porches about it hauc 
iix doores which augment the beauty; foure doores of the 
Church open at the entry; the height of the Vault coucrcd 
^ithLead , (hewcs the magnificence of the workc : fixtccnc 
greatPillarsfupportit^ foure are lalperofthelleof Cyprus, 
fbureare of white Marble , foure of Porphyry , and foureof ' 
another ftoneas rich : forty eijght Other Pillars of lefTebig. 
ncfle^butof the fame matter ferues to fupport this great Fa^ 
brique, and a leffer and lower Vault is fupported by toure and 
twenty Columiiesof thefameM arb/eand Porphyry .The rare 
Statues andricb Images wherewith Conpantiftehzd adorned 
ic^are no more to beleene : Mahomet imSccohA hadvowed 
them to thefack of the City when he tooke it : only an Image 
cf the Virgin who bare the Sonne of God ^ remaynes whole 
andvntouchtiQthemidftof theVauJt^ not without a parti* 
cular prouidence of Heauen: Yet-the Turkes draw availe 
croiTe to prohibitthe fight; buttbis doth not hinder the Chri« 
fiiansby creeping vp by ladders to fatisfie their deuotiou^ 
^hen as at lawful! houresthey may enter into the Mofquee: 
Now theTurfceshauewhite-cafttheVauItindiuersparts, to 
write theName of God inthe Arabique tongue.The breadth 
and length oftbis Church may be well comprehended by the 
height, the which is4imitcd by the (hot of a Harquebufle :: 
TnderitisaVaultfuUof Alunrand Sepulchres, in refpeft 
whereof theTurkes hauccaufedthc doores to be walled vp. 
In a place ncerevnto it arc found ten great Piles faUof Oylc 
fince thetime of ConfiMtimcy which Eaue continued vntothis 
day free f by realbn of the tow vault)from the fire which con* 
'filmed the brft beauties of this Temple^, thclongconctnuance 
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ot y cares haih made this Oyle white like Milke: It now 
ferucsforPhyfiquc which ilic Apothecaries vfc for theGrand 

Seigneur* 

By thefc vaulted places they dcfcended into two hollow 
Caucs which goc vndcr the ftreets ofthcCity , theone leads to 
theGrand SerraiH, and the other goes farrc vnder Cenftanti- 
noplc, vnprofitableat this day, except theone which hath rc- 
ceiiicd light by fome breaches which time hath made , fcrues 
only to winde(iJke,aniilxi«jgs vwothe Gofiers of the Shaf- 
na or Exchequcr,thrceorfoure hundred Zequins of yearcly 
rent. But the goodly and ancient buildings which did adornc 
this admirable Temple , haue becne ruined by the Turkifii 
Emperours,cxcepttnofe which feruc for a dwelling to Ibmc 
Congregations of the Priefts of the Alcoran* 

Befides this great and admirable Moiquce , there arefourc 
others of note^ the durable markes of the magnificence of 
the Turkifli Etiiperours. The firft was built by Mahomet the 
Second , afccrihac hce had triumphed ouerConftantinopIc : 
He caufed it to be ere6ted after the Modell of SanRa Sophia^ 
but much leiTe ; he enricht it with threelcoreihoufand Duc- 
kets of Reuenue ; hee caufed two hundred faire Chambers to 
be built about it couered with Lead, as well to lodge the 
Priefls which did ferue^ astoreceiuealiihange Pilgrimes of 
whatNationorReligioi1iibeuer.they were, where they arc 
cntertainedfor threcdayes:without the Cloy fter are alfb builc 
fiftie other Chambers for poore men^Thefecond Mofque was 
made by Baiaz^t the fecond fonne to thefaid MahometiThc 
third by Sc/jm the firfl (bnne to this man : and the fourth by 
So/jmankcondionacto Seljm. Tbeic three laft Princes are 
eueryoneburied withiathe walls of his Mofquee in flately.. 
Tombes, vpon the which there are continually a great number 
of Lampes burning , andTurki(h Priefts mumbling of the 
Alcoran, who pray after their manner for the foulcs of .thefe 
Monarches. The moft ftatoly of thefe foure Mofquees is that 
of Solyman the Second, : it exceeds in Marble and other rich 
ftofiAs the pompe of SsnUa Sophia ^ but it y eelds to thic won-^ 
ders of the Architedturc, whereunto few jcould yet attaine. 
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Stljm thc.Second built his MofqueeintheCityof Afldrino* 
polls : %/iehmat tbe laft employed exccfliue fummes of money 
in tjie Fabr ique of cbac which he builc of bte y cares in (^on-^ 
ftanfinopie : the tmpiifictncy of the ftru(%ure exceeds thofc 
v^hich we haue mencioned^che Turks call it clu: oe w Moiquee, 
and their Priefts the Incredulous : for that AchmMt cauled it 
to bebuiltagainft thcaduice which they gaue him , tiiatfuch 
a worke would not profit liis fouies heauh, feeing that heehad 
made noconquefts vpon the Enemies of his Law. The other 
Turkifii Emperours could not build any , for that they had 
made noconquefts to enlarge the Empire of their Predccef^P 
fors« For the Law of the (late conformable to that Religion^ 
forbids Turkifli Princes to build any Temples^ if they haue 
not extended the limits of th^r EiDpirc in the Territories of 
Chrlftians, where they may caufe their Alcoran to be pvea- 
ched : for fuch workesx>f piety cannot be ffcfull to the health 
of their ibu!es[(thcJe£»firwfay) whoareoppofite to fuch de* 
fignes^ if their Emperours wou/d vndcriake it. 

The Grecians which areChriftians, haue within Conftaop 
tiBOplefbrty Churches for their diuineSeruice y the Armenia 
ansnauefoure^ and theLatines (leflfe faupured then thefe) 
bauebut two : It is true that moft of them are lodged atGa. 
lata^ now called Pera, which is on the other fide of the chan. 
cell, where they haue nine Churches for their Deuotions and 
holy Myfteries. The lewes haue the credit to be within the 
City in nine feuerallquarters^ and haue eight and thirty Sy na- 

fogues. They haue gotten more libertie and power then they 
auc in Chriftcndome, for that they oblerue the formes of the 
Grand Signiof^ and moreouer th^y haue the managing of the 
DomefliqueAffairesof grea^Men and Officers otthe Port^ 
where they arethe common giuers of aduice. The walls of 
tkislmpeclall City arc yet firme and entire* They are double 
vpon the firme Land , except it be towards the Gate of Ajt^^ 
^#9f;%»^thatisto(ay^thehQlyGate9 by reafon of the great 
ftumber of Religious bodies which were inaChurchneerc 
vnto that Gate. Msihomet^t Second entred thereby to defile 
(he faiolineifeof the place : there are nineteenc Gates afv^ell 
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Tpon the firme Land as towards the Sea , which fcruefor an 
entrance hito this City. Many great places are extended for 
checommodicy of thePublike^fomehaue preferued the aaci- 
enxPyramideSj andchcworkes of Brafle erected by Chri- 
flian Emperours, amongft others that which they call Petro^ 
;99^^^vhere there areto be feeene whole Obebfques; and three 
great Serpents of Marble creepijijg vpward wreathed one 
within the other : One of the which bath a breach in the 
throaty for Mahomet the Second entring into the City^ had a 
"conceit that they were the worke of fome enchanting Scree* 
jer^and fpurringcn his Horfe to be fatisfied ^ hee made this 
breach with his Launcct There is euery day a publique Mar- 
let in fome one of thefe places. One Friday it is in three^ and 
the nooft famous are of Wednefday , Thursday ^ and Friday^ 
Xhey call them Schita^cdrs^ that is to fay^ Markets of things 
neceflary for vie* About thefc places are erected aboue two^ 
choudnd (hops for Broakers , who fell any thing wherewith 
tofurnifhtheneccflityof thofcwhich den re to repaire their 
want : The tole of this old trafh is not fo little but it yeilds- 
y earely vnto the Princes Coffers fix Charges of Mony, which 
is in value eleuenthoufand Sequins^ or foure thoufand, foure. 
hundred pounds fterlil)g;fbr theTurkidi exafHon makes pro« 
fit of euery thing* The (hops for Merchants exceed the num- 
ber of forty eight thoufano; they are diuided according to the 
diueriity of trades or Merchandizes into diuers places; but c— 
uery trade hath his quarter , and in diuers parts for thecom- ' 
tnoditieof thePiibiique.. Only GoldCniths, Tewdlers, and 
Merchants of cloth of jgold are in one place called SajfioH,, 
i^atistorayMarket;,tMothers 'frt^^Ti'.- This rich placeii 
invirioned with wals fixe foot tliicke; there are foure double 
Gates one before the other, like vnto a littteTowne, vaulted 
roundabouts This rich Mark-et place hath foure and twenty 
jpillars which fupport the vault,, vnder the which there are 
many littlefhops like vntoboxerin the wall^or in thePillars,. 
euery one is^fix^ fo<M broad ,. andfourelong : Thert Aej 
fliew forth their rich Merchandizes vpon littleTablds which 
arebefoccthem* Withoutdoubt the gainej^uft beacecding 
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gteac,and the falc ordinary i Tec ing they paid vnto the Prince 
yearly fiue hundred Sequins^or two hundred pounds fterling , 
tohaueleaueto fell there. Thefe are only lewcllers and Mer- 
chants of cloth of gold iThcGoldfniithcs arc without about 
the wals of this place^ and euery one payes yearely a hundred 
Sequins, or forty pounds Itcrling to thelame end. 

Befides theBayftan j there is another le(fe inuironcd with a 
wail^ and Supported by (ixteenefmall Pillars; in the inclofiire 
\ivhereof they fell linnen cloth and iilkes, but without it is the 
detefiable Market where they fell men and women; on the 
one (idc they buy flaues which are already inftruAed to ferue^ 
or to prad^iuibme trade, and on thcother thofe which k now 
not any thing. Thefeplacesreprefent better then theformcr^ 
the fearefuli Image of theTurkifli tyranny : It binds them to 
flauery which the God of the World hath created free: the 
Merchants vifit fucb Merchandizes , and fuch as haue an in- 
tenttobuy, doe firft fee the per fens of either (exe naked : they 
handle the parts of their bodies , to obierue if they be found, 
and they vncouer that which Nature herfelfe hath laboured 
to hide. The women if they be faire are bought at a deare ra te 
CO ferue the luftfiill pafiions of fome hideous and fearefuU 
JMoore: they to whom Naturehath denied fuch graces, are 
cakcii to empty the cJofir-ftooles of great Turki(h Ladies , and 
to wafli with water the parts of their body , which (crue to 
difcharge their bellies, as oftenas they haueneod« We will re- 
late the reft of the miseries of this feruitude in another place^ 
diuiding them of purpofe to make them the more fupportable* 
For in truth they are m this worke the moft tedious uibjcdt of 
this Hiftory. Who couJd without^ighing fee an infintte num« 
ber of Chriftians laden with the fetters of a violent {laucry 
by the barbarifmeof the Turks?And in a place neare vnto this 
the InHdelskeepe another Market where they only fellNur- 
Ics: and from this vniuft traflique the Princes vnderukera 
draw (ixteenethouiand Sequinsfor the toll , or (ixethou&nd 
£)ure hundred pounds Aerling. 

Many other places of this iiately Citie y eild vnto the trea- 
fiiry theRcuenues of many good fiimmes of money. The Ta- 
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uernes wbkh fell wine publiqtiely toChriftiaris^and tolewes, 
but in fecrct to Tnrkes (beingaboue fiftccnc hundred in num- 
ber) pay chirtie fixecharges of monie^ and euericcharge is va- 
lued a cfizteenc hundred thirtie three Sequins .The Sead^oare 
towards Pera, payes for the toll offifli which is fold therr^ 
eigbccene hundred charges of filuer yearely. The Markec 
whereas Corne^ Mealeand Pulfe is fold, yeeldsyearely foure- 
teene charges of monie. That where the Merchandizes whicti 
comesfronaCaira is vented, is worth yea rely to the Chafha 
or the Imperiall creafurc^ twencie fourecharges of Hiuer. Tlie 
great c^ftonae whiehis leuied- from the Caftle of Cj^ilifoli ynto 
ihatoftheblackeSea, vpon Spices and other Merchandizes 
which comes by (hipping is worth a hundred and fourefcore. 
charges of fiiucr. Thegreac Shambles of Beeues and Muttons^^ 
which ace without the Citie, and furnifii it witbnieccfr&rie 
Hieate^ yceld t wo^and thirtie charges of monie : they are called 
€h4dnaK4i,xv90 hundred ^4^/!/#r/, or BUtchers^ferue them-: 
A Superiour called Capfit^ojffit commzpds them , who hath a 
charge they fliall furniili freui meatesrAnd no man may killan^ 
Oxe or a Shoepe without hispermiflion , vnleffe it be for the 
Sacrifices of theTurkes.Tbe lewespurchafelicenfefrem him 
CO fiirnifli their ownc meate. Finally, if this Csp/k^^Jfa fliould 
through couetoufnefle raife the price of meate aboue the ordi- 
narietaxewhichlsfetdowne, and that biscorruptionfhall 
come to the knowledge of the Gmnd Seigfwnr 5 there is nou 
thing could fiee him froroxhe rigour of cruell death: Heeis 
tornein pecccs, and cut into foure quarters ^ which they fend 
ynto theShambies to beanexample co others : So a^ fearekee* 
pmg liim in awe , hce preferres the publique vciliticbcfbre his 
priuate profit. The impoft which israifod in Sepumlfervnid 
O Sober ^ vpodthe great numbcrcfCattle which come from^ 
Hutlgarieca furnifh Conftantinople, is too great to be eafily 
reckoned : For during thisgreat Faire, whereas the peopleon* 
ly and nottheButcbersmay buy^you fhall fee troupes of fiue 
and twenticihoufand Oxen, andfortiethoufand Sheepe. The 
treafurcdoth alfo receiue an inefiimabie reuenew by thefale of 
Houfcs^Ships^VciTdlfiand BarqursatSca ;and thcrwo in the 
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hundredof all forts of Merchandizes by Sca^amounts to great 
andineftimablcfummcs.Thc taxcof thofc which imbarquc 
thcmfeluestorrauailc, which is an t/^r# for cucry head if 
they beTurkcSjand IwoifchcybcChriftiansorMvcs , isof 
no ftnail importance. The Tribute called in ^wiVitQharAy^ 
-which is leuied vpon thelewes inCbnftantinoplejafcer the rate 
of a Seqirin for eaeriemale Childc , is worth cleucn Millions, 
three hundred Sequins yeareIy,aithough therebc many of that 

Nation which are free fjoom this Tribute. They doe alfbgiue a 
prefent of three thoufand Sequins euerie yeare , for theconfir- 
mationoftheir Priuiiedge&^and to hauea Rabbiato command 
their Synagogues, and twelue hundred Sequinstohaut leauc 
to burie their Dead* The ChriftiattS, Grecians, within three 
miles or a league of Conftantinople/pay foreueryMaleaSc*. 
quia 9 which amounts to the fumme of aboue thirtieeight 
thoufand Sequins r They doe alfogiueiiue and twentie thou*, 
fend yearcly for their pxiuiledge to haue a Patriarch , and to 
prefcrucrhe number of their Churches. Thcpriuiiedgeof their 
Burials coft them abouc three thoufand Sequins. TheimpoH* 
tion called of Virgins, hclpes to fill the grand Seigneurs Co- 
ffers ,or his TreafurcrsPurfc.Therc is raifedvpon Maids which^ . 
marrie (whereof they keepcaRtgiftcrjif they be Turks, they 
gioetwo third parts ofa Sequin, the Icwef payawholeonc, 
andtheChriftiansaSequinandahalfe. TheChriftians, La- 
rincsareforthcmoftpartfreedfiomthe violence and oppref- 
fionofthcfevniuft taxes, for they get their depcndance from 
fome Kings Embafladour, orfromaninferiour Prince. The 
Albanors, theyof Ragufc, andthc Geneuois, pay not any 

thing. 

For the payment of fo mafiy Tributes wherewith the peo* 

pie is oppreft by the Tyrant of the Eafternc Regions , it is ne- 

ceffarie there fliould be many forts ofCoine minted* In C#n- 

ftantinople the great Iniperiall Mint workes contixiuajly in 

Gold andSiluer> but no man can bee admitted to bea Farmer 

to thcfe precious workes if hee bcnot a Grecian borne, hy a 

fpecisUpriuilcdgeof the grand Sngneur ^ who hath confer- 

tcdthiscracevpon the Grecian , in confideration that thc^ 
h r ,... . ^ ^^^^ 
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Mines of Gold and Silucr^are yvithin the territories of Greece^ 
wherefoure hundred men labour daily. And the MafteroF 
this rich Miot, is to furnifii into the Serrailc,thc firft day of e- 
ucrymontth in the y care, ten thoufand Sequins of Gold, and 
twcntiechoufandofSiluer new coined , the Grand Seignegtr 
hauing foappointed, that the monie which is employed in the 
Scrrajj fliaJI bee new* The faid Farmer hath power to make 
Proclamation^ that whoibeuer hath any fbrraigneCoinc^ hee 
iliould bring it in .within three dayes tnd leceiue the iuA price^ 
vponpaine of Confifcation. He hath llkewife power to take the 
Ingots from thcMines^ fo many as (hall bee ncedfull for his 
workc. , 

The Mines which furnidi ^oft of the Gold and Siluer, 
which is minted in the TurkiHi JEmpire in Europe^ are Hue in 
number. TheoQie is digged in UUaceJ^niayndct the Roots of a 
Hill called O^fonte Sar.Qo , and this yeelds Gold : The other 
which is of thefame fubftatice is opened in Bulgaria^ vpon the 
Confiticioi Macedonia: The three of Siluer are in Qreec€^ 
tich and very plentifuhOutofall which they draw that which 
Nature had wifely hidden, co be conuerfanc among men : the 
\vhich doth breed Qqarrels^ ingenders Contempts^ diffolues 
Fricnddiip, corrupts Concord, violates Chaftitie^ troubles E- 
fiatcs^ obfcures Mens wits ^ rauiflieslife^ vnthrones reaibn 
from her feate^ and robs man of him(elfe; 

But to returne to this great Citie of Conftancinople ^ the 
Magnificences of the Princes which poilefTelt at this day^and 
the riches of fomcBa(hawes,orgreatMenof the Courts haue 
caufed aboue three hundred CarraMafferrails to bee built : 
thefearegreatand vaft places to lodge Strangers. The number 
of the Hoipitals for the poore and iickcj come to the number of 
fourefcore : Nine oftherti arc the principall ; the Turkifli Em- 
pefours which haue built thofe proud Molquees^ haue added 
them vnto their Fabrickes, where they are eternal! markes of 
thei r Pietif, Morcouer^ there are iixfcore Colled j,es for the in- 
ftrui^ion of young Turkes , and the abode of aie SchoOers^ 
which they call in their tongue Softha , that is to fay wife Stu- 
dents, although tiiey be nothing lefic« Either of them hath a 
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Chamber for his Lodging,a Carpet fbr^is Table/oureJoaucs 
by the day,a proportion of Pottage and a Candle : They giuc 
than two fuites of clothes yearely and they are paid out of 
Reuehcwcsof theColledgc, by the Matters and Pr^cceptors 
which teach them, who are called SofchaHi\i\\zt \% for thefi^ft 
yearcwhenthey cnterintothe Collcdgc : for to tliefecond 
ihcyaddc to their entertainment an yfj^r^ by thcday , which 
is a fifi part more then a pennie; afterwards they giuc two, 
ihrec, or fourc A^res by the day, according to the number «f 
ycarcsthtyhaue continued* With this poorc pittance thcfc 
Turks can keep no gt eat ordinaric^vnleffe they rcceiucit from 
other places : But the gainc they make in writing of Bookcs, 
(for the Turkcs vfe no printing ) is not little but doth furni/h 
their nftceflTitic abundantly^ yea, their Riots : they goe alio to* 
houfes to teach the children of men of qualities But there is 
not in all Turkic more diflblute youthes then thefe Turkie 
' Schollers r there is no kind of villanicbut they commit with 
all impunitie. The priuiiecfgcs wherewith the TurkifliEm- 
perours haue honoured them^or rather the abufcof them hath 
cira wne them into all forts of impudencie : ho man can«appre- 
hend them for any crime, vnleffe their Gcnerall be prefent, to 
whom only this power is giuen. It is true that the Princes pre- 
fence inCoy7fiantinovie doth reflrain the infolencie of their riots;. 
ButtheTownesor Caramania and NatoJia are wonderfully 
Bettered* Amurath the third defirous(by realbn of ibmc trou- 
bles which happened) to know the number of fuch Gallants; 
tbey wercfoundto beeaboueninethou^nd^af^ellin Greece-* 
as Natolia, not reckoni^ig thofe which ftudied in Suria,Caire, 
Arabia and elfe-where^ 

Another great placeinu ironed with wall, and (hut vp with 
good Gates^dotb likewifebeautifie theCitieof Gonttantino- 
ple, thcTur^s call it SeracjMna^ that is to % , the Scllerie, or 
rfic^place where they make Saddles 3 and rich Caparifons for 
Moifesof Scruiceand Pompe. It is an vnfpeateibie pleaferc 
for thofe that loueHotfcmanfhip, tofcefoureihoxifand work* 
men in this place, labouring in their (hops,, artificially vpon 
Auers Caparifons for Horfes. Some fet great round Pca^iles 
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vpon the Saddle of an Arabian Horfcout of the GrsndViz^irs 
ftabic rOthcrsfaftcnaBittof GoIdtoRcinesofrichred Lea- 
ther of Ruflia ; fome doc fit ftirrop Leathers to ftirrops of 
Gold, cnricht with a great number of Turkiflics of the oldc 
Rocke : Others faften vpon a large Croupf r a great number of 
.precious fiones : In another place you fliall fee a rich Saddle 
caft forth a thoufand flames , the number of the Diamonds 
wherewith it is enricht make itinefiimablc:TheBitt and ftir- 
ropesof Gold cohered with Diamonds^ theTaffclsof Pearlcs 
which are at theRcines , andattheTrappersof thcCroupcr; 
iStid the other beauties of this royall UarnelTe, rauifli the eyes 
of fuch as lookeof it with admiration of their wonders ^ and 
fome filently perfwade thcmfelues (hat Fortune adi9rnejd with 
chefeprecious things which depend on her , meanea tojgpe ill 
triumph through Conftantinoplc,iolctihcTurkes.fee#^t fha 
dwelsamong(T thcm.In themidft ofthis place there is a Mo£- 
quee built forthedeuotionof thefe workmen, and a goodly 
Fonntaine in the fame place which powres forth abundance of 
frcfla water for their vfe, 

: Two other great places like wife walled about, fcruc for the 
Lodgings of the lanizaries^which are the bef^ Footmen of the 
Turkifli Armies : the one of thcfe places is called SfchiodoUr^ 
that istofay the old habitations. It is of afquarefbrme^ and 
d iuided into many finaJl Lodgings, in the which the Corpo. 
ralsremainc, called e/^^^^jfur , which fignifies tbechiefeof 
glorie : there are about a hundred and fiftie of this qualitie,and 
either ofthem commands two hundred lanizaries, who dare 
not goe out of the place without leaue: the Gates are (but by 
Hiight, and the key es are kept by the Captainc. 

The;Arfcnall \i onco^'thegoodlieft and rarefl things in Con- 
ftantinqple, it is vpon the Sea flioare , and containcs a hundred 
and fbure fcorc Arches , vndcr either of which enters a great 
Galley, yea, three may be fafcly lodged • The Officers wnich 
feuc in this Arfenail, and receiycpay,arccommonly.fortieiix 
tbcujfand men: But its greateft force isthe,goodordef:.tbat is 
obferucdby.thc which there arc certaine Merchants which 
hawc contra(ftcd tocnterwinc fourcfcore Gallics alvvayesfur- 
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Jiilhed iwith all things ncccfTary^ and readie co put to Sea : the 
Munition of Powder is kept in diuers Torres in the walls of 
the Citie which looke towards Pcra : they bring it itom 
Grand C4ir^, where the Sultans caufe it to be made. 

TheGarners in the which they kcepe their prouifion of 
Corne and other graine are built in a corner of the Gitie to- 
wards Pera, the walls are very ftrong.and the Gates of iron : 
ihereisiufficientto ierue for many yeares , but ^cry third 
yearethey renew it: In the timeof Ammrsnh thethirdj chesc 
wa^ found a great quantitie of Millet j the which had beene 
prefinned fweetand rncorrupted for the fpaceof foure fcorc 
yeares« 

But this great Inferiall Citie cannot bee happily gouemed 
without the.execut{oo of liiftice^ whidi is cIk iouleof the 
World3andtheorderofRearon; A Soueraigne ludgeisthe . 
chiefe^theTurkes call him Stambo/caiiifi , that is toUy^ the 
lu^eof Conftantinople. He takes notice indifferently both 
of Quill and Criminaii Cau(es, andnomanispuctodeathin 
that place ^ if hee hath not condemned him. There are foure 
Lieutenants eenerall , diftiri^guiftied into the foure priucipall 
Qjuarters of the Citie ^ and execute vnder him the fame lu- 
ilice^ but from their Sentences they appealevnto thcludge. 
BeHdesthefe there is a great Captaine of luftice called Scft^ 
Ifitfi who doth ex ecute the grta teft Funiftion of his charge in 
Priions^ to hear e the Caufes , and to make rq>ort Tnto the 
Grdndpt^ir i There are alio foure Lieutenants vnder him^ fe- 
paratedinto the Quarters of theCitie^ by the order of the Po- 
licies thereof^and a greatnumber of inferiour Officers^as Ser* 
geants^ and other ba/eperfbns which ferue him« The Piiibns 
of Conftantinople are diuided into t wo^either ofthem is beau- 
tified (if there be any beautifull Prifbns) with a great Medo w 
in the midft and a pleafing Fountaine: It hath two ftories ^ in 
that below acelodgcd criminallO&nders , in that aboueare 
fuch as are committed fiirciuillcaoies* Heere the lewes ate 
icparated from the Turkes , and the Turkes from the Chrifti- 
fos , but in the lo weft they are altogether , as Peribns whom 
tbffiiO£SBnceshauc made common. TheAlmes<kcds&|gsod 



^workcs which are ciercifed there by the Turkes , lurpa£(e in 
few dayes chofe which are done in our Countries in oiany 
y«trcsrTheTurki(h Charitie towardes his Neighbour fiir* 
tnouncs ours^ and it fcemes^ that for liich good deeds, Hetuea 
fiiffiers them in theEmpireof the World ; for his equitiedoth 
rccon^>coce the good , in any fubied whacfi>cuer ^ afweli 
ask doch puoifh tbecufll.The Turkifli Emperours themrdues 
fiiew great compaffion^ they nuioy timesdeliuer a great nnnw 
ber ofciuill Prilooers, paying their debts for them. The other 
particubrities which coficeme the Turkes luftice , fliall bee 
handled in another TraA. In the meane time feeing wee are 
come neere vnto the Imperial! Pailace , which is the S^rrail^ 
letTS ftriue toenter^ althoi^ the Gates bee carefollygarded,. 
and let Vi lee the rare beauties of this famouspkce.

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deoiic CO foure hundred of the Grand SfigueMrj^zgts^ which 
are there tnftruAed in the Tnikifii tongue, to manajge Arme s, 
and other Excrcifes fit for thcm^ and they goc not forth vntiil 
they be made £j^4^ii^ that is to fay ^ Men at Armes : tbeyare 
bred tpand taught attheir Mafters charge: this place is called 
EtrsiH Buffs Sarajj that is to fay^ the Serrail of lirMim Bsfi 
Ja, who was (bnne in Law to Sffhsn Solyman the Second, and 
his Fauourite for a time* Hce caufc<| it co bee built at his owne 
charge. Thethirdiscalled^^/i^iS'^tf/vi;^. that is, the great 
Smriail^ now the ordinary abode of the TurkifiiEmper ours: 
It ispf this which we meane to fpeabe« 

Thisereat«f^r4f/ theManfionofTurkifli Empercurs and 
of theidPamily , is pleafantly fcituated in the fame placir^whert 
ms BjzuMceyitt in old dme,builc vpon a pieafiint point of firme 
land which lookestowards the mouth of the blacke Sea : Its 
fei^Oie is triangular^two fides thereofatewatred by thewaues 
of the Ejtium Sea : the third is fupportcd by the Cities it is in- 
uironcd with high walis ^ and fortified with many Towres 
which doth better the defence. It hath three miles in circuity 
Many Gates feruefbrcheentrie 3 afwcH towardes the Sea aft 
Land: one principalineereto«f4iir^44ff^iSp»^3 is vfuallyopen, 
the others are not; but whcnitpieafeth Che grtrndStignatr^ 
This Gate is guarded day and night by Companies of C apigt^ 
whoarePorters^ which relieue one another^ and in the night 
iboielanizaties which are without the Gate in little Cabina 
of wood mounted vpon wheeles are In Sentinell , aiid when 
need requires aduertiie the Corpsd^gstdof Csfigu.

uourable vnto him vponoccafions^ After this thcyaduqrciic' 

himofthcday,wKcnhefliallbcreceiuedtQki{rebish^nd;,Ic; 
is vfuaJly vpon a day of *I>#W»,when asthc Sultan giues au* 
di<finfetohis principall Officers: The Grand Vi^ir s,zhxix^ 
Viuanon affcmbJy of the Councell, hee fends fot all the 
ChaoHX , the C^tutafcragas which are thofc of the light 
Korfe,the»yf^A^ whoarealfoof theCauallerie, the/^i^^^* 
rw which are Footmen: All which with their Leaders hauc 
commandcment to arrne and attire themfcluc* \yith as oiuch^ 
ftate. as may be^ tojcCthc Embafladour fee with tiicciiriofitic 
of their Armes, thieponipe of this great Court. They come 
into the ^y^rr^^//, anarankcthemlelucsiti.the fecondCoiirr, 
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(whereof we haue formerly fpoken) where all together make 
a bodie^of (lately croupes. The EmbaiTadour aduercifed of 
the houre appointed^ parrs from his lodging at P^r^ attired 
rpon his own Clothes with a Robe after the TurkiiK manner 
of Cloth of Gold curled , and furred if the feaibo require it 
with Sables: His Gentlemen and Secretaries arc attired in ibe 
like Robes ^ but the ftuffeisnot To rich ^ wearing on their 
heads caps of bldckeVeluet like vntothe Matters of the Ac- 
compts in France : He hath twenty feruants attired in Robesr 
of Scarlet^ which theTurkes call F err ages ; and vpon then^ 
other long Robes of the fame ftuffe^ and on their heads caps 
of blacke T^ffatae : The ^t^xx^BrAgpmans , or the Kings Ja^ 
terpreters are of the numbcr^che Capcaines^Maftersof Ships^ 
and other Frenchmen doe accompany him. Being thus>roi« 
lowed, heepaffeth the Channellof the Sea , which fepatates* 
Pera from Confiantinovley being twice as broad, as the Riuec 
of Seine is at T^aru before the Louver : Being come vnto the 
other fhoare^ heefindes many goodly horfes fbrhlmandhisi 
followers^ which the Turkes that are friends to France^ fec^ct 
him to carry him to theCitle. At the entry whereof hee finds 
mtnyChdux^Lnd lani^utries which attend him to cohdu£fe 
\amxorht Serrail : Two Choax Bafsi goe of either fide of 
him the other Turkes goe before : In this order hee comes to> 
the Imperiall Pallace, at ihe Gate whereof he findstwo C^- 
pgisBafiis^\iOitcfi\xt him, andleadhim to the grani yi^- 
^r in the Hall of the Diuan^ (that day they difpatch little: 
bufineiTe ) he fits right againft the grandVizdrv^pn a forme 
without backe or fupporter^ couered with Clqth of Gpld«. 
' Therefor a little time by the helpe of his Interpreter or TXra-^ 

Sfman, they entertainethemfelues with difcourfc^ vncill that 
e Grand Fi^ commands Dinner to bee broushc : The 
Steward of the Diuanferues it prelently, where lomc other 
^ofiMeidoctffiR : Theirfare is more delicate then v&all^and 
^ greater alAindance , for the which the Chamber of Ac 
compts m the Serrail fcts do wne • tboufand Crowncs. There 
isa DragQwum which doth afltft the Embaflador to entertaiiv 
che^#jMrjr« In Uiemcaoctimehkuaineiscarrledtodinner 
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in a. low Gallerie^ where a. Table is prepared in this manner : 
A great Tapeftrie is laid ypon the ground , and (bmediihes 
arefec very thinne and fparingly : Their Meates are Panad^- 
made with Sugar ^ and feme broths with Pullets, two men 
carrying as in a Scarfe a certain vefTell of boiled Leather,Iike 
vnto a Bagipe^ in the which they carrie ^tfr^^r, (the which is 
a Drinle made of the juice of Citrons^ wat;er 3 and Sugar) 
They giuc to euery one drinke in his turne , in a Cupof Cop- 
per tinned , and they goc betwixt the Diflbes tofcruethcm 
fliorecommodioufly* The Embaffadour and his people ha- 
uing dined in this manner^ hee retires to a certaine place neere ^ 
ynio theGateof the4f >^/r4»/ Quarter^ where they attend vn- 
tillthc Officers of the Dinan haue had Audience of their 
Matter; jaftec which they all retire , except fuch Bajhaes^% 
temaine about hisperfbn : Then thcMaftcrof the Ceremo- 
nies goes for theEmbafladour, and brings him to thcEmpe- 
rolus lodging ; The C^fUga aflifted by many Etmucbes re- 
ceiues them at the Gate^and condu(5ls them into the Imperial! 
Chamber y whofe walls are M)ithin coucred with great plates 
of Gold and Siluer^ enricht with ftones and Pearle : At the 
entry thereof two Crffi^^ , or Porters, take him vnder the 
Armes^nottokifTetheEmperourshand, butfaisRobe. This 
Yn worthy cuttome to lead the Embafladors of forreine Prin- 
ces by the Armes ^ growes fromthetreacherieoftheTurkes 
theouelues. jS^i^^^ithe Second^lbnne to himthat tooke C^n'- 
ftantincp/egoingonzdzytoz Monaftetie^ heefound in his 
wayaReligious manor hisLaw of the order of the D^ri^^; 
ThisMottkeofthet/^/f^^-4;ir fccijDg the Empcrour, ranto- , 
wards him to executehisdeteftabledefigne : comming neerc 
vnto him he demands an Almes : and in faying his Atlahithi^ 
th^tis tofay intheNameof God, hcedrewaSemiterfrom 
vnder his Robe of F^lt, with the which Baiax0€t had beene 
murthered^ if his Horfe in bounding had not receiued the 
greatcft violence of the blow; yet hee was huxt, andthi^ 
wretched Parricide had alreadie lifted vp hisarme to double 
the blow , if Baffd Schendtr' had not fiiddcnly beaten hioi 
downe with his ^<?/yWg4^^», orPolUaxe; After wKIcIv\5ln?i«^ x 
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ordained, thac wliofocycr (hould come tafaluce the Grand 
Seigfi^f^r , flioiild be led vndcr the Armes by Cafig^i And 
thiscuftomc haih hce carefully obfcrucd. Wee doe nor read 
that there was cucr any llrangcr but fufFered this Rigour, ex- 
cept an Einbaflfadour of France ^nzmcA Monflenr 2^jH^l-es 
Bifliop cf Aixy who wasfentto^y^Awi theSecond , by King 
^h^irlcs the NiiKh ^ to mediate fome accommodation far 
the yeKetUtJs affaires : commingrnto the Chamber, when as 
the C^pigi^ had j aid hold of his Aime he fcactered thcfti with 
his ElDovves^andfpake aloud, that the Kbertieofa French- 
i^n3andthedignitie ot.aBiOiop.couid not endureto be led 
like a flaue : And fo leauing the S niton and thofe that were 
in the Chamber amazedj he went freely to his Kcuerence^and 
woi^Id not caft himfelfe at hjs feet^ as others doe; but iiKlined 
a lixtle to kiffc his Robe. . 

When the Eiubaffadout had kift the SttUans^oht , who 
fits vpoft Cufliionsof Cloth of Gold curled,hc retires back- • 
ward with his face alwayes towards the Prince, and plants 
himfelfe againft the wall of theChaknber , to ciue way tothe 
Gentlemen of'his Traine,whogoc likevyifcto Tkiffe his Robe: 
And then he preftnts the Letter which the King fends written 
in the Turkifli Tongue. The Grand Sei^nenr anfweres no- 
^lingfor the prcfcntj his grand K^^irdoth only fpeakefome 
.wordestodilmiffetheEmbaffadour ^ who gocjoutbf the 
Chamber bauing made a Reucrcnce in bending downehis 
head ^but doth not vncouer it. But youmuftobferue thatno 
mancomestokifft^hisRobe/ vnleffe hee be attired in Robes 
. after tbcTurkiSimanner^giuenhimby the5/y/^4w,the which 
JsthePrcfentofa Soueraignetoa'fubie6ldr flaue ; For thi« 
cmkthc Grand yi^ir forgets not tofend vntotheEmbaflfa- 
dourfuch Robes as are fetdowne by the Ordinance of the 
Cuftome ofthe^Empire^that is to fay,two that arerichfor the 
Embafladoursperfon, and one for either of his foUowers^. 
Moreouer eucry Embaflidour mutt haue a Rji^ircnt for the 
Grand Seigneur ^ the which hefces firft befar^liTi thorow a 
Lattice window, whither he is carried by ^i^V^/i: There he 
''^"^*55!?!R^f'«lfctoJooItf onit, Whi^ft thcipfeaffadour and 
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his Gentlemen doc their Rtuerence;fo as they can fee but 
halfc histacc. To this purpofc a generous acfiion pcvrormcd 
■ by the fa id OHonfieur T^ouailles Embaffadour to (^^hurles the 
Ninth is worthy to bee related. {J\4ahomH Grand Vwr to 
Selim the Second preft hi«n mucfa not to forget a flatcly Prc- 
(ent for his Salt^^n^ and fcnt him vvord that if he had noiieiea* 
die hee would furni(h him* Tiiis Embaffadour wcnt^ of pur- 
pofc, to kifle his Robe without ahy Prefent. The ^.^i/J^ k- 
proachc him, and imputed it to con.cmpt that hcehad notgi- 
uen any. 'WitSeign$uroi 2{jtiaillcs miade anfwcrc that the 
King his K^after, who wastLe firft and grcateft Monarch of 
Chri flendomc , hearing tha t Selim demanded it as a Tribute, 
had forbidden him topretnt any .Thus in gioingnone,he fcr*. 
uedbisMaflerproiicably and honourably* icauing among 
the Turkes a great admiration of his generous dxiericie , and 
carried backc into France theglorie which thofc Embafla- 
doursdeferue, whom venue and notfauour haue aduanccd 
to fuch Charges, 

Other EmbalTadours of inferiour Qualirie to aRoyaine, 
receiue Robes in likemanner to goe and falute him: But they 
enter not into the Serrail with fo much Pompc , neither arc 
chcyfeaikd, nor haueib much familiaritie with the Grand 
Vt^ir^ yea,there arcfomc which fit not in hisprefcnce. Thus 
the Turks can mcafure the honour which they doc vnto men> 
according to the Qiialitie of the Princes which fend them, 
whofcpcrfonsthcEmbaffadoursreprefent. They haue long 
hands and portaciuceyes^tofce into thcRcalmcs that are molt 
remote to their Eflates ; 

The forme which the Turkifli Monarches vfe to fwcare a 
League or Alliance with any Forreigne Prince^is no Icffe fpe- 
cious than fraudulent^ for mold commonly they bold nothing 
that they promife^and their Oaths are as falfeas ihcfc of Lo<» 
uers^ thi^theyCouri all the Eflates of £i^r^/<'. When as 
Marin dmjjUm a Mat^loubly famous afwell for the luflre of 
his Birth a^H knowledge, was at O/^^^/^/ix^of/^ Embaffa- 
dour for thcVnctiao to renew the League with the Turke, 
^^//wfvvareii^rt his manner : I Jrveare andvromije by tht: 
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greAt godwhich hath created Heamen and Earthy by thefpules 
effeuentie Prophets^ bj mineovme^ and bj that of mj %/lnee - 
fiors, to obferue with the Seigneurie of Venice, aU the points 
andrightsof the League and Fritndjbif which k^hbeenee»^ 
ttrtainedto this day , and to holdthem for /acred andinniola^ 
bh^ as they are declared bj my Signature. But he brake it fud^ 
dainly; for lean Uliitjue 2l Spani/h lew 3 chafed outof Spaine 
by King Ferdinand , vls a dzngcvousSpic ^ to £urope ^ who 
had runne thorow all cheProuinces^hauing related vmo him 
that the ^rpnaUof Venice had beenc burnt , and that there 
was want of viduals in that State and ^f^/gifrivnif, he perfwa* 
ded him to the warre of Cyprus^ which he faid did belong vn- 
to him as Sultan of Egypt , and King of Palejlina, whereon 
Cyprus afwell as Rhodes depended , /as Homagers. Selim rn- 
dertookeic without any other fubie^l, and madehimfelfe 
Matter thereof in lliort time, taking this Realme from the 
Venetians ^vjho had kept it long : So to be aTurke and to keep 
his faich, arejincompacible things.

T He Authour of the Alcoran, hath deckt the deformities 
othisLaw,and couercd thefal/hoods thereof with feme 
luftre of truth, to make them paflc the better amongft his fol- 
lowers : Among the many Rules which heeprcfcribes them 
he enioy nes them to labour and doth alfurc them that hee is 
not worthy to liue, that doth not labour whh his hands^ 
Thcpeopiedoe not only ob(crueit,but therc%^ ofthisprc- 
cept i% crept into the Imperiall Throneof the Turkcs • The 
§ulcans embrace it ^ and of t wentie Emperours which hauc 
*». • fvvayed 
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fwayed the Othoman Scejptcr^yee iliall hardly find one which 
hath not laboured for his lining. Mahomet the Second ma- 
nured his Careens^ and of the renenew of the Fruites which • 
werefold^ he cs^ufed meate to be bought for hismouth. But as 
the aftions of fuch men, how rehgious fbcuer they be , haue 
not trucCharitiefor their Guide, they doc eaOly incline ta 
vice. This Prince added to his Manuall labour fo horriblea 
c^ueltic, as it was to be wiihed his hands had beene idle. We 
haiic written in ihc Hiftorie of his Empire, that vifitingonc 
day, (being followed by his Pages) the Squares of his Gar- 
dens which he did manure himielfej one of the young Boy cs 
feeing haOie Co wcumbers, gathered one and eatc ix : UHaho-^ 
iiftf^returningthat way found it wanting, his cholerenfia. 
xned him to crueltie , heefaw by theftaJke that it was newly 
gatheredj^ndhee knew that heehad no company but hi&Pa- 
ges^ and therefore fomcone of them had done the deed , the 
which he would know at what price foeuer : Hce callcth the 
j}afldff£ie'forCardi»cr$,puts /harpe Kniues into their hands, 
and commands themtoopen^befiomacksofhisPagcst They 
take them one by one and open fourtccnc , finding thf Cow - 
cumber not y etdifgcftcd in the ftomackc |0f the tourtcenth : 
Such was the rigour of this Prince, who for a light offence, 
caufedfourtccneofthcgoodJicft young Boycs (the flowre 
and choice of alJ the youth of his Scrrail ) to be murthcrc/d. 
«$*(?/^»!i4;^ the Second , hee which tookei2^^^^^,fpent his idle 
houres in making of Shooes, the which he fent to the S^^^r 
or Market to fell y and wiih the money he caufed vidliials to 
be bought for his Table. Selim the Second who loft the bat • 
tailc 01 Lepantho , made little Crefcents or halfcMoones, 
which theTurkifliPilgrimcscarricvpon their ftaues , when 
theygoethcVoyageto A/p^»tf, ^/immath his Sonne made 
Arrowes andothersmade little Kniues, all which is fold at 
a deare rate^ in regard of thegrofleneflcof the worke : Hce 
tbinkeshimfelfe faappie that can recouerany for monie«They 
ground this Cufiomeof labouring for their lining , not only 
vpon the rules of their Alqoran , but.alfb vpon that paflTage of 
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(J.-wr/J/.- Their Schoolmaflcrs make them Icarneitbyhcart: 
InrddoHvulm j^ tbefweat of thj browesthoH fljalt eat thy head, vntillthoH 
an fflUJf' ret:iTncto ecrth ^ rvhereon thou i»eYt79iade^ It is only in the 
vertarU inter- time or peace; rorinthc timeor warre the Prince muftliue 
r/«.« lie qua, vpon the charges of the people, for wholb defence andiii- 
fumfmHs^quiA crcaic hcc takes Anncs^ But in another i'cafon \( tht Sultan 
pfilki4es, &t?: (}jcu]^j employ the Money which helcuiesofhispcopleinhis 
^fr^^en.TT? ^^'^"hts, the Law. and thccuftomc of the Empire would hold 

it a crime. They cnll cjbeirTaxeand SahCid'i^j ^yfaram^yige^ 
miyti 6V/»i,rhat isio^^y^ThefrohibitedbloHdoftthefeofU: 
And forthatthclabour of their hands cannot furnifh thcex- 
pfncGs of their diet CO kecpea Tabic worthy of their Qiialitie, 
they adde vnto ir the rcucncwcs of their Gardens, which ia 
truth !<» great 3 and ahnoilincrcdibic. I haue learned from 
fomc Turkcs^tliat they yeeld two hundred thoufand Crownes 
a ycarc rent.: fome others fay a hundred thoufand pounds 
i'ierlirg. Beiidcs ihofe v;hich hchath in the Serrail^ hec hath 
iiong the Sea fide, and cowards the ^^y^J!r*f//, great Gardens 
\\ ; ii ch arc v cry fr uitfdJ. Foure L eagues from .C^nfii^ftnopU, 
va^Li :\:\:hcx at t^ftdrwopo//ify and vpon the fide of Jti/ia,, it 
ScHtary ( where the Cicic of (^halcedonia didfgmethiics Itand} 
there arc thegoodlieft Gardens in theEaft. The fruits which 
are gathered are ibid at Conjtantinople , and clfcwhcfe in fo 
grcac abundajicc , as they furnifli all the Count rie. -The Bo*^, 
y/:tf '5'^rA'-;;^or^rcacGardincr, who is an Officer of the Crown: 
'-. hath a careofthisRcucncw , caufcth it to bee brought to the 

Scrra,ilfix\ii tiicSu/ta»s hold it fortheir true Patrimonie and 
Demcfnes, whcf cwith they may feed ihcm(blues without any 
oppreffiop/ . . . ■ . ■ 

Tothefe Manuall ivorkes of theTurkifh Emperours, wee 
/ murtadde their Religious cuttomc to plough the Land, when 

as they come from their Ooucrnment to Confiantimple to 
takepofl'cfTionof the Empire, they arc bpund to-holdthe 
Pioughand to make ibme.furrQWCS* uimkrath the Third 
Grandfather to yf^-^w^/^^obfecued it , after the deccafcof J^r- 
h -9 his harder, when ascointning from diajncjia (wlier:^ he 

was 
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was Goutrnour) to goc and take poffcffion of his Scepter, he 
met with an Husbandman in theHcIds, where lighting from 
his horfehelaid hold on the Plough, and made three or foure 
furrowes : Af|:er which he drew a handful! of Gold out of his 
pocket, and gaueit in charitietothis Labourer: andwithall 
he put off bis Robej, which was of rich Cloth of Gold, furred 
with Sables, and gaue it him. The Law which makes him to 
obferue this Ceremony is mentioned in theGloifes of the AU 
cor an, in thcfc termes: That the Emftronr commingtothc 
Empire and going to the ImperiaM Ci tie to take poffejfion , hee 
mufi manure the Landtohanijb fierrilitie f^emhu Countrie, 
andtomakfit fiuUfiil/. It is nothing the more for all this: 
For the Prince employing fo great a numberofhisSubicftsin 
his warrcs, much good Land lies waflc , for want :of men to 
till it. Thus doc the Turki(h Sultans employ themfclues,and 
yet they doe not flic idleneffe , to the which they many tlmcar 
abandon themfelues : Wee (hall &c fomttning in the follow^ 
ing Chapter. 



Chap. X. 
OftbcQtzxiASdgTitm^Leuev. 

AMotig all the paffions whichrule the affci^iotts of Prin* 
ces,Loue (as the moft powerful!) triumphes mor^c ouer 
great men, then all the reft together, for they obtaine tio vi« 
(iilories^buttoencreareitsglory^ Couetoufnefle heaps vp to 
furniAi thecharges^ Ambition afpires tOrmake it ^reat. So 
x/ve fee the moftpowerfull Princes after they had fubdued all 
other paffions , were vanquifhed byLoue. jilexander hid 
the honour of (o many viftories in JPerfia at the feet of his 
Captiue Roxana. Cosfar being in jilexandria , fubmitted 
all his triumphs to the beautie of Cleopatra^ who afterwiajd 
ViZsintviAto Anthonie. And the Turkifli Monarches make 
fubieft vnto the allurements bt their Sultana^s ^xkt glory and 
^uftrcof thatSoucraignepowcr^ whereby they arc Matters 
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of the bcft parts ofthc World. Bi^ behold how thefefingular 
bcautkscmcrinco their J<rrr4i/, and the bonds wherewith 
JLouc doth captiuatc their wils. 

After that the Rights of birth hauc brought a Turkifh 
Prince to the Imperiali Throne of his Anceftors, thi womea 
which his Pred eceffor did honour in the Serrai/fiteput forth, 
and conducted to a place called in their Language ^^<(ic« 
r-o, that is to fay the old S err ail , as a man would fay the old 
place: for iS'^r^j' in the Perfian Tongue, fignifies a place or 
Hoftell: There chcy arc (hut vp , vntill they bcmarriedta 
fcmegreatMenofthePortf In the mcanetime others muft 
fupply their roome , to bee new fubiefts of Loue tothc ne w^ 
Emperour* Then thei?^/54:^/ which are at the Port, ando*- 
chers which reprefent the Soueraigntie of their Mafter in tc^ 
mote Prouinces, imploy all their care to find out Virgins, i ti> 
the Leuaat or el&.where 3. the rareftinbeautie, and of the: 
fweeteft perfections of theirfex ; whether that thegreacnefle 
of their treafurs force the neceflitie of miferable Mothers to- 
deliuer themfor money , or that the chance of warreha^* 
made them Captiuesat the taking of fome Towne, andfi> 
fall into their hands : They caufe them to beeinftrui^ed aftor 
the TurkiHi manner in all gentile Qiialities fit for their iexYi^ 
they be not alrcadic:)they learne to fing, taplay of the Lute^ 
and the Gittern,and to dance,& bauing had a ipeciallcare fbc 
the keeping of their Virginity,thcy bring chem to the SfUtan,, 
and prcfent them vnto him:The Princes Mother,& his Sifters- 
which are married labour inthcfamedengne3and makehimv 
tKelikcprefcnts:for the law ofPoligamy or pluralitieof wo- 
men, allowed by tht^yilceran and rceciued in Turkey, giues 
them leaue to keepe as many as they will ^ fo as they bee ablc 
cofeed them. The Snlun doth recompcnce their care that 
bringthemfuch gifts, with fome rich prefent to buy (faith 
hcjthefc Virgins which they bring, that they may bee his 
flaues: But heewill be foone fettered in their beautie. The 
Serrait o£ women being thus furniflied, hee paffeth thither 
when he pleafeth , and^is not fecnc by anylman , by a doorc 

tight againahis Chamber, whereof hehath one Key , and 

tha 
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the Chijfar AgactgxtztlE.unvich of the Su/fafias another: 
He doth ^dutnikihe^hejachaduffj which is an ancient wo- 
man their Goucrneffe ^ to rankc them in a Galleric , in the 
which he paflcth and rcpaffcth oftpn , beholding their allure- 
ments or elfc hecaufeth them to dance in a round^in a goodly 
HaJl, where hedoth aflift and place himlclfc in themidft,Iikc 
vntoaButterflie in the midfiofmanyglifterina fires, where 
helofeth himfelfe : For feeling his heart fuddenly enflamed 
by the eyes of fome one of them, which pleafeth him be&, he 
cafisher his hahdkercher^ forafigne that he is yanquifhed ; 
(he receiues it with great demonftrations of humilitiei kifles 
it and lay es it on her hcadjprefently the Cheyachadun or Mo- 
ther of the Maids , takei» thisfaire flaue, which comes to tri- 
umph ouer her Matters libcrtie/flie leads her into a Clvimber 
appointed for the fports of loue, decks her with the goodlicft 
Qtnanilibtsihecan deuife, perfumes her, and addes to her 
iiatutali beautie the cunning of her Art: Thisis while the Sun 
ihitiesjfbr imitating hiscour/eafweil as his 'u Are , this faire 
Creaturelies downeasfoMeas this Planet fers : The ChaJum 
condiiAs her into the fame Chamber where the Suit ah is lod^ ' 
ged, laycsherin thcfameBed^ whereihecentersby thcftet ' 
tor the greater reuerence, and during the night feafbn many 
oldMoorifh women watch and iftand ientinell^ one at the 
Bedsfeet^anotherin themidAof the Chamber , and a third 
at the door e;T hey are relieue<l euery third houre by others 
of thefamehue, vntillitbee day. Thercisoneftandsatthe 
Beds head^ with two Torchesburning^and doth carefully ob. 
ferue on what fide thcPrincedoth turneleafi the light /hould 
offend his eyes. Ihauelearned from a lew, a learned Phy fi- 
cian which had ferued the gra,nd Seigneur , that the Chadun 
watcheth at the Beds feet, and doth fometimes fpeakefome 
woid&toencouragetheyoungMaide, giuing.her to vnder- 
idand that this night would be the caufeof her good fortune, 
and that {he would attaine to the dignitieof a Princefle.

Turkifli Empire. The Mufti mounts to chat fuprcamc E«l<i^ 
ftafticall Dignit je by her meanes ; and theother great Men cf 
Port follow in the current of their Fottunesthe windeof hep 
deliret z Moaey andtheleW doecli ihidg^ 'mCenfidntimpl^ 
Anxihe whichbc&redtirA not thinke of Offices in Court but 
to admire them, doth now enioy them by tbefe two meanes i 
Auaricecalls alldifprders into tbeStatc , and leaues valour,) 
jand ihexaxe veituesof ^en of njuit to ccntcmpt^if they wer«

as had no children by the Sfihsmilcot the condition of others 
which are Mothers binds. them toa perpetuall' widdowboody.

Thus 
theft woinen detajne him^ poflcfle him^ and dkert hiro from 
yertue. iaihi»ienfe an Ancient had teatontofay^ Th^uiftht Uu^Actn 
W^rUwere-mithontlV^mtn ^ \Men. P»oulJi c^nutpfiwith the mPlnmnbi 
Gods. Thismuftbeimderftoodofyitiouswomcn^andnotof

andfhewedtricks.Fifcie of the principal! Officers of the ^r- 
feaaU well attired did honour this Solemnitie ^ or rather w ere 
honoured. Thirtiemen followed them with Hammers and o*

the word doth iignifie ^ wheretheGrceke Emperours cauied 
their Horfes to be rldden^and gaue vnto the eyes of the people 
which beheld them from a goodly Theater built ac theend» 
thepleafure of their flately courfes. The Theater is now rui- 
ned, and the goodly (tones wberewicl> it was built haue fer* 
ued for the proud Pallaces of Bajbaes^ which they baue rai« 
fed thereabouts : This place is called at this day ^yftmeiden, 
chat is to fay Mannage; There the Magnificences of the Cir- 
cumcifion of theTurkifli Princes arc performed* 

Tlieday being come when they are to begin the Feaft, the ^" J*^?'^^ 
Emperour goes on horfebacke from the Serrail^ to cometo ^j^^^ncc 
the Hifpodrome * the young Prince his Sonne js on the rigbc got to the 
hand, ^which is thelefife honourable among them) attired in Hippodroro 
a rich Kobe of Cloth of Gold^ couered with an infinite num- 
ber of Diamonds^ andgreat round Pearlesof ineflimableva* 
hie : The point of his Turbant gliflered with precious 
ftones:He was mounted vpon a goodly Horfc^wich thericheft 
Caparifon that could be found in the Snltans Serraili The 
Bitt was of maffiue Gold fee with many Diamonds, the Stir- 
rops ofthefameJnectaH couered with Turquoifo,thc Buckles 
werealib of Gold enricht with Rubies , and thereft of the 
ftately Furniture accordingly : The GrandVii^ir , the-S^^- 
lierheys of t/^fia^ and Europe, with other B^fha^j of the Port 
follow their Lords, the lantz^ries^SolaquisJSpahU fiapfU^ 
and the other Guards and Officers of the. Court accompany 
them, all of them attired with fb gf eatluflrcau^ pompc , as . 
it fecmed that all the wealth not only, of the Eaft , but of the 
whole World had bccnetranfponedto Confiantimple , to a- 
doine the Men which (hewed themfelues in this Solemnities 
Being come to the Hiffodrame ^ they were receiued with a 
douUe harmony : The firft confifted of Uoboyes ^ Fifes^ 
Drums, and Trumpets ^ with fuch a noyfe as the Ayre and 
Earth echoed againc : The fecond, the acclamations of the 
tht people, who aicd wich a loud voice, Liue ShUm iAmu-

caufcd to march before them fiue great Tapers of waxc kind* 
led and enriche with Clinqudnt 9 and beautified with all (bets 
of flowrcs: They wcrt for their proportion of bignelTeam) 
height rather like vnto great O^kes than Torches : I heycar-^ 
ried fortie foot in height, 
le places for ^^^ Sultans hauing croft the place entred thcPallacc of 
tlt^tans* Hihaim B^ffa^ where the pauement of the Court was all co- 
uered with Cloth of Gold, whereon they marched^and went 
to take their Places, to be the Subieds and Spe^ators of this 
RoyaIiPompe.TheFather entred into a Paujilion which was 
prepared for him^ bauing a Portall adioyned beautified with 
rich pictures of ^/imbta , which looked towards the place : 
The Sonne went into a Chamber vpon the left hand, where 
le place of hislcatc was prepared^ The 4fitr//4i^/r^/ place was ioyningCQ 
e^Miiatfa's» thcPauilJion ; In the which were only the Mother of the 
young Prince and Wife to theEniperour^his Sifter theyoung 
PrincefTe^ and the women of their Traine : Their Robes and 
glorious luftre of pearles and precious ftones which they car* 
ried were worthy of tlie wife & Daughter of the moft power. 
iiill and rich Monarch of the Earth. All the %/[gaes and Cap* 
taines of the Pore were in a Gallery neere vnto them: At the 
end of the fame lodging were other Galleries ered^ed of three 
ftories : They had diuided them into little Lodgings like vnto 
lofe of the Cabinets « In thefirft and higheft was the GrandViw , an4 
Br<wi. the other f¥«fr/^ with the BegUerbejs of Afia and Buriaf^ 

wcreplaced next, and theSaJfs Oechia/iCzpt^int of the Sea, 
cr General! of the Galley , and of all the Fleets rfthe Empire, 
whom Fortune had drawnefrom theTrade of abafeFiftiftr* 
^ man of Calabria^ and aduanced to that degree. In theiecond 
flory were many Lords & Ceurtiers of the Port. In the third 
ofeofthe ^ ^oweft they had made places for the EmbafTadoursof 
iHfiiaaEm- Kings and Chriftian Princes: That of the French Embaffa- 
DMlour« dour wasin thefirft Ranke, the Empcrours had the fccond, 

the 
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the Polonians the third| the BaiiifFe of Venice the fourt h^ and 
heofA^^iv/^cbefifc: They were all in Cloth of Gold^ and 
their Gentlemen in like manner. Mto( France did nocaflift^ 
holding \i vnfeemely for the Emba^adour of a moft Chrifti. 
an King and eldeft Sonne of theChurch to be fpeAator of a 
fuperftition, contrary to the Law of his Religion, yet his lod- 
gings were kept void, aboue thole of the ImperiallEmbafia- 
dour, and no man held it dirriag the Feaft. 

On tlicother fideof the place there were Theaters and Lod- Thoft of rfi 
gingsereifledfortbeEmbafTadours q£ AfAhometau Princes, ^^JJJ^^ 
vho would not haue their places neerc vnto the Chriftians. ^ 

The firft place was giuen to him oi^erfia , who was (lately 
ictired in t hofe goodly Robes oi Cloth of Gold after the Per- 
sian manner^buttoned about him bandrlck.wiie;The Gentic<»- 
nenof bisTrainedid eqnali inpompe and gallantneflfe any 
ether of their condition whatfoeuer* The top o^ their Tur- 
fcant^couered with goodly Turquoilcs, whereof their Coun* 
try abounds 3 made agoodly^iew: They had brought their 
wines widh them^wbo were wonderful faire^and attiied witb 
great aduantage to grace them : They couer their heads with 
many little Bands of Silke and Gold wreathed with their 
hairc which they fntkx to hang downe vnto their giffdles^and 
chey artificiailymalcetwolittiehorncsof halreenricht with 
Pearle and procions flones 3 the which fall Tpon their faire 
&re-hcads :They made the Snltau^^'s to^^xij them^who be- 
held them and admired tlicir grace thorow their lattice win« 
dowes* Perfia hath alwayes bad the glorie to haue had the 
£iireft women in the World. The Daughters of Cy^ns^uiA 
theWifeof KtngZ>iinVa^ hadfb many allurements in their 
beautifnll countcaaoces as Alexander dmrft not looke on^ 
shemj fearing to be vanquiflied, and Roxuns although of bafe 
condition^ wasfoimd fo beautifall^asfliedeferued thehonour 
to be wife vneothis great (Prince* The Turkilli women eo-. 
ter not itito compacwm with the Peilians Sox beaucie, to- 
whom they yeeid it • and they lay that their Prophet Olidm 
bemet would neufer gfoe into Perfidy and whenthey demanded 
tkcrea&o Jbis dofyverc tvascbat the women ^tw^Q bcautifu H 
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as they were able to moue the Angels to loue.-Buc this Coun- 
terfeit was nothing the chafter.The Embafladour of Tartarie 
wasRanck'c next. vnco the Pcrfian; hce was bruitiftily atty- 
red ^ and followed as by Leaders of Bear es^ orofwildbeaits. 
For his Men wcrccoucred with cheskinnesof Beares^Foxe$^ 
Wolues, and fuch like, whereof the haire was outward, they 
had Caps of the fame , and hee bimfelfe was clad in Sa- 
bles. So as they which beheld him in this manner might well 
'_ conceiue that the wild Beafts had left cheir Dens and Caues^ 
to fee the (lately Pompc of this royall fpcdacle^ The Em- 
baffadoQrs oiFeffe , Olforocco^ TranfilHonia znd Maldauis 
were next vntohlm^ Hee of Polonia^ was accidentally oa 
their fide in a lodging apart which was (uddainly built« For 
ariuing late and feeing his place held, hee would not (it afcet 
the other Chriitians. The Players of Inftruments, and the 
Turkifli Mufique were ncare vnto them , being fix fcore in 
number, with Kettle-drums, Fifes, Flutes, Tymbrels, Cym- 
bals , and other Inflruments, ty4 La iff^r^r/r^^playingcon- 
fitfedly altogether, and making aMelodiousharmony.abIt 
to make Afles dance.For they ncuer change thcicNote.Tjhere 
were fiue hundred lanizaries appointed for the place , to 
preuent all diforder : and with them were three hundred Mea 
f jiacaftically attired , coucred with Bells , , hdlding in.their 
bands bladders bjowne , with the which cbeyftfookethofe 
that did not make way« This did baniib ail con&ifionand 
tumult, whereby euery Man might eaiily fee the wonders 
chat are in that place, 
be £«lbaffa- TheRauickes thus diftributed , and the order carefully ob- 
oursprcfents foued, the EmbaflTadourj went to the Bdifemaim of the Sul^ 
tan , or to kilfe his Robe , and made him rich Prcfents : Foe 
they neuergoe vnto him emptie handed* Xbis cuftome hath 
made me often rememberj in reading it , the miferablexrondi* 
tion of thoie which plead in France^ which goe not but with 
&11 hands. Hcis was prefented bythe Embafladours inxbis 
xnaaner. Heof jFr^^tf^jdeliueredlids in priQate^^andnot pub:* 
liqueiy like vnto the others; To the end this Prince might 
know^ andthepeopl^feethatourKingsgiue in the way of 
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couneiie and friendfiiip ^ tliac which the others brought (or 
tribute: Hee gaue himafiitcly Qocke of rare Art which 
Arookethe hourcf mdodioQfiy in Muiique, by eight and 
twentie£elsof filuer^and withit thirtie peeces of Scarlet. 
TheBaiiUfeof Fif^r prefented a Cupboord of iiluer plare^ 
theouebaifegilt,. and theother white, (ixe grest Paylesor 
fihtertodraw water, ten peeces of Cloth of Gold » ten of 
Silke, Sattin, and Veluet, and twQitieof Scarlet. The Polc^ 
«Mi brought a Se miter , whole Jiilrand /cabberd wasallcoM 
tKted with precious ftones. H^ofjff^^i^gauefiftcencgi^dd* 
lyCupsoffiiuer; many Tapers of white Waxe, which th^ 
Turkes ellecme, and fome peeces of Scarler.The Persian pre- 
fented two Aicorans, and (bnie other Bookcs of Afahomnt 
Law, couered with maflfiueGoJd, many Perfian Garpcts-etf 
Gold and Siike , and a good number of great PeaiJes : The 
Erabafladour of Ti^t^ie gaue many skins of Sables and «-* 
thercxquiiiteFurres of great price. All the rcA made their 
Prefencs according to the order and rancke of the Princea 
'which fentchem. 

They whom tlKLawcs of feuere loue, andtherigourst^f^^^ofchi 
lealouile, bad refirained from the publique fight of the won. ^*'^«wei th 
dcrsrfihisfolemnitie, yet they did celebrate the Fcaft, in ^*^^^^P 
tho&goodJy places where they are kept: For the Snhan^s 6c 
the GrAnd Seigneurs Cocubioes made Play es & Feafls in their 
Serrail^ where thePrince did viiit them^honoured them with 
richPrerents.andgaueatchattimevntothe^iir/MM Afuchi^ - 
that is to lay crowned^wiiom wehaue lodged necrevnto him 
in the Paltace oSHibraim B ^ffa^z Cro wne of precious ftones^ 
of the value of a hundred thoufapdCrownes* Hecauled t^ be^ 
brought vhto them a great number of beafts of diuers (erts^-^ 
all madeof Sugar proented to the Ii(e^ of the greatneiTe and 
proportion they ought to be of^ asCamels^LionSiElephants^" 
Tygres^ and m^ny others : The Embafiadours had their pan: 
jGx peeces weretent vnto him of France. This wasperfermed 
ibmedaycs before the Pompe of Hiffodreme^^ which was 
celebrated in tlHSinanner.

Robes;thetrue colours of their feruitudeand beauinefTetTheyr 
werefoUowedby fome Chriftian Prie(ls : Their Gate was 
pittifull^hauing their headshanging downe , in fucb'ibrt^ as- 
the Chriftians chat were come thither to laugh^ found a wor « 
thy fubieA of weeping , feeing the Church captiuated to the 
cruelty of Turkcs , aud thcReuerend Pallor? thereof hvttA 
to goe and humblethemfclues at thefccc of their Tyrant^.anft 
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Enemy of their Law^ in a fupcrflitious Ceremony^ and con* 
trary co their Religion : to life their facred hands vpon him, 
andprofticute vpon his perfbn the grace of their bleflfings : 
This is the cftate whereunto theDiuificn of C^riftians hach 
reduced them« When they came befof«the.fiir/r^i», they 
prayed rnto God >fvith a loud voice toblefle him , they pre- 
fented him with a great Bafbn of (iluer fiiU of peeces ofGold, 
and fbireturned poorer than they came. 

The Merchants followed^ to venc without profit tbemdft TbeMer^; 
precious of their Merchandize : They were^ tliouGmd in a cfaaatv 
croupe^ TurkeSyChrifiians, or leaves ^ all attired m Robes of 
Gold, and followed by a pleafiog band of young men attirec) 
like maidens, hauing Bowel mth^ir bands ^ and Quiuersat 
their baclws fiill ofgolden Arrowes. A chiidifli troopeof 
daintie young Boyes tike lb many Cntids crowned w\th 
flowers, andholdingDarts in their hands , drew without aJ; 
nydifficulcte a Charioc which followed them, whereon wa$ 
iecaiid opened a flhop fuUof Cloth oi* Gold and Silke, with 
Tapeft^erofaltforts, which they prefcnted to \\it Sulf4n^ 
wActytd; LiutSmiiim/llhftrath. 

'^ TheGoldfinithslbltowed after; their decking did /hew Th« GoU« 
chatthey traded in precious Wares: They were all couered f"*"^»» 
with precious jRones : Some of their number drew a rich (hop 
Allot Vefieis of Gold and Silue^ which thevgaue vnto the 
GramdSeiineitri A imall troupe of other Goldimi ths made i 
bahda part: They were thofeofJ94J^^/f;7, whereofwehaue

Turkey thegoodtieft imientions of men , haite made them td 
Xofe thenameof barbarous to fend it rnto v» ^ where as rer^ 
tuc is not acknowledged. There they faw many Shippes and 
GalliesvnderfairCj ^rniihed withArtillerie^ adorned wkh 
their flags, the Trumpets founding, fight, inueft^Jeape&om 
cne beax-head to another, lill^ call into theSea, burne, and 
finite the Enemies Veflels^ with* admirable dexterttie. Th« 
battailes at Land, Sieges^ andtakingof Townes^were rcpirc- 
iented with no lefle art. 

But if the dcfcrtprion of this Royall FeaA hathbeencft 
pleafing dluerfibn vnto vs in the coile of this HK^orip , let' VI 
end it according to the ncturaJl courfeof pleafure, by ch« 
griefewhichfollowes« Doubticflc it wiii1>egreat eiUMigh to

ended and theTable taken away , i he Bafbaes bumble them^ 
fclues before their Prince 3 fomekiffe the ground inhispri- 
ftncc, to obtaine pardon for that .they had drunke Wine, 
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aiid forecurned to cheir houles. The Sultan ftayed Achomn^ -

heecaufed a rich Robe ofblackefilke wrought with Gold to 
be brought vnto bim« At the iight hereof e/^<r^#;»/rr en tred 
intofuriC) hee knew well what it meant , and afliired him- 
felfe of bis ruine^ hee aecufech Baia^eth of in;ii]ftice and < 
crueitie^ and tells him in his rage.

which is al way es equall , and doth not alter ; and in the ex* 
traordinary and cafualK The ordinary amounts yearely to 
twenty Millions of Gold; the extraordinary is not leflc^ 
but more ynce rtaine ^ for it is not raiicd but vpon Efcheates 
and cafuall things^ as when the Turkes die without Heires^ 
all their goodscome vntocbe Prince; If they leaue any Chil. 
dren^ he takes only ten in the hundred; moftof the rich Ba^ 
fiaes , and wealthy men of the Cour t, leauc the beft cf their 
Eftates to their Prince^ although they haue Children: For be. 
• ing all flaues by thefundamencajl Law of the State^ the SuU 
tan feizes vpon.theirPallaces of their mod precious mouea. 
bles^ and doth not fufifer that the great fummes of Money 
iS^ i '^^^^^^^^y'^^u^^^^^^^c^^^^wlieimployed^buttofillthe 
lM': . * . Cofers of his Cbafna^ or Treafury. Befides all this hee is the 
firfi and chiefe principall Steward of the Benefices of his Em- 
pire : For if any pious perfon according to his Rcligion^leaues 
any great Legacies to the Priefts of his Lawito read the Alce^ 
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ran , or to pcrformc fomc ochcr deuotiOn after their manner^ 
heclookcs what isncceflaryfonhcnourifiimcntand enter- 
tainment ofa number of Pricfts^ which arcappointed , not 
according to the Lawes of Exccffc, but id termcs of modcfty 
and Ecclcfiafticall Sobrietic : He caufcth it be deliuered vnto 
them, and puts the reft into his Gofers. So as he that could juft 
ly calculate the Reucncwcs of the TurkifhEnipire^withouc 
doubt he fliould find ir to exceed forty Millions yearcly, af- 
well the Ordinary as the Cafuail : whercunto no Monarch of f^ 
theEarth doth come neere* ' • 

They which haue fccncthe Turkcs Court , dwelt in ^e)i^ ^ 
finnuHafle^ andconuerft with the naturall Citizens thereof, C^ 
rndcrftandtbegreatneffeof the Annuall Reuencwesof this IJs 
^acious Empire, And others who haue riot trauciied fo iif re, 
to attaincYnto this particular knowledge , will not call this ^ 
truth in qucftion , if they confider the vail extent of i he O- (^ 
thoman Empire ; for the Soueraigne Princes thereof arc ^ 
Lords oiApicks ; they poifeflea part of Bartarj , they rule* p!

Crowncsof i^^and Morocco, They arc Kings of high and

which they mightconcciuc of faim, and to preuefit the daa^e. 
rcuseffcfts of any T.umult or Sedition : He takesoccafion on. 
the Friday (which is with the Turkes as Sunday is withvsj. 

to 
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cogoevncotheMofqueeto performe bis deuocioo > and to 
(hearc himfclfcin publiqucWhcn he goes forth in this man^ 
ncric is vfually by the great Gate of his 5^rr/ri/: Hce is aL 
^rayeson Horfcbacke, hroply attired, and in tlicfamc manner 
asbeisinhisPailacesHishead iscouered withalictleTur- 
bant^, to be more at his eafe : Few Safka's accompany him,thc 
moft part of his trainearethe men of his Family. The Sou^^ 
boffin who is Captaineof the luAice , or as theKnight of the 
Watch at Patis^ goes a little before with fiftie Souldiers of 
liistroupe^ to free the ftrcets from all incumbrances^ which 
might hinder the Princes paflage, and to ke^ euery man in 
awe while heepafletb* His moft familiars accompany him, 
the Eynu^hes of his Chamber, hisPages and the reft which 
;9CCddhiiB per foo follow him : Tlie Captaineof the Pages^ hee 
of the Cafigii^ and the foure Captaines of the iMni^aries of 
his guard goe before him well nu>t]ntcd, and at his horfe head 
theremarcbfoureC^ig^on&bty and foure Soiachidzthi^ 
fiif rops; I4ie(e men moft f ommonly are very taJl^ for being 
on /bot^jind the Prince on horfe backe, their heads muft bee 
equall with his eares : They baue charge to recciue the inftru- 
dions and petitions ^ which are prefenced to the Sultitn^ the 
\^^hich contaioe complaints of the infblencics of Bajha*s , the 
injuflices oi Cadis or ludges^ the theft oiTtftardars or Trea- 
surers^ and the other bad behaulour of hisOilicers. Theifj^/* 
tan hath a ipeciall care to hauc thefe papers collected 9 which, 
many times poore miferable men ^ lying ftart on their, 
bellies in fignc of humilitie , and lifting vp their hands 
offer vnto him , the which they prefent vpon the end erf 
a Reede : Being returned vnto hisSerradf, heecauYcth 
them to beeread ^ andfiades that which flattery had con-* 
cealed frotn him > and karnes thofe thinges which thets« 
moroulheffe of the moft (inccre men durft not reucale; 
Prefentlyhecgiuesordier, andk>fcthno timeinthcfcarchof -' 
long information^which giues anoportunity to the wicked to 
euade andflipaway^or to quench by the power of theirpur- 
fetii, .^hc fire that is kindled againft them : Prefcntly they fee 
the ikk&s of this Eloyall car^. : Many Officers are difmift 
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from their places^ which they terme to be made Mdnfulj^znd 
Ibme others areput to death : Such is the vertue of thde flying 
Notes and Petitions i yet they vfe prudence and dilcretion, 
and caufe the crime to be well auerred before they punifls^ 
Forthiscaufethe^^T^^Vand other great men of the Port. 
vvhoareinterefTcd in thefe Reuelations , are not well pleafed 
when they fee their Prince goe forth in publique; fearing that 
the newes of their vnjuft anions fhould come vnto bis eare5« 
In thefe iffues the people bleffe him with their acclamations^ 
and he falutcs them by nodding of his bead^ and many times. 
to binde their affedions more vnto him ^ bee drawes forth 
htndfuls of gold and (iluer and cafls it amongft them. Two 
of thofemen which are of either /ide of him^ carry in two 
purfes of Veluet , two little flaj^ns of gold tntkhi \Vith 
precious ftones, which arefull otooiled water Cordlall and 
delightfull to dtinke iT he S/tltMn makes yfe of it,when he is.

And all thefe men make thenumber 
of about three hundred. 
tSulfani' '^hefe are his iflties when he goes from h is Serrdilinio Can^ 
:ry in fioatinofle : But when he goes out of the Citie into the fields 
Bipe, to make a glorious returne in ftate^ he is better folio wed^and 

adorned in another (brt. This is wlien he will make fiiew vnto 
fome forreigne Embaifadour^ and moft commonly to him of - 
Perfiaihe magnificenceof bis greatnefTe^to the end hemight 
icportto his Matter tliegreatnefleof his Enemy, as hee that 
hath alwayes looked vpon him with the eyes of Enuy • Hec 
takes occafion to goe to his Country Pallace ^ called the Pal- 
lace of DfiHt, or DMid Bafa., who caufed it to bee ftately. 
built twoleagues from ConflaruiHofie : The night before he 
doth aduertiiebis chiefe'Officers that he meanes to returne to 
the Citie^ and to enter in Pompe«The chiefe Surueigher giues 
order for the way and flreers^caufeththemtobccouered with 
Sand from his Country Pallacevnto ^onfiMntinofhitii'i train,

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asis fitting at (oRoytU an entrie. %Acbm4tt the Firft id the 
yeare 16x2. giucs vs a prefident. 

A troupe of abouetwo thoufand men at armes march firfti 
they were armed and mounted as was fitting for that day « A 
^ imcnt of Turkiftifoot^ exceeding braue followed 
terthefe came the C4^^ or ludgesof Conftstntino^ 
fle^ with all the Body of luftice^ which weremany in num* 
ber iWitTalifmMs and other DoAors and Pri^s of the 
t/fSV^r^irintheorder of their pufc-upgrauicy , marched af^- 
cer thelc ludges, which is the only way of the luflice which 
they hold in their life : The XSrAnd Vit,ir, accompanied with 
all the other Fi^fT/^ and the BaJbaeszxA Be^Uerijes of the 
Empire , made^ fo ftately a Body ^ a s in feeing them ^ a man 
might fay they were Co many Kings ^ who had by an extraor^ 
dinary mitacledrawne themfelues together , much lefle to

ef the ImperiallFamily followed in like order; fiftie laniK^am 
tics on foot ^ either of tliem leading a leafe of Grey hounds^ 
thegoodlicft whereof had beeneprelcntcd by^theFrcnch Em- 
ba{ladourtothe«f«/r4;?9 (hewed the negligent care of this 
ftatdy entrie, as ifthePrincecame only from hunting. The 
Lackeys or Foormenof hisO^A^«?4»Majeftie, called ?^*/^, 
P<?r/?-«j»^ by Nation , well attired and hauing their heads co- 
uered with Caps of filuer gilt like vnto pots , made a fmall 
troupe* After thefe came threefcore Archers onfoox.^^^^^^ 
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their Bowes and Asrowcsiin the midd of which was the.9«/^' 
ti^n tyfchmdt^ accired in a rich Robe of cloth ofgold)imbroi<» 
(krcdwithPearle>and Diamonds; his Turbanc was excee-^ 
dine greaci and adorned with fiue plumes of Herons Feathers 
with an bnfigne of great value , and a band of Diamonds 
vpon the lower pare of his Turbanc : He carried in his hand a 
^and whereon was fet a Diamond of ineftimable greachefTe 
and price ^ which gaueTuchalighc, as they which beheld ie 
vrerehalfe dazled. Hte was ftacely mounted vpon a goodly 
Horfe, with rich fumiturne afrcr an Jmperiall manner; the 
Saddle was imbroidered with Gold) Pearles^ and Diamond^;: 
the Bice and Stirrops wercofGoldenriche with a great num- 
ber ot Diamonds^ from the horicneckc did hang a great tad.

ficians after the Turkifli manner came after, being about 
dirccfcorcmenon horfcbacke, finging, playing on Fife,CIai*. 
Tons, and Trumpets : Thcreft of the royali Chafe cameaf- 
tcr: There wereahundredofthc J/yi^-fji/. Pagc^,whercof fif- 
ty carried aiery one a.Faulcon onhisfift, whereof the hoods 
veieemicht with Diamonds.: Among them therewerema- 
ny Eunuchcs. and thirty of the Guard of the Port following 
tliem: Fifty FAulconers richly attired, and mounted tpon 
Iwitt hories, carried their Hawkes vpon their fifts. Foure of 
tlieirtroupe had before them on their Saddlcpomella Leo. 
pard coucred with Cloth of Gold. A great nu^r of youn- 
ftefcSfn* toobeautifulltohc chafte^inaTurkiflij/rr-r^, 
fiUhy aS'S?^' thcC u'drenof thcTribute, and TOwed to th^ 

aSSirr^?r^/''^P"^^ attired in goodly 
^•^ot Goldcurled^madethepleafingeod ofthis 
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goodly entry, with a band of young men fimpJy attired, en- 
tertained for their Struiec , with ail the other Pages of the 
J^yr/tt7.TJ\eEmbafladour of P<?r/?/i, the chicfefubkft of this 
noagnificence, caufr d to be caft before his Lodging when the 
Sultan paft, a hundred pccces-cfSilk^: the Archers of his 
Quard tookcthemvpand kept theinfor chemTelues^ 

'This Pbnbpcis nnadc when as theTurkeis ingood tennes 
with the Verfi^n : But wherras they differ, and that matters 
tredifpofed to warre^thc eftate of things change; ThdTurkc 
iliakesfliew in'hisentrie before the Embafladour of Perfia^ 
of fuch Souldicis which hehath in ConfiAntinofie arid thcre^. 
*tbouts^ and entring into the City, from his Coumrty Pal- 
laceef *Dant Bajha, hceroarchcth about the ftieets with 
aboue a hundred and fifty thoufand fighting men weH armed; 
f» Amurath theThrrddid a little before he fent his Army in- 
to Ter/i^i, where hcc defeated his EncfUies, and got in a fhort 
time tweiuc rich Prouinccs from the P^r/new. When as this 
^fince had made fliew of fb many warlike troups to theEm- 
h9SkAo\xxcX Perfia ^ who was come withadeniaUof fome 
tribute whkh had bcene promifed, hce fent him word by one 
oiVnBafiacsthztzW tnofehorfeand footc which hee had 
fcene in ConfiMtin^pIe, were but the Hens which hce kept in 
Cages, and that he fhould consider of thegreat number wnich 
hchadinfictj ;, the which being led into his JWaftcrsCoun- 
trey, they wAuld fbonc deuoure h in pa fling : Commanding 
him in the J*iy/^4ii^nametoleaue'the '^trnxotyof Cenftanti^ 
nofle wit hin three day os, and to goe into Pcrfia, , there to at- 
tend hisflaues which would vifithhn. ThefearetheTurkifli 
Emperburs iffues by land, both particular and gcnerall, who 
otherwifeliuc retired in their iy^r^i/, where they bufie them^ 
fclues in hugging ^t\t Sult^ana^s in the midit ot the delights 
tndpleafures of that (lately place.. 
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newdifafter iiuhe change of cheir fortunes: DoubtleiTeche 
fauoursof the Court are very fraile and incooftant , feeing 
chatapjufFeof wind^a word may ouerthrow them: And as 
winddifperiethrmoake/othegreatGardinersdiicouriedoth 
caufetbe greatnefleof thc^4jf^v cf the Port to wither and 
fade. The which (hould teach the Fauouriies of Princes,fcc- 
ing their fortunes are transitory and fading , to imploy their 
credit in vertuous adions^ which may ftrue them for a folide 
fupporc, honour their hues , eternize their memory with po» 
Aeriiy , and preferue them from ruine. Buttofpeakethcfe 
things tomoftpart of thofeof that condition , were to /ing 
vnto the dcafe,and to (hew colours to the blind : for the great 
profpcriiics of the Court blind the mind, and dull the judge? 
ments. 

When as tht Sultan hjath glutted hisdciires, with thedc 
lights of this Marine^^^ke, and BUedhis eares with the B9^ 
ftangibajfi's tales, hraturncs to the Senaily where being Ian* 
ded^ the AK^amogUns diawi the Catquesowtoftht wat^r^and 
lodgethem in Vaults made for the purpole^ which are withiti 
the.walls of this Pallace : The wbichthey doe, and put chf m 
CO Sea againe commodioufly and with great facihtie.

GReat Priticesinthemrdftof their Humane feiiciues are 
not freed from the croffe^ and difcommodities of Jife^and 
much Uf{t from the infirmities that afHi<5l them , to the end 
their pride migfat^eliumbled , and they ihould acknowledge 
thjfmfclucs tobemen.'The Suhoi^ Emperour of the Turkes 
feek es cafe for his griefts afwdl a« other Monarches : He en- 
ce.taines vfually forihe fcruiceof his perlbii , ten Pliyficians 
of the rpoft skilfull of the Eaft : Moft part are le wcs, for the 
men of that Nation fludy carefully in Phyfickc, andprolper 
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Cimrtcf the Grand SiL i g n E v K. xi3 

vvcll ; And feeing chat the Turkes n^IcAing Learning doe 
nocattaineco thofe Sciences which areneccflfarytomaJcea 
goodPhylician. Amidfi this number theic is one fuperiour 
to the reft, called in their Language Lecchin Bdfii^ or the 
firft Phyifician : Their encercainmcnesare great, and the Pre- 
fencs they receiue make them rich ? Thefirft of them k reue^ 
renced in the Serrailythty ferue him with thefiunebread they 
giue vnto ri^tSuhan^ which is a dainty kind of brtad made of 
^he Graine which is gathered at Bmrfia in 2(jtt>lM» rcierued 
for the Princes mouth : He hath what fauonr face can defire in 
Coun^^nd his MaAer honours him tttvaordinarity : Necef- 
litie is a powerful] DmuM^ and hisvertue makes him alio te 
jhc honoured* But the merit of Phy Hck hath made it lb com- 
mendable in the Wprldy and in Court^ that many Kings haue

ter^ in Chambers nlcare vnto him : They giue them two fer- 
uants to attend them;and they may not^o out of the Pallacet 
what neceffity foeuer doth preflfe themi vmlll the SuU^n bee 
xecoueredordead. But when bee is in health 3 they are only . 
bound to goethree of them euery motning, into the Apoche*- ^ 
caries fliop in ihe SerraU^ and ther||b attend vntiU noone^ if 
there be any need of their helpe.

They may not goe out ot the SerraU where they lodge , but 
on the day of Bairant^ which is the Turkes Eattcr , vnlcflc it 
be by the Princes permiflion : Theyoungcft of thisprofcffion 
ferue him as Pages, fomeothers arc Eunuches ^ which attend

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per the hcaee which troubles him^ or to fatisfic the commanw 
dcoKnt of his Law«

for the conipohng of their PhyHcke: Foure Mailers molt 
expert in their Art ate Superiour to all thoie r They calhlieni' 
(bePriors» Thefliopofihefe Apothecaries dderuesfomany 
men as (erucs this gccatPrince, it is aboue fifty lathome lotig^ 
andhalfcin breadth ;The great Veflels which doebeautiRc 
it/urni(h it abundantly with all forts of Oilci^Sirrops^Omt*' 
ments. Waters, and other liquors proper ferPfhrfiocie : On 
the (ide of it are foure goodly Chambers full ^fdttiers fcrtts 
of Dnigs.Bcfidcs theSthereace two othtrrCcUuatecoWardi 
the Gardens 3 where during the Springwhiehdethenamlle 
thcEarth withfiowres^ and the Summer wht^ doth crowne 
it with Fruits, they draw (he efTences ^ andililltllthe Waters 
which are fit for Phyficke.

France : On his righchand (which isthelefTehonourablein 
Turkey) the ^4[//4V featethcmfelues^: Ihttvio Cadtlefjneps 
a re on the left; Heofj[0maniaov grecce ^ as the moft noble 
Prouioce, precedes him of Natalia : At the entry of theDi*

three Teftardan^sz They haueat their backcs all the Notaries 
orRegiAers; /itting oa the ground with paper and pensin» 
hand>co write what ihall be commanded^ On the other/ide of 
theHalloppofiteto the Teftardars , is another forme fet a- 
part^ wtiere the JH etangi hath alio a pen in his hand ^ being, 
enuiroDcd with his Clerkes and Deputies. The parties which 
demand juAice^being many in number^areplaced in themidit 
of the .2>imii^ with ib greet a reipedt and (Uence as they dare 
not fpir.^ This publiqu^ Councdl is like vnto that of the par« 
tiesin theZ^jit/zr^withthisdifferenceythat in the Dman tuexy/ 
man is admitted for any caufewbacfoeuer. AU ihcfe Otiicers* 
being thus placed^the parties plead iheirownc Caufes, & tHey- 
dire^ their (peech to xht GrAnd ZM^ir ^ wliomccidcsinthif 
Gouncell: The other ^^jjkvneucrfpeake : It he doth judge, 
that thebufinefle propounded ought to be prefently diipatcht, . 
he then decides the controuerfies betwixt thep^rties :If it re* 
quirea longer inquiiition , hee referrerthe judgement to one. 
oi x^t Cadileftjmers . ifthemattet bcl4>ogtotheCiuillLaw^ 
If it concerne the Treafure or Accompts, a Teftardar is com-* 
mitced ; and when there is Qjnefliom of any falflioodj or the 
ver^cation of t hand or w^iciogy he deputes a Nttangi , Tlie 
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affiircs of greater importance, or differences oFconfequcnce^ 
which concerne grangers, bee referiies them tohisowne 
judgemrntt 

ThcfeimploymcDCS decline them fromthebreakeofdajf 
yntill noone : When chat comes , one of tlie Scevvardsof ttie 
Serrail appointed for the Dimjut, pre&nts himfelfe in the 
midll of ic, to whom the Gr^ind Vwr makesa figne to bring 
Dinner : Then theparaes retire^ and the DmoH isiteefotche 
Bajb.%s* the feruice is made with chat frugality that is fitting' 
for ludges : For a Table^tliey bring before the Grund VizJr m 
plainettoole of M'ood. whereon cheyfet a filuerBaion, and 
Ibmeciines of Copper blancht^ round in forme, and as big ac 
thebottomc of a pipe^vpon the brims thereof they (etniianv 
Io3i!e$3 in the midft the meate , which they ierue oncdifli ar- 
ter another ; One or t wo ofthe^^jf^/ are called to cate with 
the chiefeof chcCounceli;they bring toeuery one a Kapkin^, 
wherewith they couer their knees : Their meats are Mutton, 
wild FowIe,Pigeons,8f (bmtimesPnIIeti;thedrink isof iT^ri^rr 
after their manner^made of water,thejuiceof Citrons,andof 
Sugar, for the grand p'iz,irt\one; the reft quench their thirft 
wkh faire water : Theirfruitis aTartorfoincCake, where- 
vrith chcy end their Dinner, which doch not concintfeabouc 
halfean houie; The like is ordained for the ^adiic/^Mers^ 
Ttftardurs^ and all the reft of the Diusi^ : Their flauesditie 
at the fame time.Thc Bti^n Captaine of the Sea, is alio ot the 
numbered thofe which aflift in the D$mm^ he takeshis place 
in the laft rankeof aJl the ocher Bajfa^s if hee be not a Baffa 
ytK^iri in that cafe hee mounts higher towards the Grand 
r/<;i'r in theorder of bis riception. 

Dinner being thus ended without pompe 9 without exceffc, 
and withoi^t diflblution, the grand Vt^^ir diljpofeth of the 
moft notable refblutions which haue beenetakenintheJ[}i« 
uan^ and- prepares him(elfe to goc and make repon thereof 10 
the Cr^Wi'^i^v^nr; On Sunday and Tucfday, which are the 
^fy^^ of "Dinanfox publique affaires , and the Councellof 
Effate. This Prince dcfcends to that effcft into a Chatnfaer 
vrhicli i» ncc re vnto it : being arriued, he caU his Officers vn- 
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to hiiri one aftct another. The C^igiUr Ag^Jfi carries chis 
command* He holds in his hand a long ftaffeoffiluer^like vn-» 
to a Beadles Mace : Firft of all chey call the Cadtleftjuesyihty 
rtfc vp, make a low reuerence to the GrdndViK^tr^ and follow 
this Maccbearcr and the Chsumx Baffin whe is ioyncd vnto 
him with his other ftaffe of filuer : Vnder their conduA tiicy 
goebefore the grand Seigneur into his Chamber > ii^ey reue* 
reoce him and ina manner adoic him : For thereisAot any 
Soueraigne PriiKevpon the earth, whoie fubie^ls ftand in 
morefcarc^ nor yeeJd him fb much icuercnce. After this they 
yceid him an account of their places, thenthey retire back* 
waids like men that had confiilted withfomcgreatDiuiniry^ 
and fogoe^) their heufes The Mace- bearers goe to fetch the 
Teftarddrs^ thefcyeeld tlieiiJcciaJutatioii toyhe Grand Vt^r 
that the oihcr ^ had done; thqr goc before che CrandSiignemr^ 
'duly fpeake vnto him of bis treafiire and of the aftairesof their 
charge; and hauing facisfied bam^they retirelike th€reft|>wicb 
their heelcs firft. This culiomc aiwayes to curne their fact in 
retiring is not only pra<5tifed with chePrince^ but alibobfer- 
ned 9 kh the Bdffd% who according to the La.wes of TurkiOt 
Ciuilhy^wouldboldita comcmpt, if infparcing from them 
ihcy(houldturnethebacke. hfia^kicTeftdrdars, theCapi* 
tain of the Sea if he had been in the T)i$Mn^ goes to relate vnto 
she (jrdndSeignewr y thceflateof his Veifeis of Warre^witb 
thatof Acmes and Munition which are in his AtlenalL Ttoe 
t/#£4 or ColonellGenerallof the iAui^^ries^ whjch are th): 
Turicifh foot, enters not into the Dihm^ hce remaincs in thfc 
iecondgateof the ScrrM- being fee viider a Gallery aflftfted 
by the Souldier&:Hcgocsnr(iof^ to audienceto his Maftec, 
andretumestohisfeace, vncillalhhcr^bcretiied; fbrhec 
«goes iaft out of tht Sitr^i/: The Vi*drj goe one after one viv- 
%o the SnltM ^ and being come into hisprefaure they fraiive 
tliemfelues to an incomparable refpeftr. They ioyne thevr 
handa^ and bendxIowaecheirJieadsandeyes to the grounds 
and ft and Alent: Foramongft them only the Grand Vi^ 
may fpeakevnto the Prince; He comes Iaft with agrauepace^ 
astheparty that beares the bunhcuof all the affiEurci which 
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hauebccne treated tnihtDsMSn; hce yeeldsan accompc vnto 
his Maftcr, v^ho confiraics the judgemencs, or difanuls chcm^ 
a& tie chinkes good. Moreouer^ hcleaues him ioftrud ions ia 
writing, inaPurieofCrimfonrais'dVelueJ:, the which hcc 
laycb before him with vnfpeakable reuerence and humilitiei 
then he retires like the reft, vnleiTe the Empcrour ftaycs him 
longer to informe himfelfeof the eftate of tiis moft imporcaoc 
affaires. 

Thus the Turk es doe juftice to men, whereof the quicke 
expedition might repaire the defc&s which they meete wtcb, 
and yet in t hat place particularly they are reafonably exa& tp 
yceld vnto euery man that which is duenito him i The&arc 
of their o wneruine if they had no vercue , were fu/Hcient to 
make the balianceeeuen and ftrsight. For theTurki/liPrin* 
ces are accuftonaedto goe by one of their Chambers Voto a 
Window^only ihutvpwitliaLattice^ the which loojkes/into 
the Difianditidly ouer the head of the Grand ViK>ir : From 
thence he hcares what is fpoken , and treated; with thecoma 
plaints of parties,and the Decreesof Judges ; if iniquitiedoe 
4way themindsand tnouthsofthofe^to deny vnto the weakcft 
•thercliefe which juftice doth owe them, againft the violem; 
opprcdions of the Mighty, the puniihment which hec takes is 
very exemplary. Doubtlcife^ as the foundations vphoJd a 
houfc, lo juft ice is a flrong fupport vnto an Empire , without 
the which k cannot long fublift. Kings, whofeprincipaU of- 
fice is to yeeld it vnto med^ ought to cherifti it aboueall 
things; It doth aduance them aboueother men, and makes 
them to raigne happily ; and without it violence drawee ail 
diibrders in their EfiateS) troubles them, and ruines them in 
the end : They themfchics without juftice, arc like vnto thofe 
bodies which are troubled with the filing fickac&;^whom 
weaknciTeand paineafflids : This diuine vertue (houU iKX 
cnlybethi! foule of their Decree, butthefoule of their tbulc:: 
In jufticetheyfiiallpoffeflc all the other veriucs, for it coa^ 
taints ihem all.

THc Chrifliatts labour fo profitably to inlargc thcTutkcs 
Empire^as they noi only furnifhtbcin wjch occations^by 
their wretched diuilton , but they aMb breed them vp men , 
Mvbich in time are the nioft generous of their troupes, the 
greateft in their Court^and the moft triumphant inTo wnes 8c 
ChriAianProuincesj Butin thisla/}/orcc and theconfiraine 
which thefei^i^r^^mn/vfe cowards them,makes them more 
cxcufable , than when they abandon the reafon and iheinte^ 
reftsbf Chriftianky^to the blind paflionsof afatalldifcord: 
For they fee come into their houfes^thoroughout all greece or 
0^<s>r^^»andintheCounrrey kA /llbania , a croupe of the 
Grand Seignems Cafigi^ y deputed to make the exadion of 
the richeft) and the nnoli exquiiice Tribute3 that can be leuied 
in a Country, the which is of men, the beft proportioned, and 
cnricht with thegifcsof Nature. There they choofc the foun- 
ded, chcgoodJieft , and the moft ai^iueofall cheir Children, 
outof euery thrceone, the which they doe eucry third yecre; 
and hauin^dfawnetogether aboue two thoufand , th^lea^ 
them to Confiantinofle. At their arriuall,they attire them alli 
inRobesof Clothof diucrs colours; they glue vnto cu^ry. 
oneayellowCapof Fclc^like vntoaSugar-Ioafe. In thisE-. 
quipage they arc led before the Grand VtK»ir , who being ac« 
companied withal the other ^/^J/kVandMiniflersofthci'rr- 
r^/7,he makes choice of thofe that are moftaAiue for the war; 
Thefc young mc» are fee apart ^and conduced into the Serrail 
by the Bofiangibafsi^ or chiefe of the Gardiners,and a part of 
them diftributedwherc they wanted* Then they circumcifc 
them : being children ofChrittians they become yoog Turks, 
and foraninconftantfortuneof the World and of the Court, 
cbey lofe the etcniall h)ppincffeof Hcaucn Jn the vvav viKctc- 
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of their firft bcliefc had dircftcd them. They caufc chcm to 
J came thcTurkifti Tongue , and if their (pirits be capable of 
ixx>re, to read and write. But all indifferently are in!iru£ied 
to wrcftle, runuc, leapc, (hoot, dart an A:^egaje,^nA in ail o- 
tber EYerfcifeS) which arcfit for them which will make pro. 
feffion of Anjies. 

The reft of this goodly choice of the young Children of thci 
Tribute is in tiiepower of the ^randf^izdri Hcc doth lodge 
them ^ acddiftribure chera diuerfly; fomcare fent into the 
SmliMMs Gardens and Houfes of Pleafure • others are put in-*^ 
cothcGallions and Vcfiels at Sea , which make Voyages for 
the Snkands ; The Patronschargethemfelues^and arebourk) 
to reftorc them when they are demanded.^ They place a good 
number in Anificers (hops to iearne diuers trades^ whereof 
lliey may feme for a Squadron when they (hall be lamz^aries^ 
and efpecjally in thetimeof Warre«. The BaJh^s^dA all the 
great Men of I he Court haue their part} They are deliuered 
vntothem by their Names ^ Countries^ Markesof theirface 
oreliewhere^ and by the colour of their haire* they binder 
thcmfetues in writing, which is contained in a Booke for 
thatpurpofe, to the end that if theneccffiticof the Warrc 
fliould force the Captaines tofilivptheir companies, in the 
placeof tbofe that aredead^they may take thefeto that efFe<£t« 
But moft commonly they giuc the rudefl iand groffeft to thefe 
Bafha^ii and they imploy them in their Stables^itchins^and 
otherbafeOfficesbf their Houfes. They which rcmaineof 
thcfc AzsumogUns^ are fent into diuers Seminaries, vnder the 
conduiS of diuers Eunuchcs which haue the charge , and take 
the care to breed rhcmvp, to bee one day capaWe to beare. 
Armes, and to feruein the Warre in qualitic of lanizarics. 
Thcfe Children thus placed the GrandVizAr rcprefents them 
Fh a Booke to the GrAnd Seigneur^ Thi> Princeaffigncs them 
an entertainment according to hispleafure^and augmentsche 
pay which the great cuftome doth allow them-, which is of 
foureor fiuc A^res by the day befides their nouriflimencand 
apparcll: Heeaflignei the affignation with his owne hand, 
and fends i t by the Viw to the Trftsrd^r^ to the end be may 

be 
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bccarcfull to pay it according to thcorder :Hcc fees them c- 
ucry three Monetlis, and vifits tbcm one after anoth€r,calling 
them by their names, to know, the number ofthofc which arc 
dead, and to fee how they be fed and gouerned. 

But the e^t/jf»^^Ai#j appointed for the fcruicc of the J!«/v 
rati ^ are imployed about bafc and vilethings asthcmcan^ft 
ofallthofe which are of the Roy all Family : They feruc for 
Labourers in their buildings , they imploy iliem in their Sta- 
bJcs, KitchinSj Gardens, to cut wood, and to carry it,to lead 
Dogges to the Held as their Seruants , and to doe whatfoeuer 
iheir Superiours command them, whereof fomc haucdiargc 
of ten5,othcrsof hundreds, and ihefcarcalfovnderthcau^ 
thoritieofthe Ci&/r^/^, or Steward of i\\t Boftangibdfi \ the 
toyle they vndergocj the paines they take, and the miferiej 
which they iridure make them the moft patient men in the 
^ World , and their Maflcrs inttrudl them to mortification by 
moft rigorous courfes : the ieaft fault is rewarded with fiftic 
blowes wijthaCudgeiij the which are /bundly fecon« But 
their bafenefle is not without honour nor rccompence : There 
are charges and eminent Offices among them to the which 
they fucceed by the order of their antiquity, and their pati- 
ence may make them hope and aipire to the place of a fteward, 
yea oiBofiangibaJp^ to fticw that there i% nothing fo bafe but 
Jong labour and inuincible fufferance , may aduance in time. 
For lo comevnto thedignity of Boftangibafsi , istobefamif^ 
liar with thcPrince, to begrcat inCourt, tofpeakc vnto him 
whenheewa]kes,tocondu6thim atSea, andtogouernehh 
Brigandine^ and tohauean honourable priuiledge to wearea 
Turbant in ihtSerrail^ which is no Jeflc than among the 
great Men of i'jp^/W to fpeakc vnto the King with their heads 

couered, 
TheGatc$oftheJrrr^/7aretheIimirsoftheircoarfes,they 

neucr goe forth vpon any occafion vnlefle the Bofiangihafsi 
leads ihem with him when hce goes out ofthePallace to exe- ■ 
cute the Princes commandements, and to ruine the fortune of 
fome great Man of theCourt, ashecdidintheyearc i6i 4. 
That of Baffa Naj[uf^ whom hcc cauftd to be ft rankled m K\s 
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Bcdi forthefefecrec Commiflions arc moft commonly put in- 
to hjshands : When hce takes what number of t/fc^7wc^'4»/ 
ihall be nccdfij.l , hcc flips in amongft thcfe, the children of 
naturall Turkcs at the entreaty of his friends, yet withtbc 
confent of the Sultan , and placcth them where they may be 
aduanced^theirLodgings&abodeareaboutthe walsot the 
Serrait towards the Sea, where they dwell in Chambcrs^thcy 
bauetheic Bathes, their Stones^ and their Kitchin^ and line 
at their o woe will; for they hauc their allowance apart: when 
theyhaueleifurc, they imploy it in fiftiing , they fell what 
they take, andre&rue the games to themielues : They ncucr 
ite the Sutton but when he comes to walke i h his Gardens, or 
goes a hunting, thenthey follow him, and Queftintbefieldk 
like Spa niels* They doe not fupply the companies offbote^ 
^hen there is any warn oflanizaries, out of this number : 1^ 
they goc out of the J^rr^i/, it isto be better bred in other Sc- 
iHinaric$,whileft they are yongr or wben they arc of riper age, 
the grand SeigMcsir giucs fbme of them to his Fauourites, 
. whom hcfends out oUhtSerrail^ as Bajfa^j of {"aire, Damas^y. 
or fomc other Goucrnments of his Empire; they make vie of 
thcfe ^z.<tmogLtns{ox their Stewards, Qyirries, Treafurcrs; 
and fuch like Offices in their Family : Moreouer, when the 
Prince goes a Voyage,or to the Wars, hcc leadsa great num«. 
bcr with him to pitch his Tents, vnladchis ftuffcj^ and codoe 
other mamiall werkcs.

VErtue hath thi&propcr to bcr natural! beauty, to maKc 
her fclfc to be generally cftcemcd, and acknowledged c- 
uen by moft barbarous Nations : flic doth not only makethofc 
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admirable which doc poffcffc It, but doth alfogiuc the Tide 
of their Nobility to their Poftcrity, and makes thcmcom- 
meirlablc. The children that arevvell borne taken for Tri^ 
bute from the Chriftians , make trial! thereof in Turkey ^ 
whereas the Turkes honour their Birth, and feparate them 
from the reft , to bee better brcrfand it jftrudled in Exercifes 
which make rhem worthy of thegrcateftOfficers of the Em- 
pire : Thcv teach them the Texts of Mahomtts Law, theor- 
namcnt oftheTurki/h Lcarning^they inflrud>thcm in armes, 
andin all things which may adde perfection to men , which 
areto attend continually ncerc vnto a great Monarch. They 
arc all Chriftian flaues; but we fhall fee in the courfe of their 
fortune, ihi.t their flaucryisaway, by the whidi patience 
doth lead them to rlic liberty to command Prouinces , or 
wholcRealmcs : and their condition doth teach vs, that it isa . 
happy infelicitie^ and an vnfoitunatc happineffe. 

The C^pi^ga^ or great Chamber laine of the Sirraii^xm^ 
fome into their number, borne of naturall Turkey, com-* 
mendablefortfaeitgooddifpofitsons , yet feldomc and with 
the Princes leauc. For thecuftomc of the Empire irr its moft 
ancient Conftitutions requires that fuch Children (hould be 
Chriftians Rencgadoes, the nobleft and moli ciuill that can 
befound. Sowhcntbe aduantagesoftheWarre, giucvnto 
the Turkiffi Armies vidoriesagainft Chriftians^cr the nking 
of their Townes, and they find therein young children ro the 
age of twelucor thirtecne ycarcs, the Baffa's refcrue them for 
theferuiceofthe^r^»^iSr;>»^/ir. ForthcTurkes holdano^- 
pinion, that the Nobility ofbloud makes fpjrits generous and 
inclinablcjo vefTOe ; eipcclaJJy when tnecarc or a good edu-* 
cation doth polifh and make perfcdl the gifts of Birth , as 
they docin thCxy^rr^/Zwirh thefeyoung mcn.ThcDifciplinc, 
which they caufetoobferue i$,forigOTOUs,as^whofoeuer pcr- 
formcs it in all p6ints,becomcs the moft mcdeft, the moft pa- 
rient^and the moft mortified man Iruihg* The Maftcrs whicH 
hauc chargeof their perfbns, are whiteEunuches/euere/ro- 
ward,fantaftique,and fufpicious^as moft of your geldfcd men 
be ; They ncucr Ipeake vntathem but in choUcr, and f^arc noc 
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their Baftinadods, whereof they arc very charitable- they 
make them watch and indurc all paines ; fb as many of ihcU: 
young men , when they come to the age of twenty yeercs^ 
thcyfeclca]] meanes to flicthisfeucrity; And although they 
know that they are in the courfc of a great fortune ; yet they 
had rather get out of the Serrail , with the fimple qualitic of 
Sfahiox MiitaferagA'^ which is like vnto our MenatArmes 
or light horfe , than to fuffer any longer the rigours of this 
Difciplinc, Their number is not ccrtaine^the Serrmlizctwxts. 
as many as chey fend ; but vfually they are about three hun> 
drcd* Theorder and method wherewith they breed them vp, 
doth teOific that theTurkes haue retained nothing of barba^ 
rous but the name, and haue fent vs the t&t&.. 
^^* They call the formes where they inftrud them Od^i this 

word fignifies a Chamber : They ordaine fourc^by the which 
thcfe young men mufl paflc , before they aitaine to Offices^ 
whcreunro the capacity which (hey learne doth aduancc 
them. In thcfirft areplacedallthofeofthiscondition,which 
enter into the Semdl^t a childifli age :Therc they circumcife 
them if they were not before* being made Turkes, they teach 
for their firrt Leflbn Silence, and the Countenancethcy muft 
carry for a marke of their Seruicudc, and withallafingular 
Rcuercnce towards the J/^i/zr^, which is when they arenecrc 
him to hold downe their Head and Eyes , and to haue their 
Hands joy ned, or their Armes croft. For moft of thofe which 
feruetheperfonof the Othernan Prince, neuer fpeake vnto 
. him, nor looke himintheface. At their commiug into the 
Serrail the Prince fees them , caufeth them to be enrolled in 
a Regifler/bytftcTrliirmes and-€ouJTtrie57**d commands the 
Teftard^r to be exail in the prcfent payiflCTfTDf the Monty- 
which is appointed for their entertainment. AwbiteEur)uch 
puer-fecr ofall the other Eunuchcs which teach them, as it 
werethcPrincipallof aColledge, takes alfocare to fee them 
Avcll inftrufled. After the firft Precepts they teach them to 
read and write, and aboueall to pray after the Turkifii man^ 

ncr,andthewor{}iipoftheirReIigion,withanincrediblecarc, 
Icr thefpaceoffjx or feucny ceres,, which is the time they re- 
mame in this Oda. After 
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After this long tcrinethcypaffcvnrdtHcfccond 0^.:whcrei« Oda^ 
more vnderftandiDg Matters than thefirft, teac.s them the 
T^erftany^rabian^ztiiiTartar Languagcs^and pravSlifcthcoi 
. in reading allforts of written Bookcs (for the Tiirkes vleno 
Other JMoreouertofpcakcTurkifh elegantly ,the which they 
may doe by the knowledge of thofe three Tongues , whereof 
the Turkifti Language feemes to becompofcd . For to hearc 
them fpeakc they do eafily difcernechc difference there is be- 
twixt them and thofe which arc not bred vp in like manner. 
They addeto thclcexercifesof the mind , thofe of the Body: 
In this QiU they teach them to ha^idle the Sword or Scmicer, 
CO flioot , to caft a Battle-axe , to dart a lauelin or Azagay e, 
and to r unnc iightly ; all this is done in places fcpa rated from 
thc(9^^^,atcertaine hou res appointed with great attention,. 
\Vhcr4theEuiiuches fparc not their Cudgels , but beatthem. 
foundly for the leaO fault. They continue fix yearcs in thefe 
Exercifcs, after which-they are Meir and fitforallpaineand 
labour. 

Thtn they come vntotfie third 0^4, where they doe not j. odai. 
fbrgtft what they bad learned before, but pra6)^ifeirfti!l; and 
moreouer they learne to be good Horfemen,and to vaultwith 
difpofitiori, to be themorefit and aftiue for the Warre:Euery 
one according to his inclination doth likevvifelearnean oc- 
cupation, to fcruethe Princes perfon^ onetomakeTurbants, 
another 10 (haueHaire , to cm his Nailes, to wafli him in the 
Bath, to make clcane and fold his Clothes handfomcly; fomc 
to lead Dogs to theWood,others.to be skilful! in Hawks and 
Hawking, toferuc for Stewards or Qijerics, tobeimployed 
in theChamber, and to other Offices neccfTary for the feruicc 
of great Princes, wherein they grow ro thatperfeftion in the 
fpaceof fiue yeeres as they aic able to inftrtJ<St others:. 
Whilcftthcyareinthisthird Oda^ they mayiioilecany onc^^: 
abroad but with great difficulty , and in the prefenceof an 
Eunuch; all cbnuerfation with others is prohibited , but with 
thofe of their 0^*1: But they muftdoe it with all modefly 
and honcfly : For if the Eunuch who is their Supcriour, (hall 
cotcr into the Icafl fufpi^icnof the contrary y they fliall beaf- 
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fured to be foandly beaten , either vpofi the Ibles of their feet , 
or vpon the backeafccr cheTurkifh manncr,(b as many times 
they leauc them for dead. They fleepcin longRoomcs which 
may containc fifty little Beds made only.of MattereficrThq^ 
lie in their clothes , in the night finte they haue many Kghts 
burning, their Eunnches flecpe among them, betwixt cuery 
ten Beds lies an Eunuch, to keep them in awe : Day and night 
their Mafters examine them, to fee if they be firme and con». 
fiant in thebeliefcof the Alcoran : For being ready to paflfe 
to rhc fourth Oda , and from whence to thcgrcateft OfHceso^ 
thcEmpire^if they had in their foules any loue oftheir firft be-*- 
licfc, they might procure (bmegfeat prejudice to the Tu^kes 
cllace« Hauingimployed all care,and finding them truly Ma<m 
hom'^rans^ they conduit them to the fourth Oda^ 
Oda. i^ t their entry into it,they enter their names and Countries 

again into another Booke^ for all palTe not into this laft place 
of their cominuall traucls : But thofei>nly which haue fini* 
flicd their time in the other forme, and by their diligence haue 
made themfelues capable to ferue the Prince and State profi. 
tably : As labour and reft touch one another , fo the end of 
one is the fweet beginning of the other ; Thefe men findeit in 
this Odd^ their Penfion is augmented; inflccd of cloth where- 
with they were formerly attired, the Sultan giues them Robes 
of Silke and Cloth of Gold : They haue liberty to conuerfe, 
with tlicgrcatcft menofthc Jf-rr^i/and withthc Bastes ^^\\o 
feeing them cntring into great places^ adoie the Sun rihng of 
thcjr Fortunes, make them great PrcfentS, and fccke to winnc 
tlicir fricndfliip byrichgifts, Befides thefe pkafing figiics 
of anewhappincffc, whereas, they were before all (haucn, 
they fuffer their haire to grow vpon their Temples , to coucr 
cheir Eares, an affured fignc, that they fhall befpeedily of the 
Roy all Chamber^ they follow the Grand Seigneur in all his 
walkcs Cohere hcc is without women) and out of their num- 
ber he takes the moft familiar Officers of his perfon ^ and cf 
hisFauourites. 

As the ScchUtar ^^<t, who carries his Sword* 
a^ T he Chioda Aga^^ hjch is he that carries the Roiall Robe, 
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The Rechioftar, or Rakduntar, hec wbkh goes at his Siir- 
ropi when he is on horfebacke/or his chiefe Footman. 

The miateragi Aga, hce which carries a Vcffcllof Gold 
full of water when the J^M/r if n marches. 

The Tubenter t/^^> hee which doth garniib and carry his 
Turbant* 

The Chiamaci Ag^^ hee chat doth wafli his L innen, or his 
chiefe Landrcr. 

The Camedir B ajp^ or grea c Matter. . ; - " 

. The CWi^jf/ff4jj?7j, or chicfc Butler. 

The Dogangi Ba/si^ or Maftcr Faulcbncr. 

T. he Sarrigt Bajsi^ or chiefe Cutler.

All which arethemoft ancient of the fourth Oda.^nd ftand 
bcforethe Prince when hee comes out of his Chamber, with 
that re&edl and reuerence which they learned in their youth 
in the nrft Oda ; which is to bee (ilent 3 to hold their.iieads. 
downc, and with thtireyesfixedvpon the ground , forchey 
neuerfpcakc, nor looke their Matter intheface; If hccom. 
mands them any thing , it is by fignes after the manner of 
dumbcmen,and they doe execute it fpeedily, they carry his 
meat,which they receiueattheCourtgatcfrom the Stewards 
bands who is without ^ and they deliuer it from one to ano- 
ther, vntill it comes to the Grand Matter , who (ecs it before 
the Grand Seigneur. This Prince is much plcafed with the 
muteconuerfacion of fuch men^ who dare not entertaine him 
but by (ignes : heecauieth them to ride , and to pra6lizerun-- 
ning and leaping , he caufeth them many times to catt a barre 
€)f Iron , and to make fucWike proofcs of their force and a6>i- 
uity. Hcc fauours clicm with many Prcfcnts, as Robes of 
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Cloth of Gold, Swords cnricht with precious ftoiies , Purles 
full of Sultanins^and many other things of value. Morcouer 
lo tU end thar his AgaUru may ga^ther the more money , to 
£jppJy the expences of their Equipage , when they (hail goc 
cut of the J^TTitt/ with the Titles ot Gouernours of Prouin- 
ces, hecgiues them difpatches for Emballies iThefe men fell 
sFicm to the Chdoux , or bargaine with them for a Moietie or 
morejOftheprcfcnt which ihcyflial receiuefromthePrlnce^o 
v^hom they are fent, the which is of no fmall importanceiFor 
f hePrinces which hold and depend of the OthomanyYAitn he. 
confirmes them in their Dignities, and fends them the markes^ 
thcreof^byagiltStaffe, a^Throne, ortCrowne , theyare- 
boundeo giue to him that iiienca Prefent of that v^lue wnich 
is fet do wnc in the great cufiomc of the Empire ^ the which^ 
doth t»%c euery oneto a certainefunme :. Andof this number 
js the Vallachian,t\it Aioid^Mn^tht TranfiluAjtiM ^i\\c Tar^ 
tMT, and many other Vaflalls, and Tributaries of the Otho^ 
i»/i/g Crowne. This Prefent is diuided becyvixt the Cbdcmxi^ 
vrho receiues it,and the Agdlari whogaue him^oc raxhev fold 
himtheCommiffion iThus they enrich themfclucs^and mate- 
aftocke to furnifh chemfelues vpon the fir(^ occa(ion , the 
^hich prefenting it felfe by the death of fome i?4j[f4, they are. 
made either Capcaineofthe Sea,or Ba^^tACmr$.oi DdmM^ 
I or elfe where. Be/ides thefe great and glorious Dignkics, the 

6'r^»9^iVi^»ri^ doth honour them fometin^s with the qua* 
lity of tJUnfai^^ that is to fay, hee that may fpeake vnto the^ 
Prince , and goe to him in priuate : The which the Twkes e.» 
fieemeaboue any. thing in the Empire , the which tbs Othc^ 
man Monarches doe fo%: a double intent;^ both to gratifie tboib^ 
whom they loue, and tohaue men among thegreateft of the • 
Court, to enforme him of the Baga^s af^ions^and to difcouer 
their Enterprizes againft the good oftheEftatc and the Prin. 
ces perfon. But all the ^^^/^riirarenot fobountiFuUy aduan- 
ccd.Thofe whom the Snltam will fend out of his <f m*4i7, with 
meaner dignities, he makes them Aga of the lanizaries, Spa^ 
^ij^ ^gafii who is Cawaine of the SfohU^ or at thclcaft. 
tv^ jjf i ^#^,' VvJio is cihieteofxhe Porters j . 
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When cbey goe oucof the Royall Pallacc^ by any great or 
mcane dignity, they carry with them all the wealth they haue 
gathered together. Many young men whom a de(ire ofliber^ 
tie ^ and a curiafitie to fee the World^ rather than any care to 
gduance t hemfelues^hath niade them abandon the exercifes of 
the Oda , and their imponunities haue forced thePrinceto 
difmifie them, goe forth with the reft without any quaIitte<H: 
office, and with little entenainment by the day : But when as 
he that is aduanced to the quality of a S^jfa^ and Gouertiour 
of foinc remote Prouince , is ready to goe out of the Sfrr^ity ^ 
the GymA Vi^ir fends to recciuc him at thcGate, by his ^^ 
C4M, who is a Steward or Ouer-ieer of his houfe^ with a trdiip 
of Horfe to doe him honour,and caufoh him to be conducted 
to hisPaliace, receiues him with all curtefie^giues him many 
f refents^and doth accommodate him with lodgings for three 
or fouredayes^vntill his ownebcprouided in theCitlerAftet 
that he bath giuen ordcr^ he fettles hisFamily^ and giaes the 
chiefe places, to fuch ascameoutof the<r^rr4//with him, hb 
fiayesiometimein Coxtfiapttin^ple^yntiil hfshairebegrown^> 
for he was (hauen at his commingforth , and likewife to r^- 
ceiue the Prefents which the <fir^ifi»/i'j fend him, as goodly 
Linnen and rich Workes : And thofc which the i?4/^Vprc- 
fent him, as Tapeftries, Hotfes^ Robes of Cloth of Gold,and 
<|11 forts ofmoueables neccffary f^br a man of his condition.'H^ 
may be at that time aboutforty yeares old, hauing confumed 
the beft of bis day es, in the expeAance of this fortune. They 
of theother 0i/4V{ucceedhimby the order of their receptt^ 
on, the w^ichis exzStlj obferued in the Scrmil^ and fauour . 
.cannot depriue any man^ifhehath notcotnitted fome notable 
fault in the royall Pallace:ib as they of the third OJa^o par tw 
ly know by the fucceffion vvbat (hall become of them , and 
wiflidaily,t}iat it would plcafc the Sultan^ tofcnJlbmeof 
his AgaUru to Offices abroad ^ to the end they may make 
placeforthem* 

This new Gouernour parts not from the Court to goe 
vnto his charge , before hce hath giuen thankcs to the 
Capiagafoi the care which hee hath contributed co hisad- 
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uancemtnc^ terming hifnfclfe obliged vnto him , and that he 

would depend of bim for a perpetual! acknowledgement of 

his fauourSjintreaiing him to hold him in his protcdicii,ncerc 

vnto the Princes pcrion^ vponall accidetusthatmighchnp^ 

pen. Hcmakcsthis Complement in the Serrail y without the 

Gateof the Ay^/^^w/ Qiiartcr; for being once forth hee enters 

no more, vnlcflcthePrincecallsforhim, totreatewithhim^ 

conccrningthe affaires of his charge. Such' is their fortune; 

which haucfuffercd their aftiorts to begouerned by pa^icncc> 

and haue laboured to make themfelues capable tolerue. But 

fuch is the choice which the Othoman Monarch makes of 

inen^ bred and ieuerely inftruded in their profefTton about 

their perfons , to be intime thcgreatcft Officers of their Em** 

pirc, where they neuer aduance to fuch Dignities^ vncapable 

men ^ who in the wholecourfeof their Hues ^ haue not lear^^- 

ned any thing but to play atTennice , to cad tVi€ Dice 9 to 

fpeakebrutiihly f and to praflizeall for'ts of vices. Wherefore 

we muft not wonder if the Turkes Eftateprofpers, feeing that 

amidft a great number of young men , they can make choice 

of theheft Wits ,: to be bred vp with care vnder good Difci- 

pline, whichmakes them honeft men , and addes to the gifts 

of a happy birth the perfjflions of Arte. Nature muft of nc- 

ceffiticferueforthc ground- workc, to make great Men; Hee 

th^t is bornca Foole will be euer fo* I hauefccne them make 

choiccof the bcft Wits,,to iiipply their Religious Houfes : So 

they haue alwaycs amongft them moft Learned and moft 

rare Men j and as long, as they fiiallfoUow this courfe, they 

ihall make themfriues neceflarie, commendable^ and ad*-. 

mirable: Without a natural! dii^fition, ^hey may well 

fowe, but they (hall neuer rcape, andnomancuci^miadca

of the Scirailj andoffome other 

Eumches. 

WE hauc feid dfcwhercthat the womens Serrail hat Iv 
no other Guard but blaclce Eimubhes, which aro 
fcnt young to the Court by the Bafia'jof Csire^ to be bred 
irpte chat place. The Sultans Strati vectiixf:s none but whkc, 
the which arechofca in their iofancie^ out of ihat pleafing 
troupe of chiidren wellborne^ which arc taken for Tribuie 
fromtheCbrifiians^ whole fortune the precedent Chapcec 
cloth defcribe^. Theyare cut or mutilated v^ith their owne 
confcnc^ and not by force ^ the which would iadangerchcii: 
Iiues:Thcpromifesofthegreateft Offices inCourc 3 ai>d the 
hope one day to ejt/oy Dignities whereunto they fee fuch mca 

sduanced^ouer-Avayes their will , tofufterthemfeluestobce 
cut, the promifesare tnie^fbr in time they attaine to the great^^ 
nefle of Turkey « But the principal! of thcfc Eunuches ^ aod 
the moft ancient among them 3 which are about the Princes 
perfon^ the firfi and mof} powerful] Heads of the Scrrail,zTt 
the fbure which fellow* 

The Brft is the ^4pM^4,great Chamberlaincof cheEmpire^ 
in men; author ity.in.the«S'tfrr/7i/ 1 as he who may fpcake vnto 
the GrafidSei^ftcftr^y^htti'hc thinkes good ; he dot4) alwaycs 
•flift neere vniohis perfon, wherefoeuerhegocs, whether he 
goe out qF bis Royall Pallace , or eucers into that of his wo- 
men^he foUoweshim vnto the doore, where he Icaues men to. 
aduertiie hiui in his Chamber when the Snltan'tttut^ • Em- 
baHtes, Packets of Importance^ Inll ructions of Eftate, and"' 
all great Affaires pafle thorough his band»|, to come vnto the 
Prince which makehimneceifary to all others^ and gets him 
,as many rich Prefents^ and as much money as he can w^llde* 
fire This wicheuc comparifbn is more beneficiallyntohim^ 
ihanthetQCeitainmeut hehatb in the^f^rr^/Atheyvbich i^re;. 
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gulaccd at ten Suhanins by the day9which make foure pounds 
of our fterling Money , nnny Robes of Silke and Cloth of 
Gold, with fuch moueables as he de(ircs. liforeouer, hisTa- 
blc is furni(hcd ac h is Mafters charge , and at the fame time 
thatWsis* Hcc carries a Turbam in the Serrail^ andgpeson 
horfebacke where he pleafah. 

Thefecond is the Chafnadar Bafsi ^ or theTreafurer of 
thePrintresfecrettreafurej hee hath one key and the Grsiii$4 
Seigneur another, whodoth al(b fee his Scale vnto it. Ueiiath 
care to ^ay vp the gold and iiluer which comes from £gyp(9L 
keepcs an accompt of it , and enters alone into this Treafiite 
withthei*iy/r4;i, heeaduifeth himfor the gathering together 
of moucy^ and entercaines him with afubjed whicn was ne« 
uerdifpleafing to Prince : Theimportanceandnece/Iityofhis' 
charge^ make him to be much efkemed: For gold being the 
delights ot men, whofoeuer hath the ouer-fight, makes him* 
felfcboth powcrfuU and neccflary among them: Moreouerj 
he hath the keeping of all the Jewels of the Cro wne.and like. 
wile of tliofe which they preftnt daily vnto the Sultan ; hee 
gluts his eyes with the luftre of the goodlieft Pearles aiid the 
richeil Diamonds that the Eaft doth produce : Thole which 
his Mafter giues. and wherewith heedoth adorne himfclfeon 
adayof pompe^ p^lTe thorough his hands. Hceliuesinthe 
midft of the Trcafurcs of the Serrail^ with hope to fucceed tQ 
chcplace of CafUgAy if death forceth the other to abandoo ic« 

The third hath the charge of Chilergi hAjpji\i2xi% to fay , 
great Difpencer, He is, as with vs, theMafler of theKings 
Wardrobe; by his place he hath a care of the Sultans Appzm 
rcl J, and ofother things which belong vnto his pecfiwuMore. 
ouer,thepiecesof Cloth of Gold, which they feodfotPre* 
fonts, the exquifitcFurrcs, the rich Swords, the Plumes of 
Feathers, and fuch like which they giue vnto the Prince, ami 
thofc which hcehimfclfcgiues, are vnder hiscuftody. Hee 
keepcs a particular accompt, to the end they may fecthcpricc 
ofthat, which enters into thisftatcly Wardrobe for Prdents^ 
and thevalucof that which goesfonh in the fame qualitic : , 
Thiscxcrcifckeepeshimalwayciin breaths for the cufiomc 
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of Turkey , (well pradifed in the Serrail) bcingro giuc an4 
loreceiuc, doth fiirnifli himwkh imploymcin enough to 
paffethc hourcsof ihedayfarrcfromidlcneflc. He hath vn. 
dcr him to aflfift him in this painfull Jabour a great number of 
Eunuchcs* The diligence which hcmuft (hew bercin^binces 
himtoremayncinamanncr continually within ibc Serr^/^. 
his entertainments arc his .Table , many Robes of Cloth of 
Gold) a tbGufand A^resby the day^ or eight Sulranins, with 
many rich iPrefents^ But the fauour wherewith his Maftcr 
doth honour him^ makes the greaiefi articleof his Reucnew^ 
lie hopes by the meancs hercofto enter into the place of Chaf. 
nddMt'Bdffi ^yi\itn it fhall be void^^He carries (for a markcof 
the honour which he enjoy es) a Turbant in the Serrail^ and 
rides wttfain it^afweil as the two fbrmer^and he that folio wes* 
for thefefoure Eumiches haue this prerogatiue aboue cheo« 
ther Officers of the Oxhoman Monarch , refidlng in th« 
Serrail. 

The fburthisalib an old pale withered Euouqh^ afwell by 
ehecourftof his yeares^ as the want of that which chcy haue 
cut away, who enjoyes the Office of Sarai Ag^fji^ which ia 
Turkey islikc vnto the Captaine of the Caftleof the Louver 
m Fr^wrr^buc with more lufh-e and authority, and fo he hath 
more labour and care : For being to look vnto the whole Serm- 
»^/7, the ordinary Maniion ofthe OthomanyLotiZxch^s ^ hee 
muftperforme his charge foexadlly, as fuch Princes will be 
ferued ;.he dotiroften vifit all the Qiiarters and Chambers of 
this (lately Pallace, toftein what eltate they are , and hath a 
care to fee the meaneA. OfiRcers doe theirduiies, (which i^ 
more then with v$, to addc vm:o the charge cf the Royali Pal- 
liacethe Office of a Matter of the Houfliold) that the Serrail 
be furoifiied with all things that are vfually needfull, hee re* 
maines within it in the Sultans abfence , to maintaire order^ 
and to fee that this loyall Lodging be alwayes in goodekate; 
He hath the fame entcrtaimnent with die Qhilergi Bafsi , and 
Iiopes if hisyearesdecciue him not , to fucceed in his place :: 
for the order of the Serratl^ doth not fuffer fugjjjthem to flic 

mo great Offices : but it wiU baucchcm voowm by dcgrees.^ 
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You (hall not feemcH there, grow vp in one night like vnxo 
Mufhrums or Toad-ftooles ; long attendance, andlongfcrui- 
ccsad'Jancechem ro the places vvhich they dcfcrue. Thus the 
Shafnadar v?^y3r/'afpires to thatof C^^/^^4, the Chtlergt Ba/^ 
ft to that ofShafnadar Bafsi^ and thi$ latt to his, Thcle fourc 
E unnchcs attend vfually in the Princes prefcncc , only the 
C*^piaga may fpeakc vnto him , and not the reft, vnlcfle the 
Princcdoth qucftionthcmabout their Offices. Bc/ides thcfe 
Honours and Offices of the Serrai/9 the Prince dothfome^ 
time^ honour them with the quality ofBafa^^nd Gouernour 
ofaRealme, as of f^^r, ^/iiw4^,orelfe-where:They alfo 
attainc vnto the place o( Grand Fiz.ir, which is the firft of the 
Empire, and by the authority thereof lead Armies into Pro* 
u'ncesjwher e they goe to make warre^Thc which gauc occa - 
fion to a generous Gouernour of a place belonging to the 
Chriftian>inH*f»^4rif,toanfwcreanEunuchjGenerallQfan 
Army, vcho had fummond him to yeeld , that the practice of 
women was to fe we and fpinne, and not to take Towncs.T he 
•Graff d Setoff ffurzduznccth them in this manner to great pia-« 
ces without the J^rr/ii/to a double: end; the one to acknow- 
ledge their long feruices,thcothertohaue their places,wher- 
with to aduanceother Eunuches, who during their long fer- 
iiiceshaueaitended, that they fliould either die orbefent 
Mafia's into fome remote Prouinccs. For the Serrail doth 
nourifli many Eunuchesvnder the fweetneffcof thcfe hopes 1 
They may be about two hundred of ail Ages. 

Such as cannot beaduanced by order of antiquity to thcfc 
eminent places in the Royaii Paliace, are notwithftanding 
imployed inthings of ieiic quality; (ome kcepe in diftin»ii 
places, as Clofets or Cabinets, thofc exquifite things that zxq 
giuenas Prefcnts to the Prince, as great pieces of Ambcr- 
greece, which the Bajfa o( Morca recouers in his Gouern- 
mcnt, and fends to the Serrail^ many Cods of Mufque,gre»c 
VefTclsfullof ejccellent Treacle o{ Venice , foueraigne Mc- 
thridate, Balme of Cif/r^, Terra Sigilata^ Bolearmoniacke, 
Bc2ar*aoncj,Vdrels of ^gath^ Turquoifes, lafpcr, Chry* 
iia II, and othcrtliinss of price, which they pjrefcruc carefully 

and 
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and neatly for the Princes pcrfon y others haueacareof rare 
Furres, the vie whereof &rues forhis heahh^with a thouland 
other Rarities which they bring &om the Itidhs. Befidet all 
this there is employment in the Strrail for many other Eu- 
nuchcs , which keepe one place , whither theycarry all the 
rich moueablcs connicated , of the great men of the Court, 
who hauebcene executed for the enormity of their crimes^or 
by the (inifler inuentions of Enuie; and likewife of other 
perfbns which die rich^ for being ailflaues their goods belong 
ynto the Prince. ThofeEunuchcsreceiuetheiegoodly moue. 
ables, and giue aduice vnto the Smltan who goes to fee them; 
and makes choiceof what doth like him :the reft isfet tofale 
in t he J^rr/ii/, only to the Officers thereof, and if there re«- 
maine any thing vnboughr, it is lent to thepublique Market 
of the City , and fold to them that will : The Money that 
is raifed is deliuered into the hands of the Chafnadar 
Bafsiy who puts it into the fecret Treafure. Some other 
Eunueheshauefortheirimploymentthecbargeofother^f^* 
Mi/rand Seminaries, where the Prince doth caufe the youth 
to be inftru(^ed ^4^^ ^barge, as in roy all CoUedges^both at 
(^onfi^intinofle y Andrimf(U$Sy Burfia and elfewheie.*Thus by 
the wife Policy of the Jfrr^iV they which ferueareaduanced, 
for an example to the younger fort to flie idleneile , andafTu* 
rancethat their continuail labour ^ ihallbeoneday crowned 
with an honourable and pr ofiublc recompence •

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Bicie r all ordred by thirties^ as thirty for his Shire, thirty for 
his Waftcoat, thirty for his littlcCaffockc, which thcTurkcs 
wcarcvnder their Robes , thirty for his Furres ^ tliirty for his 
Turbant, thirty foe his Girdle, thirty for hisBrccches, thirty 
fer his Stockings ^ thirty for his Shooes ^ thirty to make bia 
Bed J thirty cjo drelTe vp his Chamber^and thitty to order and 
dlfpofeoftfaeMoueables^ thirty for his Armes , ashisBow^, 
Arrowes, andScmiter, thirty for his Scepter , thirty for his 
Imperiali Crowne^ thirty (pt his rich Haugings^andas many* . 
ferhis Cufhions ; not that they ferueallatoneinflantj buiL 
by order from tkne to time. 

They which fcrnefbr hisMeuth^ ate many in number>go-> 
uerncd by foure principall Officers fbbordinate one vnco ano«- 
ther : Tiie firft isthe ArgJ^^fsi^ who hatha care that euery 
man doe his dutie. The Kcondis the Mimmuu Fagi, whoc 
doth furniih the money daily , that is neceflary for the expen«>^ 
ces • His place doth giue hkn a priuiledgc to fpeake often ynto- 
the Prince to learnefrom him what hedc/ires to eat^He hath 
like vnto the former foure Sultanins by the day, hisTableand 
two Robes yearely , the oneof Silkc , tl^ther of Cloth of 
GoIdThe third is the ChecAja^txi Office ime vnto the Comp»- 
troller Generall of the Kings Hoiife in FrAnce^^ is in a man*- 
ner equallin authority to the Matter of tlie HouiKold, he re- 
conciles the Qsiarrels^. which Enuy or Pride do br^ among 
theOflBcers. HehathfbureSultanins a day, andj^arely two- 
RobesofSilke and Cloth of Gold.Thc fourth is the Mntfa^ 
rU:i:,igi^ which is as aClarkeof the Office ; AH thefe niea 
imploy their cares, andtheaijthofitieof their places in the 
Princes Kitchin, Without there fcruc many 54^4^?^/^r/, as* 
Stewards^ or rather Gentlemen feruants , which carric ^hc 
mcaic; They arc nccrefificcne huadrcdmca, which fane a t. 
diuers times in diuers troupes*. 

The number of other inferiour Officers in the ^y^rr^/Vfhewcs 
riiat thifiilately Pallacc is of great Mpeoccs , and that the 
Prince which lines there is. powcrfiiU and magnificent. The 
BaltagU v«hich fetch wood for the Bake-houfc mnd for other 
firing, areabouctwoJiundredj The i?i?/4;igi>/orGardincra, 

arc- 
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are eight or nine hundred, fo vaft and ofgreat encertajnment, 
are the Gardens where this great Monarch dotbi^alke* The 
Purucyours only for wildeFowle or Poulterie, arefiue hun- 
dred^ the Groomes of the Stable eight hundred^and the other 
men of the like condition increafe the number of the inferiour 
Officers of the Turkilh Emperours houfe : So as they doe 
number within the <f^r^iV> thirteene or fourtceoe thoufand 
Mouthes, which aredaily fed at the <f/y//.iir/chsrge^compr<^ 
hending the Qjiidrter of the Women.

AN order being (bjudicioufly eftabli/hed in thtSerraif^ 
andibexadly obferued^ it hath not forgotten chenecell 
farie prouifton of victuals : They are brought and prelerued 
with admirable husbandrie , contrarie to the ordin^riecon- 
fufion of Princes Houfes. Fi rft^ the Corne is gathered for the . 
Suhansmoyxth ^ for the SultaM*/ ^ the great i?if//^Vand the 
fiMmfti^ (for alloftbembaue their part; in the Territory of 
Burfid^ aTowne in Bi^hjnia , where growcs the pureft and 
beftof all the Eafterne parts : They retaine for the Serrad 
eight or nine thoufand pilots , euery Qnilot is two Bufhcls 
ol- Pari^ mcafure ; Tbe Mils erected to that end in Conftanti^ 
nofU grind it J the great Ouens of the J'^rr/r/'/bakeit into 
bread^ and thisgoodly order diftributes it by rule , as to the 
^f/y/r^^AVtwentieLoauesaday, to the Bdjfs*s ten ^ to tbe 
//»//ieight,and tot>therinferiourper(bnsmuch lefle^and to 
ibme but one^This difiribution is contained in aBook^which 
thechiefeBakerkeepes^to caufe ittobeobfenied«TheCome 
which is appointed for the great number of men^ which fetui 
in tbe Serraili is gathered in Oracia , and brought to Con- 
fimmopU. to the qaaotitie of fortie thoufand i^&^lo^, and 
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liiftribuced wkh che like order cathofo for w bom it is ordai- 
fied.Fdr there they feed inen with neceCariefobrietie^co make 
ihcm labour ferioufly in arny bu(ine(!e whatfoeucr, 

ThcViiftuals^bcitfoftbe Anmiallprcuifioiis^ or for the 
ordinarieof theday, are brought and diftributed with the 
filce order : About the end of Aucumne, the Grand Vi^ir ap*. 
points certainc day es to fee the FafiromantdmzAt^iox the Kic- 
chins of the JWm«, and ef the SuUann'y^ They are made 
withthefle(hof CowestbatarewitbCalfe, tltat they may^ 
be the more tender , they fait them as they doe Stags or Hogs . 
in Chrittcndome ; about that time they kill to the number of 
foure thoufand^The 5^/V4fi/cfteeme$ this kind of meat^among 
the delicacies of their Feafts^and thcTurkifti Families if they 
haue any-conueDiem m^nes make likewife their proui/ion; 
this great ftore of flefl) is for the whole yeere. But the Pur» 
Hey ours doe fucnifii the Serrail daily with two hundred: 
Sheepe^a hundred Lambes^or a hundred Kids^in their feafon^ 
fbrtie Calues/ortie Geei'e^ or Go£lings^ a hundred coupleof 
WUd-fowlCja hundred coupleof Hennes^ a hundred paire of 
Pigeonsy with fome other fmall Birds which the Poulterer* 
bring. There comes no6{hintotheJ*<frr^iA but to pleafe the 
appetite of fome of thee/Zj^^/^rir who deiire toeite it; then 
they caufe it tp bee taken on that fide of the Pallace which 

iookestowar^stbeSea^ che which doth abundandy furni(h. 
all forts of fifli.. 

The excellent Oiks which the Snttdns KitchiB doth vfe, 
comes mod commonly from Ce^<?« an J yl/#^e?», 'mgrecUy a 
picntifullfoilefor Oliue-trees. ^andie only dothfurnifii that 
which is imploy ed for the Rrincea feruice : for bcfides the dc^ 
licatebountieof thisliquour, it is withoutany illfent , the 
which growing old in others makes them vnpkafing. They 
bauegreatprouifion of Butter in the SerrMi^ the which is 
brought from MoU^tuU , and other places thereabouts ; It 
comes downeby the blacke Sea in great quantitie but faltcd; 
thcTurfces doe not feeke after freflb Butter ; cither for that 
rfiey know not the quality, or n^le^ it : Milke is littlete vfe 
axnDng^thero;that,\^ichisbrou^ttoC^jj/?4;f/w^ is on^ 
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lyboughtby the Cbriftiansor Icwcs; If the Turkcs make 
Vfeof it, it isafter it is fowre/or then they fay it doth qucnchj 
their thirft* 

Other prouifions of Visuals aredrawne from^hofcPro- 
iiinccs wherethey moft aboundyandarebcA. ThcGailions 
make two Voyages yearcJy to Aiex^ndria^^ to fraught them- 
felneswithPul^fc^^ Sugars, and Spices^ as much as (hall bee 
needfuH for the SerraU ^ and the ciiiefc B^jfa^s of the Port ; 
yet^the Turkcs vfc not njuch Spices, Jefl it ftiould prcuoke 
them to dripke wine, foexprefly defended by tiscir Law. £• 
jjTp/dothfurtiifhDatesTj and the btft Pruncsthat come into 
the Jtfrr^iA Apples which arc the chiefc delights in their Tur- 
IciihFeafts^ and whereof they make a pJentifuIi prouifioo^ 
ire gathered in Vdltschia^ Tf^filMani4^ and Meidamia, and 
brotichtvnto the «f^rr4i/ in great abundtnce: Thoic which 
they leruevnto the ifiv/Mif, are for their delicate fweetnefle 
bought in C4ndpItalj6oi\i alfo contribute to the Prouifions 
of this great 4f<^rfi#^; theBailitfeof ^/;ir/r^ , residing at the 
Port^ caufetb a great quantity of Parmafaoc Chcefc ro bco 
brought for the C/r^n^if^fgif^ivr^ }[ixs Sultanas ^vABaJhdsi 
they arepleafedinthetftfte, and theFeaft would not be ac« 
ceptable if this meate were wanting. 

All thefe things conccrne the food 3 &r their drinke they 
make a liq^our in tlie Serraii^ called Sorbet^ compo&d of the 
5uice of Citrons^ Sugar^and Watery andfometimes they addc 
Ambergteece, moftexcellenttodrinkr; foitisonly referucd 
for the Snltan and his women : The greatcfl men of this Iqp- 
periall Pallace makefor themfeluea^ as the ioure principall 
Eunuches, of whom wcehauelpoken , and (bmefew others: 
Thelcerefrefliing it in Summer makes it more deiightfull; 
They make their proulfion of Ice from the Mountaines about 
ConftdKmppU ^ ihcyhtiu^ fuch great fiore^ astheeharges 
(before it be putintothofc places where t hey kecpe it)* conics 
to twenty thoufand Sultanins, or eight choufand pounds fter« 
bng.The reft of the Roy all Family quench their thirft at thofe 

Sodly Fountaines , which powre forth deliate water abun- 
ndy for the v9hokiyrr4«/: Wine eiucrs not intuit w^cbout 
-. — -... - ...... ... '^^ 
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violating the Law of the Alcoran , which hath ib (cuerely 
forbidden it; and whereof the wifcft of the Toclties deft^ the 
vfe; they call it the Spurre of Senfualltie , and the Tontbeof 
Rcafoa. 

The Wood which fcrucs for their Kitchin , is fupplicdwith 
thclike abundance; they tneafure the quantity by the weighty 
for fo they fell it in Conftantinofle , alwell as in fome Prouin- 
c^% of France, znd particularly in Landgucdoc : They cut it in 
the gra>jd SeiguefiTs Fotxtfks ^ and this prouifioncoftshim 
leaft of all thofe that enter into hisPallace.Thirty ereac Ca« 
famonfailes , chofen among an inHoitc number of his Ships 
take it in^ and fayling by the channell of the blackc Sea^ deli, 
uer it into the Serrail i his flaues baue cut it downe , Q>aring 
goodfummesof money to the Cha/ha oxTrcaCutc wirhouCj 
whereunto the charges would amount J both for the cutting 
and carriage^ 

But if the victuals of the SerraU be furniibed in abundance 
and exceilencie^ theKitchins which imploy them arefupplycd 
with thcgoodlieft Implements^whichcanbefeene ina Souc- 
raignc Princes houfe. Moft part of the greater Veflels are of 
Bra iTe^ keptfontatand cleane ^ as the very (ight of them wUl 
giuc contentand amdzement;the other Implements which are 
of Copper blaucht^ are fo great in number as they cannot well 
be numbred. The lofle which happens many times is noc 
fmall • thefouredayes of Diuan ^ many ftrangers eate in the 
Serratly and they which hauelearned tofuinifli themfelues ac 
a^others coft , takeoccafion to pradize their Trade , and to 
take it where they can Hnd it^ and fieaieib great a quantity of 
VelTels, as the great Teftardar bath (bmetimes beene of opi. 
nion (to auoid this great lofie) tonoiakethemofSiluer^ and 
to commit the cuftodie therofto ibmeOfiicer who might an- 
fwere for them j buttheconfideratioa of the great charge^and 
the fcare of an irreparable Jofle which might befall them^ 
hath al waycs diuerted him# 

Such arc the viSuala and othtrprouifions, which doe.fur^ 
nifli thePallaceof the Grand Stignenr of Turkey : IftbcRca* 
dcr finds the relation of the Kitchin tcdioMs, which ferues for

Chapter • the otliers which compofe this Hiftory could not 
be. For this wanting victuals CO fupply the OthomoM Court, 
theglory and luftre of his great if^rr^i// could not be withouc 
them, nor be able to furmin matter for this >A'orke.The mem- 
bersof mans Body (faith the Fable). did oneday mutinea- 
gainfttheBeliy^ who they thought {leptioperpecudllidlc^ 
neflc rThe tonguefpealcing for aJiche refl (hewed,that whilli 
the eyesfaw, the cares beard, the hands laboured, and chefcec 
walked, only the belly was idlcand at reft^tbat it was&ting^ 
that in his turnchee{hould di&hargc feme one of their 0(h« 
CCS : They fo rdbltied^they employed ic, but nouri(hmentfai* 
lingthem, fbrthe waatof thcoatuiaU exercifeof the belly ^ 
they grew coldjpale^ and wlcboue motion^ Thciiruth of this 
tale ccacheth vs^that by labour we muft liue^feod maimaines 
life in its naturall funftions, and this Chapter fur ni(h*ng this 
fiately Court w herewith to fubiift^giues this Hiftory thefub^ 
je6l of its imploy ment.

■^T" Heinfirmitics^of the bodic, doe moft commonly follow 
X thedifpofitions ofthemind^anddiflblutiondoctifooner 
caufe them than any other thing ; Courtiers feele the ineonue*^ 
niencesof their Riots. When they of the Serrail fallficke, 
they put them intoac]of(Waggon> in the which they arc 
drawneby men, and conduced to the Hoipitall, whereas the 
order of thislmperiallhoufe, ^nd cheTurkiib Charicie, doc 
what they Cjuito relieue them; theonegiues care to the ordi* 
nary Pby ficians, and the other (which as we baucfaid is ve- 
ry great J forgets nothing to ailift them: They are feexa<5tly . 
giiarded,as no ftranger may (peak yntothem^vntill they haue 

itcoutred their hcalSi ^ ^^^^ which they are reftored to their 
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firft Lodgings ^ and the exercife of their places. Butlf chey • 
dic,thcLawof theG)urtcnjoyncs , that they of the Cham- 
ber or Oda^ whereof the dead man was , fhallbe his heires^ 
and (hare the go(5ds which be hath left, except it be Tome one 
ofthcfoure chicfc Eunucbes^before mentioned, or the Chifiar 
t/^^ of the Suluna^s^viho isblacke ; for then the Prince is 
iole hcire of his precious moucab]es, and of the abundance of 
money which this wretched man bad fo greedily gathered to* 
gecher, by the (iniftcr meanes, which foTlowes the ambitions 
of the Court; hauing lined pbore in hisferiiitude , to die rich 
inchefame, and toreftore to the Su/t4HsCo(tts, that which 
bisauaricehad drawne away. Such EuQuches doe vfually 
leaue great wealth in Moueables (for the Turkes baue no 
Lands ^ and particularly when, their longieruicesbauead* 
uanced them to the Dignities of Gouernoursof Prouinces^ 
then they haue liberty to difpoie of a third part of their e« 
ftatcs^ to make a Willjin the which the«^/i^ir4»isalwayes Ex« 
ccutor, heegiuesfharestothe Legataries; and many, timdi 
takes all for himfelfe , by the right of his Prerogatiuc , and 
thatof Mafler, notoiilyof thegoods^but alfooftheperfbns 
of his Empire : for all men being his (layes, hce is their firft 
and lawful! hcire*

Oft of the Tiirkifli Emperours , in the eflFemioacie of 
.their Idleneffi^ where they wallow wretchedly in the 
bofomes of their Concubines, haue taken hunting for a pica- 
fing diuerfion: But fomc finding it morepleafing than others, 
baueloued it with more paflion, Baiawt the firft of that 
name, ^whoraigned in Turkey when as the weaknefieof 
Charles the fix tb, fuffercd the dilorders in fr^w^, which had 
like to haue ruined it) was fo tranfported with this excrcife,as 
he therein fpent the beftof his daycs : his Court was fuller of

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Huncfmtnthan any other; ^hoioeucrwenc to aduance his 
fortune, muft goe with a Hawkeon his fift or a leaie of Grey* 
hounds it: his hand ^ for ihe belt courfe to rife in Court^is to 
follow cheinclioationsof the Prinee^how brutifh foeuerthey 
be : TheaaFaukoncrgrew great, and a Rider got an Oflice, 
but a vertuous m^n was rejeded and grew poore. What pri* ^ 
u^tteinen did^ to merit t hi* Monarches fauour, forrcine Prin- . 
ces did imitate to winne his loue. JchnE$Lxlco(NeHsrs fonne 
to l^hiiif ihe Hardy^ Duke of Burgundie ^ accompanied by 
the Lorast)f TremouBc^ La UH^chf^ Couej^ Philip o£ e/^r- 
r^^jEarleof E ft »C<i^^^\Atoi France^ Vienna^ Admirall of 
France y BeucicaHlt^ Mardiall of Frarce, the Lords of Bre^ 
«% ^Jiiontrelly Montcjtfell^HclIj.^nd many otbers^led to fuc» 
cour SigiJmofidKing ofHtiH^arj^^ generous army of French^ 
^gainfl theTurkes which were in 2(jcopQliii fiad.imelli- 
gence and rafimefie ruined chemi their troupes were defeated 
by the fucc^urs oi Bai^z^et ^iht men w er e put to the fword^t he 
"EztUof Neuers taken Pritencr, with thecbicfcof chei^r^;?^^ 
Nobility : TheTurkes Prifbn is rough ^ and a Prince how 
great foeuermuftfuffer. Pht/iptht Hardy to molUBe the fa* 
uage humour of the Turk e, and to bind him to better vfage of 
his Sonne, fent him Prcfentsf, and particularly many white 
Ger-faulcons, whereof he made great accompt : and to tefti- 
fiethepleafure which hee recciucd, he inlarged thePrifon of 
this ^oung Prince, and led him often a hunting. Therein the 
French obferucd the brutifli pafHonof Baiax.et : His I^aulco- 
nershad cafi off a Ger.faulcon after afowlc vnfealbnably^ 
he grew into a fury ^ and would prefently haue put two thou* 
fand of thofe men which followed him to death with their 
Hawkes vpon their fifls, if the earned iutrcaty of the Earlc 
of Neners had not diuerted him: Then hee vented out bis 
choller in words, and told the Bu-dgonian^ that hee did more 
efteeme a good Hawke or a good Dogge than any of his 
mecrand (adding thisbrutifii fpcech) belaid he could haue as 
many men as hee pleafed , but for good Hawkes, or good 
Do^es be could hardly find them« 
In bis liuming whofocucr did hurta Dogge vnaduifedly ,he 
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was guilty of Treaibn^and waspuniQicd in like manner :But 
Hcf , who with hispowcrfuU Hand comroules thcpridcof 
Princes, mcafiired him in the likcmanner. Tamberlaine'KXti^ 
of ihcT^tars defeated him foone after inbattaile,tookc him 
with his Wife, and madcleflc account of his perfon than of a 
Doggeor a Hawkc : When hee dined hcc caufed him to be fet 
vnder his Table in a Cage of Iron, and ca(l him bones to 
goaw : Miniftriog matter to Hiftory , to write this example 
CO Pofteritie^ to the end that Princes cliac loue hunting, may 
not fuffer their reafon to be (urmounted with the fury and 
brutifli impaticncies of this exercife. The hunting trainco£ 
this Prince was(b greats as for hawking only hee had feucn. 
thpufand Faulconers^which wereientertaiued vntill the raignc 
ofUtfahomei the Second^ who comming to theEmpire^ loo*, 
ked vpon this fearfull troupe of Faulconers with amazement;: 
and as be had no inclination to hunting he cafheer'd thcnoi all^ 
and anfwered the intreaties of great Men, whofpake to hauc 
lhemre(tored, with thefe words: Godforkid^thAtlJhould 
gittemjbreadtofuch vnfro^table ferjons ^ orddimedfor (h 
"vaine apled/Hre. Hunting is an honeft recreation , eafeth liie 
minde^exercifctb the body, andhethatlouesit, (hewesthe 
quickneffe of hisfpirit,and theagilirieanddtfpofition of his. 
perfon : But the time which hee imployes muft be meafured^ 
free , and not ftolnc by violence from more ferious imploy*. 
ments, the which ought alwayes to be preferred before this 
commendablepJeafure^ Hunting mult begencrous, and they. 
muft take that by force which they purfuc , and not by cun-. 
19 amongfi ning and policie, as to fet Nets and Toiles for beafts, then it is 
crs in bis bafc , idle, and forbidden by the wife, who haue laboured to 
Jy**^^^'fctdcflouri(hina Common-wealesvndcrthe gouernmentpf 
good Lawes. 

Soljman t he Second, he which tookc Rhodes^, and ere^led 
the Turkifli Crefccnt in the beft Townes of Hnngarit , did 
. .often fpendhistime in hunting; during his Raigne , hccini- 
ployed a whole yearc, which was intheyeare lyji, when. 
^5 ^^<»j^ apprehended that the great preparation of a fca^refult 
Nauail Army, had becnc made for tlKir. ruine, and the Venc^ 
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tians preft wich jeloufic ^ that ic fliculd caufclbme dangerotts 
tcmpelUn their Gulfe^vnder pretext of fccIcingthePyratsof 
M^lta^ which did annoy the Turkifii Merchants • they fcnc 
ynco the Kings ot Htrngiirie ^vi^ fohnU , to the end they 
iwould sntreate 5*^/71x1^^ not to trouble himfelfe to fend his 
Army imo their Seas^ and that they would promife and vn«. 
dertdke, tokeepetheZe^/^^^^ Seas free from all Pyrats: Ic 
fucceeded according to their defire , Solyman being retired to 
^ndrinofolU^ fpcnt the whoJe yeareCas we hauc laid) in the 
pleafure of hunting. ' \ 

TheTurkifh Emperours which haue (iiccecded him loucd 
this exercife« Ofman thelaft dead, eocertaincd a great number 
of Huntfmcn and Faulconcrs. Thcfc Princes hold it a glory 
j]Q niake a fficw of them in their ftately entr ie5into Conftan- 
iin0.flc\ as wee Jiaue formerly oblerued 3 where among the 
trouipes of Huntfmen^ wee fee Faulconcrs with their Hawkes 
on tndrfifl^ haue a Leopard at their Saddle pomell couered 
with CJoth of GoJd ; they hunt the Hare or the Stag many 
times with fboie concent; they purfiic tbcBoare, although the 
vfeofitbe forbidden by their Law : If they take any ^ they 
giuetheflefhtoCbriftians^ orcaftitaway , and rekrue the ' 
:skinnetocouer Bookes for the which icis very good^ and 
preftrues their Volumes Jong :Thofe which haue come into 
my bands bound at Confiantinofle , a re excellently w d 1 co- 
uered With Boares skins, although they >be not artificially 
done as with vs at Varu. 

But Superltition theSoueraigneMiflrisof Turkifli Spirits, 
hathraCiiarcinthisplea/ing exercife, when they huntvpori 
(he day of their Coronation, or when as they concciuc the 
defignes of an important warre, they hold it for a good prc- 
fage if they take thefirf) beaft that is put vp; but this pleafuie 
ot huntingdothnotfopofTcflrechem, asit makes them forget 
thecareofferiousaffeires^The Turkifli Emperours hauebccn 
accuftomcdin thefe iports to take the aduice of their Bajfa's^ 
^of theoccurrentswhich concern the cflatc;rhey cal them vato 
,lhcm in the field, they fpeake vnto them, and command them 
10 dcliucr their opinions : In Court ilicy call this manner of 
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confukingy ThtConnciUcnhorJhb^cke: whereby wcc mif 
learne that this Nation is DOC fofbarbarous as men coQceiue^ 
and that if they raigncfepowcifijUy oucr fo many Prouinces 
andRcalmes , it is;not accidentally and by chatKC;tbcir4af 4 
and judicious Couocell giucvnto their Empire a wife GoMr^i^ 
menc.

drawne all the Qfficersot their boufes in&o one Pallace. And 
truly he whom they fctue faauirig vanquiihed and ruined ma^. 
ay Kings hath made an vnion ottheir Crownesr His Serraif^ 
when helodgeth there , containes in him alone the Empcroii: 
of Cdfifiantindfle^ him of Trehifoude, the Kings of 7^iy/Siw 
lew, BAlfjion,I>amas.,Egjfty Cyfreffe/J^huuis^ Algkr^Fe;^ 
and Mor9cco , with an innnicc number of odier fnuller Scfi^ 
ueraignes^ whole Empires > RealmesandPrincipIitieshec 
doth pofleflc : So as fo many Officers as are in hisPaliace, fcri 
uinghisgreatneiTe^ ferue many Crownes^ Butwhen hegocs- 
outof his4S>rr^//^ tovmiertakeaVoyage into £>me remote 
Prouincc , thetraineand followers whicbincreafehisCourc 
IS wonderfully Thirty fixe thoufand' iMiz^arks , tnal» the 
numberof his ordinary Guard on foot, fortie foure thou&tUl 
Sfahi^ which are as light Hoticmen y make the Cauallery^ 
two thousand Cupigu or Archers of the Port fellow him': 
Thefe befide their ordinary Guard, executetheOflRce^f the 
Miniflersofludice) with men*of meaner condition tbacare 
vnd^r them : Two thoufiind Selschis , wh ich are Guards on 
fcQ|:about the SnlsMs^^n^ are cf his traine : Eourc thou-

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fend Chao^Jt # Men impldycd in £mba/Iics , and in the cxc* 
tutions oFloftke march after him.Tbere areaifo fifteen hun- 
drcd Snh^gyUrs , orGentkmen Scruants , which carry his 
meate vnto the cbanibcr iloore, w here the Pages recdue it and 
deliucr h to the C^/^/i^ i who fcts it vpon his Table* The. 
number of men for bafer \(ts is noi leflfcjif we confidcr where- 
in they are imployed^ there are three tlu)urand Gioomei>olE 
the Stabfc^ and a thoufand Riders for hunting; the Balthagu 
whi£h cut the wood > and bring it to the Kitchin are eight 
thoufand : Theic arc a cKoufand Thauens , which are Pur- 
ucyours, or V iftualcrs ; two thoufand hue hundred Therez^iy 
or Tailors to iheCourt,fixc hundred Balcers. And if the Voy* 
age be made for the warrc^the Officers of the -/ir/Tw^//, which 
arc Commiffaticsof the ArriJlery and others, make fortiefir 
thoufand men : The Gebcgjsv^h\c\\ make Armcs,and rcpaire 
and keepecteanethofc which arc already made, arefounecM 
thoufand :feuen thoufand y^-e^cfcyr/ or Gun-maker s^foUow 
witbtbeirTootesandambulatory fhops : eight thoufand To- 
fejs^ which are the Cannoneers^ increafe the traineof this 
inonftrousCoiirt. lomha number of pctcie Officers, fox ihat 
1 haue not their names» 

Thcbcaftsofbnrtbenarevfiially twchtie thoufand, that is 
to fay, ten thoufand Camels^ and ten thoufand MoiJcs^ which 

is the ordinary forthcjji;/f#?wboufe,jiot reckoning thetraine 
of the Baffa*"! which follow , ibc which is not fo imall but in 
feeing them march apart , you would take it for thctraineof 
aSoueraigncPtince; forthcTurkes carric in their Voyages 
all forts of Commodities ^ to the end they may be acconimo*- 
dated afwcU in Field , as in the Towncs of their abode. The 
fupputation of the number of men that follow this Court, a«. 
mounts to a hundred fiuethou&nd^ (ixe hundred, when the 
Sultan traucfs in a time of peace • but rf hee goe to the war re^ 
his Court is compofed of a hundred and fout efcore thoufand 
men^befidetbeSouldiers. So as who is hee, that feeing this 
ifcarefull Court tomarch, would not belceue that it is a whole 
Nation, whohauing abandoneJTneir owne houfes , goe to 
con^^uer newbabitaiions^ Certain^y^ tbac ^^hich Hifioty rc- 
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latcs of theDcfcent oftheNortherneNaciotiSj zt Cumbrians -^^ 
SicamhrUnt^ G§thcSy Vandals^ BurgonianSy JHormAns and o- 

thcrsjs plainly fcenc there by the number of men j but v^'xxh 
ibis difference,chat thofe did but paffc^and thcfe rcmainc ftill^ 
and adde to the continuanceof their tedious Raigne^ tliic.Rulq 
and power ouer many other Nations, nceic and afarrcofF, 
from theprincipallfeat of their Empire,

THcbrightncflcofthc Sun doth not only/liewic/clfem 
thebody of its Spheare,but it doth alfo (bine in the grea-^ 
ted Starrer. AndKingswho arc in their Eftates what the Sun 
isinHcaaen,donotonly (hew in themfcluesthelurtrcofthcir 
magnificence, but it doth alfo fliine in, the wealth of the great 
Men of their Court. This is fecne more vifibly in Turkey 
than in any other place of the World , where theTurtim 
£ajfa'sA\i[\2Ly in the pompe of theirgreat riches , the proud 
power of the Empcrour ,.froni whom they haue receiuedit. 
Kj^achwHt Baffa^ Bcglierbey of £/#r^/?^ enjoyed^ great 
treafurcs during thcRaigncof Mahomet the Second , as the 
annuallReucnewes thereof 3 would haue defraicdapoweri 
full Turkifh Army. This example would put them to filence, 
which braggefo much of the trcafure of old Cat/P^, the 
yeardyreiit whercol", they fay was able, to entcrtaine a Ro- 
mah Army. Tfaeleafiof ihcTurkes Armies wouJdeontcinc 
many of theirs. As this ^^j/Ii had beenethcmoftpowerfuIL 
and the moft fumptuous, that cuerthc Othoman Court had 
iiduanced to the height of an extraordinary fortune^it fliall 
notbevnfittingtodeliuerbricfly by what meanes hee came 
ynto that greacneffc/ He was by Nation t Gr^tcian^znA in bis 
infarcy bis Mother who was a .gi^^r/^^ , led himoneday 
with her, from the TowUWf Neb^^fride.to that of Senkero^ 
via; (he metcaflially with theTurkifh horfc. fome of chem 

fcemg 
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feeing this young childc wonderful! beautiful), tookchima- 
way by force,and carried him as aPrclcnc ro the Su/fan their 
Matter; The Prince loucd him , andinaftiDrttimcmadeihc 
greaccft of his Court know, that beauty is many times a 
powerful! motiue to a great fortune , face was placed among 
thebcft refpciftcd Pages of his Chamber, where heefpcnt his 
younger y ceres inthemidft of the delights of the SerraU, sf. 
tcr which he had the charge of y^^^, or Colonel! General! of 
ihe loHi^arief; afterwards he was honoured with thequali- 
ticofV^ffa^ then he became Vi^ir^ic mounting daily higher^ 
Rom^liaoi EttrofehzAhvxi for their J^^^/KT'^rj .* The mag- 
nificences which he (hewed^during the poftcfTien of fo much 
wealth, would betedious to relate. One only example fliall 
fuflficc for all. Mahomet the Second^ caufed the elJett of his 
children to be Circumcifcd ; the cuftomeof die Court will 
hauc great Men to giue him Prefcnts, as wee hauc formerly 
%oken: all performed it; but i\\zioi Machmut ^ mounted 
neeretoa hundred thousand Secjnins^ which vvould make for« 
tie thoufand pounds flcriiog. The Ocean mutt bee vattand 
great, which doth breed fuch great Whales, liuing and waU 
King Mountaines : And the Othoman Court mutt be ttately^ 
leeing the i^^jf^V encounter with fuch fortunes. 

But it may be that of 'Machmut will feemc ftaie , for that 
k happenedan age before ours : to fatisfic thofc which Joue 
new thirgr, and to augment the proofcs of this verity , that 
theTurkifli Baffa,*s aregrcat^we willaddc an example which- 
many haue feene of late yeeres» It' appeared in the Leuartt \rk 
t hcyeerc 1614, and in thcpalbn of Najuf Sajfd Grand VU 
;tfr of the Empire, whofe trcafures wercfo great, as they 
found in hisCofersattbetimeof his death a Million ofGold 
in Sequins y and in hluer Coine eight hundred theuiand 
Crowncs, three buftiels of precious Stones not wrought, a^ 
buftiell of Diamonds notfet in gold,and two bufliels of great 
round Pearles of ineftimablc value: His (other furniture was- 
cquallto his treafure; he had a thoufand goodly Horfes in his 
ftable, whereof the leaft was valued at a thoufand Crownes :: 
Uoreoucr* he had fourc hundred Maics oi Arabian, Erfpt, 
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thcgoodlieft thatcouUibefiMiiid in diole Countries ^sahh 
fiiany.tboufand of Camels and Moyles« His Armory waifiiU 
of the richeft Swords that could be found in the Leu4t^, aiiJii 
jclfevviiere : The leaft had the hilts of fiiuer : Ooe was-fixtiH 
richt with Diamonds vpon the liilt ^ as it was valued atfiuc 
^ thoufand ^unds fterling* The reft of bismoOeables wereoQ 
leffe precious.kis Ptrpan Carpets wrought of Gold and Silfcc# * 
Thegreat quantity of Oocb of Gold 8t of Silk of moft excfl- 
IcntMV'orkcs; the richbcds^and ali^chatciccefleof amonftrwf 
fortunecandraw iocothePaUaceof a Ftiipurite, exceeckitbiQ 
imaginatioDof mcn^ and gtues occa(ion to Tay, that wtib4ic 
rpoile offuch men^ they mightnot only enrich many houleg.^ 
but many Cities* 

Such I ich and fumptuous Courtiers go with no final trajofs 
when they march in field» and. vndertake a VcHrage, beicfbc 
their owne particulars, orcorecciuethepofTeuipnoiftheGo- 
uernoient of* Prouuices ^ wherewith the ^jv/r^iirdpthhonoiir 
them^ the baggage which goes before^ andthe great numbtt 
of men which touow/hem ^ doth equally yea^ occeed thc/u*/ 
tcndantsof theSoueraigne Princes diSurope : Suchaitaine 
may buHe the eyes of thole that fee them paffe ^ for a whoJc 
day 9 ibrfomuchcimeisnecefTary for the leaft entry intoa 
Towne , and yet many times they fopply the want ofday by 
Torch<-light i It isxbecarc of fuch i?^jf«Vto£hewthemiclii».

uotii'y and poyfoning puts them in fixecution. Qtu this 
laft finds mere tmploymcnt in the QfAMiof MahometMu Prin* 
CCS than in any other part of the World : They vfethis ahho.. 
mfnable meant to reuenge injuries^ and to content theirpftG. 
-fiohs: And after their example the great Men and Biagk^j 
imploy it : Former ages, and thcdifoiderof that wherein >we 
line^ furnifli examples. In the yearc i J79j Mahpmettheold 
King o(Grana({o^ a Mahometim Prince , meaning to be re* 
reuengcd on the Court of C4flHi ^ and to mine JD«» fK»ir^ 
King thereof 3 couers it with the goddly (hew of a rickPreu 
fent^expericncehauing taught him^thatof all humanethings, 
gifts haue the moft eafieaccefle into Courts. Hee therefore 
rt folue^ to taufe a paire of royalJ Buskins to be made imbroi* 
d^ed with Gold> with thert reft inueniions that could be de« 
uifed, and to male chem mere glorious, heedid oirichtfaem 
with an infinite number of precious flones^and fcnt tbom in- 
to CafiiicfDcn H^nrj rccciues them, admiresfhem^Jiid well 
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pJeaffid^k^fofarcaPreftiic, >Mii«tbpubJiqiidy commend 
^ miignifieence of the Turkish Ptinc«. Buc hcedochfoone 
karne ro hU coA, that poyfen is rather aiTiong gold and pre* 
ciotis fi^i^s ttiah atnoAg pouQty ; Hcepucs them on the next 
day, but pttfcntly thepjyfoft n^hcrevvith they were inffta^d^ 
hyti hihi in the bed of iletth^ and depriues iiim oflif^.Spaif9e 
hath beenealwayes Ribjcft tofiich accidents vvhileftthe M^*^ 
hcmieta0scottim9Lnd^ there; and the Kin^s thtiwf had cauft 
tbfeateft d(m1>lepQyfeii)IiM: vAikHthtTurki&kPrmu^did 
atteitipt th^it perAfns by poyfeti; tite ytl^^fMti^ and PrieAs 
t>f the Alcort^u , p^d^oMd the fowlcs of their fubjeflsby the 
tontagiw^s impurkiefri^afaUe and brutUh Dcd^rine. A little 
be^xhe^l»ath4dfthtKing^f ^if/i/(r^ heof Z^^calied Da» 
S^ptchi^ , was f©yfefljBd by the iflti5e»f}oii of a Turke , who 
vauglft <J^9t^df9v , i\it Lieutemnt ^ £f ^i^ , the deteftable 
meaties to kill his Ma^er in gtniu'g hitn an Apple ^ thewhich The Spaoiaj 
this Wretched Lieutenant performed : This was at the fame ^rlcek^ and 
kfrte when as a Dehige of fir«€amc outof tiie Ocean , tb«^^»*^« 
♦Hiich c«ri>d in flame fiir^eiutoj^^iirr^ burnt a gfearCourt- Jcmi^^ 
trey, «ndd of mahy Burroughs and Villages , nJadt hcspr qf ^f jj,g i;^ 
afhesa^iarteasiSAi^i^^^ of spaim^ 

Tfcrfc txampJcsfeew thiB malice of the Tutkes againft rh« 
dieChriflianf ; but tbcy doe no ie/Te among themleliiies. A 
Turkifli Kihgof fV^ , not able to indure the profptrities of 
him of GriiMfh^tdtif^ Ufipby^iMifbtmftMM liktb hrimfelfcf^be 
fcfolued cotakca^^ay his life : Heefcnds to vifit him ofcner 
than hebadaccuflomed, he makes a greater fl^ew of friend-^ 
fhip, and after he hatbreceiued many eflFeils ef bis, -hcc fent 
himforaPrefeHOB Caffock^ of Ooth of Gdd t)f great v^^ 
hie^ King I^/(fh€titkih it , and puts iron , but hee had not 
worneitaday, butibcpoyfoft^herawiththePfince of i^^« 
bad infeAed it , Scaled vpt>n bih)^ ardgaue himiuchcrucll! 
convuliionsand.t^rmenrs^ as bisSefii fell away in piecesiand 
bis Phy(icians knew iKyf the truecaufeofhisdi&afe^tlcr could 
9pt^yiny remedie : Thas httt^-GrMn^do died by the dani-i 
MDle muetations'of a Moorifli Kitig. The like villanies which 
t|ire]pta^i9red ainofi|^he ancietit Tnr kes^art yki^t this day 
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in the Leuamt^ at the Court of C^nfiammofle , and in other 
places ^ whither they (end great Men to eminent charges. In 
our daycs a Turkifti Courtier affe^cd by all meanes poffiblc 
tbedignitteof BaJfdo(A/eff0; the beauty of the place ^ the 
lu&tcoi thisdienitie^ but rather the great gaine whichthe 
V^ice-royesmake^ inflamed hisdeifire tothepoffeilionof this 
Gouernment ; to attain vntoit he purchafcd by great gifb the 
afFe6)^ions of the AgfUmris^ox Fauouritesof tbe^SVir^^^which 
are the Eunuches attending che Princes perlon : Theft meti 
content his ambition^aod obtained the gouernment vvhich he 
defired from the Sulun • bee rcceiues the Letters ^ takes his 
leaue to goe vnto his charge , bee arriues and is receiued with 
theapplauleofthepeople; but he hadfcarce begun to enjoy 
the firft honours or this new dignity 4 but another dothdiu 
poflclfe him by chefame meanes which he had vfed; bee gets 
thefricndlhipof the Eunuches, and gluts their auatice with 
greater gifts obtaining Lettecs forthis place; He was adueni* 
zed hereof; the dUpIeafure which he conceiued to ice himfelfe 
- deceiued by the Courtiers of the Serrail^ tp whom hee had 
\ giuen much more money than hee had gotten in (o fliorta 
time , that he had becne Bdffa of Akff§9 made him to draw; 
his deareft friends about him , to reiolue with them bow hee 
fhouldgouernehirafelfeinthis important buiinefle. Many 
were oropiuion that he {hould refufe theentry into thie Town 
to thisnew Bajfavfbo wasvponthe way, vntiU he informed 
the Sfiifan , the Mnffi, ^vl the Grand VUir of the couetous 
difloyaltieof the^j(#i/^i/} and this Counfell wasconfor*. 
mabie to his apprehcnlion. But one of thecompany drawing 
himaiide, told him.

In thcmcanccinye 
the new ^a^^ arriues, the other receiueshim^and yeclds him 
the place* Ic is th^ cuftome of the great men in Turkey , to 
giue Prefcius to the newGouernor when they enter in charge^ 
lomc to teftifie that they are welcome^and others to gain their 
afFcftions. This difcontcntcd Bafa^viho left his charge be- 
foretheordioarytime J would notbethelaft topre&nttbit 
new comnier. He giues him a poyibned Handkercher ^ im« 
broydered with Gold and great round Pcarles ^ the price 
thereofcouldnocbceafilj^Yalued: The newGouernour re- 
ceiuesic wiih ynfpeakable joy ; for great men hold nothing 
fo fweet in their places^ as totake whencelbeuer it comes;buc 
God doth many times fufler that fuch greedy Takers, are ta- 
ken in tilings as it happened to this ^^j(/vf of ^/ifp/^tf .• The 
fiandkercher of price, which was the price of hislire , con« 
tents him: Hee admires theworke y lookes vpon the great 
Pearles, and his hands doe not abandon ic, yntillthepoyfoii 
forced bimi the which exhaling and infecting the Baffa^ they 
grew weake and make him to ieaue ic ; whereupon nee died 
and left the gouernmtot which he had hoc enjoyedxThe other 
i^4;j[pf flies fpeedily to Confiimtinofie^ redemdndsthegouern* 
ment, whereof he had beene difpofSrft ^ and grounds his rea. 
fon vpon his Ipeedie obedience ^ and forceth the iniquity of 
theFauouritestoconfentthac heefhould en/by it. Thiisco. 
uetoufnefie haddepriued him of aDignity where iehadfirft 
placed him, and poy foning reflores him : Whereby wee may 
ludge whattheieGoueraourscanbe that are ietledby fuch 
tneanes. It is certaine that thelikeoBFences are committed 
daity in theTurkes Court by the jS^jf^V tfaereoi^whoimploy 
their greateft care, to find out the moft fubtilleft-poyfbns, ana 
how to employ them cunningly one againft another^ The 
moft ordinary which they vfe is drawne from Toads : They 
caufe a Toade to fucke the Milke of a woman that hath an ex- 
traordinary red haire; When it is full they beate it gently 
wi(h a little wand, they put it into choler its poylbn (ningles 
Vrith this Miike,and it burfts in its rage;tnis poyibn isfo vio- 
lent and fiiong , that in rubbing only the ftirrop of his horle 
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whom they mcatieto poyfon, it is an aflured death.Thus cor- 
ruption is abfolutc in Turkey ; for if their Prophet bath poy- 
ibncd their foules with filthy Dodrine, they poyfon their 
bodies with all forts of veneme.

THc great fortunes which a re found ift the Courts of great 
Monarches , produce great riches : and thefe furnifli* 
Couniers with delights, in the which they glut their (enTuall 
and brutifli appetites.The Baffa^s of the Court, great in digi. 
nities and abounding in riches, plunge themfelues in all (bets 
of voluptuouihefle , and their fpirits mollified in the myre of 
6lthy pleafures » they (eeke them by a contrary courfe , and 
demand that of nature which fhe hath not:Being many times 
tired with theloueof women, they abandon their afiEb^ions 
to young Boy es,. and defperatly follow the allurements of 
their beauties ; They imbrace them, and vfethem intheplace 
of women.This abhominable vice isfoordinary inthcTWr^/ 
<^purt, as yeefliallhardly find one ^4/4 that is not mifera- 
biy inclined vntoit: Itteruesforan ordina^ fubjoSlof en« 
tertainment among the greateft w hen they are together^they 
fpeake not but of the perfe6):ions of their Ganimtdts : One 
lay es, they hauc brought mccfrom Hungariexht moft bean- 
tituUand accompliihed Minion , that euer was borpe among 
men : hcis the height of my felicitie, andthcpnly objcA that 
my thoughts adore. Another faith , I haue lately boughca 
young Infant of Rujftn^ who hath not his like in all the Eaft, 
and I dare affure you his countenance is not humane,but that 
ofanv^ngell: SomcSot of the company in treats him earneft- 
ly to haue a fig^'r , and that hee may bcefatisfied by his cycj. 
Thefearc thcdifeourfes of thofcUiftfuU Goats. Thecarcibey 
JiauetoJceqieneatlx, and to attire richljtthcfcpoorc crea- 
tures. . 
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lures, deftihaced to fo damnable an vie is not fmall : the.Eu- 
nuchcs whkh hauethcm m guard arealwayes neercthem^to 
heautifie them outwardly, they plaite their haire with Gold, 
and fomctimes with Peiarlcs, they petfiimcthfem , they attire 
them inRdbcs of Cloth of Gold , and adde to'thcir nahirall 
beauty whatfoeucr Arte can inuem: what vcriftc , what wif- 
dome, whatpietiecanbefoundinaCourt compofedof fuch 
men ? He that is the Head and commands ihem;ydoth furniih 
thispernidbus example ; for the Sultans Serrdil is full bf 
fuchBoyeSjcholcriout of themoftbeautifuIloftheEaft^and' 
vowed to his vnnaturall pleafures : This doth countenance 
this diforder and corruption in the Othoman Court : Such as 
the Prince is , luch are moft commonly the Courtiers which 
follow him : the principall Maxime which they giue for a 
precept to their fortune , is tO'foIlow the humours and man. 
ners of the Prince, whauoeuer they be, yea, many times they 
incite the Prince to ihefediforders* Thcmiferiesanddiaflers 
which happen daily in Turkey, are tcomanytobccoucht 
in this Hiftoric. The great M^n killor poyfon one another 
for fuch fubje£ls^ Families are in combufiibn, Wiucs make a- 
way their Husbands, and Husbands their Wiues. LMdhomet 
thclecond Emperour ofthc Turkes^ was ftabde in the thigh, 
and if any miifbrtunefeememonOrous among thcm,this vice 
which is fofnonfirous doth produce it: Men well bred ab. 
horreit, Heauea detefis it : When it was bpriic vpon the^^AwitfcS'i 
Earth, Idolatry washerfiflcrTwinne.Sobcingtheauerfion {^^^^^fimui 
of Nature and the contempt of the Author thereof,' Heaucn '^^^cr** 
doth punifh it^and cafts forth the fire of his wrath vpon thofc D,Tho,4.fci 
which arepoMuted therewith; whole Townes haucbccn con- dift.i.q.a,a.i 
fumed, men eternally loft , and the memory of thcone and the 
other in execration vpon the Earth . The Turkes doe not pu- 
niftiit; theyalleage, aswceliaueobleruedintheHiftory of

(Cay they)and the ordinary courte(ieoftheirNacion ^ makes 
them more defired t But it is dangerous toferuc the paffions oi 
itich Louers^ ^herc the recompence and the reward of a pain- 
full loue,is stDagger or a Glafle of poylbn : For thefe cruclL 
women y when they haue kept ibme young ft ranger three or 
foure daves hidden in their Chambers^ and haue made vfe of 
himvntillhebelbtiredand weary with their lafciuiourneife^ 
as heeis.no longer proHuble^ they ftabbimor poyfonhim,. 
and caft his bodie into Ibme Priuie : Whether it oe that they 
feare their aftci^iens (hould be dlTcouered ^ or th a t their lighc 
and inconfiant humours^doth alwayes demand new rubje<!:ts^ 
or thatit is the nature o{ their lafciuious loue, to change into 
Rage and Fury tragically cruelL They which are aduertiicd 
at Confiantinaple, auoid tfaisdanger3 and reward their pains 
which fpeake vnto them with a flat deniall , but not without 
danger : For fucb Meffengers afwell at the great ones that im- 
ploy them are Witches, and reuenge a deniall vpoa the per«« 
ton of him that made it , as it happened of Jate ycares to a 
French Gentleman, which was at QonfiMtinofle;y^\itCi as the 
'hzion SAn(j i^ii ierue the King there as his Embailadcur : 
This Gentleman going to the ^fjy^iiy, which is the publique 
Audicnceof the Serrail^ was cncountred by a woman, whole- 
age , habit and difcourfe did (hew plainly that (hee did plea«> 
&res for theTurkifb Ladies : Shee came vnto him and vfed 
thefe words : Haft thou the courage to (ee a fair« L^^iy^ which 
is in loue with thee > He who knew well with what Mertils 
fuch Ladies are accuAomed to crowne their Loucrs which^ 
haue ieruedthem^excufethhimielfefbr that time , pretending 
ibme important buiineife which drew him to th&«&rr4i/:Buc 
he promifeth at his returae to content her dcfires ,, intreating: 
iier to.attend at the pafiage. In the meane time he goes to the 
^frrr^i^foUowes hisbufinefle , and hauing difpatched it^ re^ 
. ttttnes to his Lodging another ^ay , and leauingthc woniaa> 
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inthcimpaticncicof a dcccitfull attendance, flic faw her fclfc 
in chc end decciucd by this Frenchman : who to rcuengcthis 
affront, had rccourfc to her Witchcrafts, and imploycs them 
againft him : They wcrkc their cffeft , and this Frenchman 
found himfclfefuddainly feized with a kind of Palfcy:Thc

you not rcfufcdfome Lady that fought your loue? By her 
Charmes flic expelled thofc which tormented him, and reflo. 
red him to health : After which^this man going in Confi^n^ 
tinofle^ hoc cncouptred a woman which told him in his care ; 
Remember another time not to abufe the courtefieof Women 
which affcftyou, and dec cine them no more by y outvalue 
promifes. 

All the women of Turkey, and efpecially thofe of Con^ 
*fiantinofleAoQnoi tie their affeilions to men only , they grow 
paflionately in loue one with another, and giue themfelues to 
talfc and vnlawfull loue, efpecicUy thewiuesof men of qua- 
lity , wholiuecooptvpin*yrrr#i#/r, vnder theguard of £u. 
nuches. This vitious appetite doth dominccre ouerthcm fb 
tyrannoufly, as it fmothersi« them the dcfires of a natural! 
and la\^ full loue^and many times caufeth them to loathe their 
husbands^ This difbrder may grow for that their aftcdion 
wanting a la wfiiU prize,they tieittoa flrangeobje(^:More« 
buer, the rcuertge of the vnnaturall loue to their husbands, 
. carries them vnto it;for moft men of thofe Eafterneparts^and 
thegreateflaregiuentothat beaftly and brutifti lafciuiouf* 
nefle. Thcfe Ladies loue one another moft ardently , and 
come to the elBFedts of their foolifliloues, they imbraceonc 
another, and doe other actions which loue fcekcs, and mo. 
"deftieforbids to write. They whom this fltangelou€ makes 
flaues to others, goe to finde them in the Bath to fee them na.

Whcui as a fboliih wo« 
manilh Loucr, hath made fuch 1 ike difcourfes , (heegoesinto 
theBath and burnes with a dame TA^hich it isBotableto 
quench, me imbraces her Louer^ ki^Teth her^ and attempts ta 
doetharCaithough jnvainej which I muft heere conceale : 
And theie Joues of yv'oipan to woman are fo frequent in th« 
Ltumt^ as when any Turks arcrctblued to marrie^chechiefc 
tiling which they inquireof, is whether the party whom they 
affedibenotiubje^ltoibmewoman whom they loue^ oris 
beloued^ Thus thefe people liuefarre from the light of true 
Faith^ in thedarknefie oi Mahometan ignorance^wbich haue 
carried theoi to the excefie of all forts of vices*

THe Turkes giue two forts of pay to their Souldicrs , the 
oneis called in their Language f7<^c', which is payed 
daily by the Trcafurers of the warre^and is the entertainment 
of ordinary Souldiers : Theother is called Tjw^r, or penfion 
afligncd vpon Houfcs, Lands, or wholeBurroughes j this i$ 
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not giuen but to men^who by their valour haue done fome no* 
table fcruiceto the Prince, and dcferucd well of the publiquc; 
Tbcfe Penfians are honourable, the recompence of dieir ver- 
tue,^ and the marke of their merit. Ic feemes that the Turkes 
hauc borrowed the name of this recompence from the (?r<f- 
cuins^ who called it Tjmmiom^ and T/fi^ , which Signifies 
Honour. Such Penfioners are called Tjmariots , they arc 
moft coflunonly Sp^u and Horfemcn,who enjoy the honour 
and profit of fuch Pcnflons taken out of the Lands in Turkey 
which belonging all vntathe Prince , by the right of Soiio» 
raigneMafter of theperfons of alibis Sid^jedts , wh^are bis 
flaues^he giuestbcm to fuch as haue madethemfeiues worthy^ 
by their good Seruice ; as they doe with vs the Commanders 
of Military Order , or the Fees or Lands which thePrinces 
baue inftituted in our Countries to honour Gentlemen of n>e- 
lit , and to binde tSem to fcrue them vpou all occaiions. It 
is true that the continuance of fuch fecs^, doth farre exceed- 
that of the Tjmur^ for they paife vnto their SuccefTors , and 
this is temporall^and no man is (uffered to eaioy ic-any longer 
*than it (hall pleafe the giuer* If the SpdUht not in his Ei»^ 
quipage fit for a Souldier, if hee doth not (erue with that 
care and diligence as heeought, the ludges which the «f«A 
tan appoints to vifitthe Tjmar, dcpriue him, andrccom^ 
pence another that may feruc better , fo the Tymarrms ^ or 
Pcntioners of the Turks Court,are not vnprofitable mouthcs, 
as in other places; thcrcthc credit of an infblentFauouritc, 
cannot takechcm from vertue, to giue them to the idlcneffe of 
(bme one of thofe which follow him,and idolatrizc the great- , 
neflTe of his fortune.

cquall in age, tooke him into his affc£lion , his fcruice was al- 
waycsmorepleafingvntobim, than that ofthe 01 her flaues: ^

Tachmat was wonderfully 
difcontentcd, tofeethisfearefullfpoileinhis Country^ and 
in the Capital] Citie of his Realme , and could haiicno re« 
uenge; when as one of his Satrapes , or Goucrncurs, a 
Caramanuin by Nation and the moft refolute man in his 
Courts firnamed Delimenty fi^r his courage, (that is to fay 
Foole) offered himfelfe, and promifeih (fo as hce would giuc 
him trow^es) to foJlovv tl;e Encmieand to ouertakc him, and 
when hee fliould thinke leaft of it , to make him pay for the 
fpoi/e which he had made in ^erfia, Tachma^ grams what he 
demands; T)eliment goes his way , he runs or rather flies to- 
wards the place where the Enemie was: His Spies bring him 
word, that the Turkes were camped nc«e vnto iff#r/.'/fef, tyred 
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with long marches, and with the toiic of a troublcfom© way; 
that they flcpt without Guards, without watch, and without 
any Scntinels/o as it would be cafieforWm to furprizcthcm, 
if he would make his troupes to doublethcirpacc: Deliment 
makes more fpced than they requi ed, hec dra wcs neerc vnto 
the Turkes at the (hutting vpoftheday,and in the night goes 
to furprizethem, inuironsthem^chargeth them, beats them, 
lils the greateft part,and takes the reft prifoners/ew efcaping 
• by flight. Soljman vndcrflood the next day of the loffeof his 
men, and feeing the iinall troupes he had remayning » findes 
foure hundred thoufand men wanting , of tho(e which foL 
lowed him from Confiaminofle-^ the vyhicb were dead in 
Perjia^ citherflainc by the S word,.or famiflied with hunger, 
or Frozen with colde , the which made him rerurne to warden 
his Scvrail^ He comes to ^ieppo^znd foone after to ^onftanti^ 
nople^ anddcteftsinhisfoulc , the Counfellour of this Voy- 
age and tlieWarreof Perfiai The Snltana^s finde at his re- 
turned an ample fubjcc^ to ruine/f/^r^i/v^ fortune , andtobe 
reucnged of the prcfumption hec had vfcd againtt them. They 
obferue the murmuring of the people againft this Fauouritc, 
and what the great men fpake of him, and make it knowne to 
iS^//«;^«.Moreoucr,as they were bufie to ruiae bis greatneflfc, 
they difcouer that this ^^/iifauoured the Houfe of Aufiria^ 
aid that he had fecret intelligence with the Emperor Charier 
the Fife, an Enemy to bis Matter : This treachery being aucr« 
red, it did wholy ouerthrow that which the SuImh^^^s had al- 
ready fliaken* Solymanto whom they had made knowne ihjb 
truth of all this,concludes his dcath]buttbe promife and oath 
whch he had made vnto him not to put him to death whileft 
hce were aliue, fufpends the execution vntill hce might find a 
Difpenfation by the adujce and authoritie of thechicfePreifls 
of his Law; hee takes counfcll of the moft Learned; one of 
the number giues him a pleafant Exfedit , to free himfelfc of 
the Eiijfa, and yet to keepe his word. You haucfworne , Sir, 
faith he, not to put him to death, whileft you are lining; caufc 
him to be ftrangled when you are aflecpe : Life confifts in a 
vigilant a^ion, and he that fleepes doth not truly liuc :fp you 

may 
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jnay puniA his difloyaltic^andnot yiolate your oath. Doubt- 
lefle if Solymdn were dead when hee flepr^ according to the 
faying oFcnis Talifmdn^ hee hath reuiued many times whileft 
be liued. This Prince feekcs noe more, he contents himfelfe^to 
haue found a Clergie man which abioiues him for this deed: 
He fends for Hibrdtm Bajfa to tlie Serrail^ hee cauieth him to 
fupp with him^ and fupper being ended hee letts him fee hit 
crymes by his owne letters written to^i&irr/^/chefift^ and 
JFW/i;4if^ his brother; hee reproaches his ingratitude, and 
commands his dumbemen.to ftrangle him whileft heflepc, 
and thereupon went to Bed. Thus ended the life andgreatnes 
o^Hilfraim Bajfa fauorite to Soljm^tn ; For an example^ that 
if the fortunes of the Court fliine likegold3 they breake like 
glaflc.HisMaifterhadaduancedhim more then heedefired^ 
fearing a fall in the beginning of his fortune, into the which 
be did ptecipitat e himlelfe by his diOoyaltie: he fupported the 
continuance of hisgreatnefle vpon his Princes Oath:But they twtSftmortd^ 
were humane, and their nature is to haue no other ft ay , but ^** m^ctw ; 
the declining where they Aide. A Courtiers fauour is '^cucr '^^^J^ 
durable, if it hath notluftice and Pietie for Companions, ^^ mMtkmlM^ 
which makes them zealous towards God, and VftXliidtxvm^MuiiSkmt^ 
of men : If thefe parts be found in a Fauourite,they make en. Tacir^Ua^Ai 
uie to yeeld , and impofcfiJcnce to the bittereft flander* HU ^^^!^°3. 
irdim Bdjfa had not thefe good qualities : his former feruices ji^j^J^ig 
had deferued fome ftiarein his Matters aflFedtions ; but hisjnciiisiiiAiiiK 
prideaga]nftthe5iir/r4i»4V^ and his treachery againft^f^/^r.cotbe^ouin 

m/fumadehimvnworthyof chat which he enjoyed* So the 
Lioii of Ljbia wipes out with her long taile tiie fteps of her 
feet: the inlblencie which followed, defaced all the good 
which went before. To enjoy the fauour of the Court , they 
muft haue fo ftrongand generous a fpirit, as they muft neuer 
fufferthemfelues to be transported with pride, nor dcjcded 
with amazement^butremayningin a commendable equality^ 
continue couragioufly in doing well. 

The example of the fortune and difafter of Hibraim Bdfd oerninVmm 
(hall be followed in this Hiftory with that of the great credit, rite to AAm 
profperities and disgraces of ^^jpi Derneir^ a Fauour ite to ^• 
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Afihrnan^it firft^ Brother to StdtaniMtifiMfha^ Who raigned 
of lace y cares. This man of a bafe condition laboured in the 
Gardens of the Sarail , when as hee b^an to enter into fa. 
uour : Achmat\n hisGarden-walkes , feeing his jouiall hu- 
mour ^ cooke many times delight in his tales ^ flayed to fee 
him workciand in the cndfo mdk^ him^a^i without kn6w«: 
ledge of any other merit^ he made him BoftdngibaJJi fix great 
Gardiner ; This charge (as we haue faid) is one of the good- 
lieflof the Turki(h Empire, being then void by his de|th 
who had cnioy ed it : Therein Dernier ier^ed with fo great 
care^ and made himfelfefo plea(tng to his Mafter, as-hebound^ 
himtomakehimgreater*. TheGenerallof theSeadies, and 
^r/&ixii0/eiuef him the place: hedoth it with thatluflreand 
pompe which followeschis dignitie; hecaufeth theGalleyes- 
CO bearmed, goes to Sea, takes all he meets with^ and failes R> 
happily as the incoaftant windesfeemed tofauourhim^ and 
the moft^inconftant Elements feeme to joy in the happineflc 
of this new Fauourite ; his courfes are fortunate ^ and his re-^ 
(urne glorious: But.theSea of the Court more flormiethan 
the Sea it felfe will one day teach himthat it doth amaze the 
It^eft Pilots ^ and will makehim feele to his difgrace^ a more 
troublefomefliipwracke, than he could haue found vpon the 
waues of the Leuant Seas ; The reception which hee found 
at bis returne , and the triumph wherewith hee is honoured 
after the taking of many Chriftian VelTels ^ are felicities 
. ^ , which flatter, and deceiuing him^ make himimagine that.

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good Lawes, which djforder had ouerthrowtie • hce reduced 
euery man to his duty ^ ftrooke terrour into the Magiftrates : 
and let the Souldiers kuow that they were vn worthy to make 
their Mufters^ and to receiue the pay, if they be noc in cafe to 
ferue* Thefethin^sdoubcIefTe had crowned his name with 
new glory, if violence and crueltie had not blemiflit him : He 
caufed more men to be executed in one day ^ than his Prede- 
cciTours had done in a whole yeare : The leaft fufpition of a 
Crime was culpable of punifliment^ and this Fauourite mad^ 
lefleaccountof the life ofbien> than of the Coleworts which 
bee hadfometimes planted in the Gardens ofthe^S'^r^fV. But 
violence is neuer durable^and that Fauourite which fbllo wes it 
fuffershimielfetobeeledtbhis owne ruine. Hee that kits ^ 
JhaUbe kilkd (faith God^ hee that hues hloud {hall ferig$ in 
blmd. Doubtlefle^it iiamiferablethihg in Princes Courts^ 
and prejudicial! to a whole Eftate ^ that a bafe fellow ^ and a 
man of nothings without vertue or merit fhould be aduanced 
CO the quaiitie ofa Fauourite; mafier the aiFe(5tions of his So« 
ueraigne ; and enjoy theprime Dignities of an Empire: For 
fuch petfons are moft commonly cruell; contemne tneNobili- 
tie^andmakenoaccountof vertue, as being ignorant of the 
one and the other. Derneir in all thefe Offices had gathered 
together ereattreafures^ the which with his extraordinary fe« 
uericie, fumi/Ii matter of Enuy to the other Jf^j^^V, whoall 
joyntly vndertake his ruine^ and labour fo careftilly therein^ 
as t^ey find meanes to entertaine Sultan Achmat ^ with the 
iniblenciesof his carriage:he heares them^belleuespart of chat 
yrhichtheytellhim^ and growcs fo violently jealous of the 
credit and authoritie oiDernierjCMX he refolues to free him- 
felfe ofhimj heconcludeshisdeath^andcommandstheexecu* 
tion to a troupe of the C/t/^i^^ or his J'^rr^i/^ who receiued 
commandement to ftrdngle him^ a s foone as he (hould come: 
But hee will trouble them to performeit3 they fliall not Hnde 
inhimadelicacefauorite^bredvp from his youth in thefcft« 
neffeof the Court^ he will defend his lifecouragioufly^and let 
them fee that a man^ which hath longtime handled a Spade 
and a Mattockc^ isnotfoeeafilymaflered«vfc^/^^/ fends for

Hee was Sonne to a Greeke Prieft, born^inalittlc 
Hamblet tieere to Salonica^ The Collcilocs of the tribute-^ 
cookchim from his Fathers houiein hisinfancie^aQd led him 
to Confianfinofle^ where bee was fold for three Sultanins , 
(wnich isfoureand twcnUe fliillingsofour flerling money ) 
toanEunitchofthc ijrrr^f/, who bred himvpvntotheagcof 
twentie y ecres* TbeB hee fold him to a ftc ward of the Sultana 
Mother to tAchmat^ to feme him in his charge. Tliis Man 
foone found in his flaucthc eminent sifts of a fxtt fpiTit,which» 
is inlightned with dexteritier and raiding him fit for greater 
affaires thehthofe of the houfiiold , wherein heeimployed 
him/ hee gaue him the oucr-fight of che building of arich andi 
Rzit\y Mofquee ^ vvhich the Suit ana Mother cauled to bee 
built n her charge ^ to bee an immortal! mar ke of her pietie 
andmagnificehce. Hee profpercd fo well in this charge^^md 
gaue fogood proofes of his Judgement ^ as heegauegood con- 
sent vnto the Sultana^ and bad fuch part in her liking and 
affe^ion^as fhee madehimSuperintendantofhcrhoule* In 
tbiii Digniticheelct thewholei^mfi/Scc, what anableand- 
fufficient Man may-doe when hee is in'ployed id affaires; his 
merite came vnto the knowledge of Suit 4n Achmat^ who 
would baue him tohlsferuice. Thus hee changed Matter, 
and mounted to a new Dignitie. AshmMt gauehim theplace- 
of CafigtbaffiJiQom after hemade Wim Bu^a of ^^^^j where 
hauingnni(hed thetime, which they giue tofuch Qouernors^- 
they honoured him wi(h theDigriitieof Gouernor Gencraii 
cfCMiJfopotamia : iiee' pasted from CinJtantifUffU ^ hauing 
thetrainc^attendanceand pompe.ofa Turkifti Vice-roy .The 
€ommoditie of this Prouioce^Frcntier to fttrfia^ 6Ued bis 
Cofers with treafur^ , and his Spirit with ambition. Hee 
knew that hee was very neceflarie fbr bis Mafler^ hefaw chac 
the Neighbour-faood of the Perfiau^ might by f<?cret inteU 
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ligences with him bring him great wealth. Thisimaginatioti 
flatters him , add his adarice fbllowes him : hee abandons 
his fidelitic to the oflFers which the Perjsan King made him ^ 
and praAifeth in fecret with his Minifters ^ and fauouretb 
what hee can ,the Enemy of his Soueraigne Prince. jichmMf 
is aduertifed^ and louing him flillwith paffion, diflembles his 
cry me and refolues to gaine him to himlelfe^to dif-ingage him 
from the Ptrfian^ and to content his ambition with any thing 
heecoulddeiirein his Empire. To this end hee fends for him 
to CcfifldntinopU ^ and ac bis ariuall gaue him the place of 
C7>-4»^ ^wr, which J^^r^^ had newly left , and with it the 
beft and richeft of this Bsffa*! fpoyles^Moreouer hepromifed 
to giue him the Sultana his Daughter in Marriage^ All thefe 
things are fignes of the great bountie of Achmag^ thus to 
honour a Traitor, who deferued . rather a (hamefull death ^ 
then the firft dignltie of t he Turkidi Empire* they ^iUUi' 
likefbrtbea teftinionie of the ingratitude of the fauourite ^ 
who will abufe them. .For an example that too indulgent a 
Prince to a notabjeTraitor , doth fdrnifli him with meanes 
to do worfe«i\^^jfiiir^beingnow Cr^ndVtzir £c with afluranc^ 
to be Sonne in law to his Mafter, goes oo horic-rbacke, and in 
qualitieofGenejrallef an Armie, leads the forces ofTurkey 
againft the Perfian^ enters with them into his ^Countrie ^ 
makesa generalifpoyle^aodfbrceth Ka Abbas , whoisKing 
at this Day^ to demaund apcace^and inthemeane time grants 
him a truce for (ix Monetbs^ . Hee parts from P^r/14, leading 
with him theEmbafladourof iT^ yf^^^y ^ hee^Qcnes to Cmt 
fiantinofle^ enters inpompe^heeis receiuednot oncly as the 
vanquiUier ofPerfia , but as the reftorer of the Otboman. 
cfta: e* The ciiflome ofTurkey binds the Baca's w hen they 
returne fiom their gOueriimepts, and the Generals of Armies 
from the Warre , to make a prdTenc vmo the Sultan^ Naffttf, 
at his comming exceedcs the magtiificence of all the Pre- 
fents that euer entrcd into the Strrail , fince the Turkea 
eftaic was fttlcd, forbefides a tboufand rarities which hee 
brought (tovti^erfia, to the SMltan his Maflcr % he prcfeptfirf 
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after married his Daughter« This is the afcene and height of 
his fortune : Behold the ddcent. Acbmat faw that iV ajfuftx • 
ceeded the ordinary, of all chc otheir.f^ir/ which hadferued 
bim^ that histreaitiredidequallhis, ifnot exceed it : Hecon. AurlvimM 
cduedajcalou fie (abundance of riches is many times crimi- opesprmcipUfi 
nail and offenfiueto Princes^ and growes into diftruft of his J.«Aa/^#9 
aaions. The if^/^V hauing foroe vent thereof by fome <^q^J£^, 
the t/ffdidrf^ t Eunucbcs of the Chamber , labour to in- ^rimnnicmu 
forme niro of ^he carriage of If a£kf^ The Bajf^t of Ba^ TnitM.iu 
bjlon knew mor« than any Man , they caufe him to come Atmtd* 
to Conftantinofh ^ and obtained fecret audience for him : 
This Man did plainly dilcouer vnto the Sultan ji\izt c>ie Baf- 
fdN4ff$ffhettzjtAbim^ for the wfeicbhec drew great Pen- 
fions trom the ^perfian, to whom hee wrote the iecrets of his 
mod tmporcanc afnthres^ t/4cbnuu wellinformedof thediC* 
loyalties of his Fauourite , re(blues not to Icaue them vnpu* 
ttifbed^and presently concludes his death:He giues thecharge 
to the tBfinngibaJfi , which is the grell Gardiner iNaf^f is 
aduertized by thcSuitdmi^ which was moftfauouredi being. 
his Pen(toaer ^ that tyichmat was much difcontented with 
bim : This amazeth bim ^ heefaines himfelfe ficke^ and keepes 
his bed; the Bofiangibaffi comts to his Lodging^and demands 
to (peake with him in the Suluns name, hee excufcd himfelfe 
vpon the diicommoditie of a violent purgation which crou« 
bled him: The f0/?ii»{/^4tr^pre(res it^ and eels him that hec 
would net returne vniill hee had ipoken with him ; chat the 
Sultan had commanded him to fee hini^in what eftate hewas^ 
& to learn from himfclfthe newcs of hishealth.Then Naffuf 
commanded they (hould fufl-er him to come : There the Bo^ 
Jtoffgitaffi cotnplca\€nts with him concerning his indifpofici. 
on^ and alTured him that he fliould befoone cured : he mighc 
boldly fpeake it^ feeing hee carried the itmedie in his pocket. 
Afcepfuchlike difcourfesofcourtcfie^ hedrewout of his poc- 
ket a commandcment from the Sultan written to Naffuf^ to 
fend him the Scales ofbis Empire. Najfuf obey ech ^ caufeth' 
them to be brought vnto his bed , wraps chem in his Hand- 
k«tcber^ fealcs them \?ithhis o wnc Seale^ and giuing them co^ 
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the BoSlangibdfsi kifles them , and intreats him toafliirc his 
Mafler, that he had kept them faithfully, and had ocuer lealed 
ianything which was againft his feruice:Thcn hce thought 
that thedifcontcntmeut whereof the ^/v/r^JMaduertized him 
would haueno other fequcU but to depriue him ofhis charge' 
which they call in this Court to be made Manful ^ and^ac 
by the helpe of his friends and theforce of money, hce might 
be reftored inafhorttime. His mifreckoning was not farre 
oW'^\\t BoSlangitafji^ being nowinpoiTcflfioiiof theSeakf 
of the Empire , drew forth another Commandcment to 
iV4fjfAr/from the fame Snltan ; to fendhimhis head:Then 
JNiijJufaxcA out, calling Heauen and Earth to witnefleof his 
innocencic; he dciiredtofpeake with theju/r^pr^and intreats 
the Boftangibasfito condu£l him* heexcufes himfcife^thac he 
had no other charge but to fee him ftcangled by ten or twelue 
Capigii which attended him : Vpon this refuuU he contefted 
long; but fceingtodeferre his end> was but toprolonghisdi- 
ikmperJtureandgriefe^ hcrefoluestodie^onlyheedeniands 
of thcgrcatGai^dinertofuffer himtogoeand vvafli himieife 
inaChamberneereby, to depart this World in the eft ate of 
puritie^according to the Turks beiiefe, which hold the waCh* 
ing of the body fbr the purification of the (ouIerThisgrace aL 
fo was denied him. Then he abandons his lifefo the Capigii 
who were about his bed : they put a cord about hisnecke^and 
not able to flrrangle himfofoecdily as they defired by reafon 
racit li intl ^^^^^ extraordinary fatncffc^oncof ihem drew aKnifcout of 
Hiurch B^okc ^*^ pockct, and cut his throat. Achmat would fee him dead, 
of his Annals to be ihc better afrured;and thenappointed his buriall among 
speakcsas the common people without any honour.

His 
Armory was furniSied with about a thoufand rich Swords, 
whereoftheleafthad the Hiltand Pomellof(iluer^andamid(l 
cfaismnnberfberewasoneallfet with Diamonds ^ yaluedac 
twegttf thoufand pounds (lerling money : The Cban^bers of 
his Lodging and his Wardrobej were richly hanged with Ta- 
peftry or Per^ii and C^irf: Many rich (tuffes of (ilke and 
gold excellently Wroiighc , did augment the quantity of his 
precious Moueabks i in his Stables were found aboue a thou- 
fand great Horfes of price, foure hundred and fortie Mares of 
Ar^UttAEgyft9 as beautiful as any Painter could repre- 
fenc,with chiathere were many thoufand Camels and Moiles 
for his B)iggagf whrnheetrauelled : In hisbafe Courts they 
tHimbtcdtmuidifedthoufandOxen^ Kine^and Sheepe: the 
number of his ilaueiexc^edfourcthoufand«Wirh this great 
wealth- he might haue done great good, if he had had a friend 
cogiuebimgQod dounfeI(but great profeerlties haue not any) 
who mieht nauecoiitaiiied himby wiie aduice^ within the 
limits ofhis^diltic; Tbtiis the Auours^and pomps of the Court 
pafle a Way* Thofe of Turkey , culpable of theleaft cry txics, 
yeathcfewhich are innocent are or no longer continuance.

roaJcs and ff oyJes which the Tartars made vpon rhcm on 

ihct l-de, aduancedthcprcjccl,und made them to haftcn the 
Worke. 

The fijnja- The principall Lawes vhder the wife conduft whereof 
iijcnrallLawcs they Iiuc,in the midft ofanafiTured peace, ful of allfclicitics, 
cnhcEftatc^ arc firfl, that the Scepter oftheRealmc of CAiWneuerfals to 

th: D.ibffc, and that the Males only and not the women fiic- 
cecd tothcCrovvne. Secondly, that no man of tlieCountrcy 
fiiall prcfumc to gee out of the Ports thereof to any forrcigne 
- r'^''f5i^yi^hoiitcxprcflcIeaueoftheKing himfclfe, andnotof 
hisOfliccis; and that no flrnngcrflialf be ndmittcd tocntcr^ 
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wkhoiitthclikelicenfcrivhcrcby they prcfcruc inviolably the 
purity of their good cuftonics3and with the hcipc of this great 
wall they hinder the entry of Strangers into the Realme^ and 
thciv cares keepe vices out ofthc Court, which in other places 
arefamiliar to Courtiers* . If happity any ftranger crcepes in 
amongft them, he is prelcntly difcouered of euery n[\an;for to 
thatendtheylongfincefetledacuftome amongft them, to 
caufe themto crufh and make flat the Nofes of their Children 
when they arc borne: So as all the Chinoi^ h^uc flat Nofes: 
Which makes a ftranger in their company fccme to haue a 
different countenance. Thirdly , the Charges and Offices of 
the Eftate ^ are not giuen but to very capable men , and in. 
dowed with rare and eminent qualities. That no Manfliall 
be held Noble, vnleife hebe vertuous. That the Children of 
«reatMen, cannotbc admitted to their Fathers Offices, nor 
haueany partintbeglory of theirReputation, if they dcenoc 
cquall or furpafle them, tying Nobility by this meancs to the 
perfon^andnottothebloud. Fourthly, that the Children of 
Merchants and Artificers how rich foeuer they be , cannot 
mount higher than their Fathers Trades ; vnlefle fome rich 
gift of the minde doth fo recommend fome one aboue the reft, 
as he may profitably ferue the Eftate and publique : Then,, 
and by the expreflc Jeaue of the King , after long ftudy.and 
many painfull exercifcs, he is made Loytias, that is tofty No- 
ble, with the luftre of a pompou^folemnitie; as we will ftiew 
in its place. Fifdy , that idienefle bee puniflied as a capital! 
crime; and tobaniftiitout oftheRcalme^they prohibit vpcn; 
great penalties, to giueAImesto thofe that fhall demand it;; 
tor thepooremaymed in their members, or afflii5)ed with 
difeafes^are font to theit Kinsfo^kes,whom the Law enioynes 
to taxethemfelucs, and tofumiftifood and other neceflaries* 
for ihtfe poorc affli(9ed people: If the Kinsfolkes be poorc,thc 
Kings Purfe and the publique Charity feedes them in Hofpi* 
tals; and other Houiesinftituted to that end,but the blind and 
the lame, which may Worke cate not the bread of thcpbore ; 
They force them to get their iiuings, turning Mils, and doing 
fiiber VVorkes. thegaine whereof fupplyts their ncceffitics.: 
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This great Kingdomc vtider theconduft of fo good Lawei ; 
licProuincc, jg gouerned by one SoucraigncKing^wIioIiues commonly iq 
Salfacc ^"^^ ProuiDCC o^T^guie, or Pagule, in the City oiTabin, o- 
' * xher wife called i*iy/?rfVxr , which fignifies in their language a 

City of Hcaucn : Marctu Paulm Venittu, calls it ^^5#^j, 
- the which isfo great, as it fils the ipiritofthofe that read the 
extent with admiration^andbcingbut afmalJpatcerneofthe 
Rcalme, flicwes plainly what the whole piece is: It hath in 
length as much as a man can well goe in a day on horfeback^ 
from one gate vneo another:The bredth is halfe as much^and 
the circuit moftvaft : The Suburbes which are many con- 
t a ine altogether as much as the City : The C^inok haue here« 
tofore leuicd in this Towne vporr vrgent necellities^ of an im«. 
porrantWarre, an hundred thoufand foot, and an hundred 
thoufand horfe. I was prefcnc in theyeare i d 1 6| when as a 
/Vrww/y^^Icfuit newly come from China, ^ related vnto the 
King, being in the Z«*t/f7-, the wonders of this Royal 1 City; 
he gaue it in length twice as much, as is from l^arts to Pon^ 
r^/^, which is feuen French Leagues : The rarities which hec 
fpakeof, are conformable to the Hiftory;he fliewed himfelfe 
in the Kings Cabbinet, attired after the manner of C^/»ii^ 
whereof the habit wasplcafing. There are three royall PaU 
laces biiiltin this great City, theone at the entry towards the 
£aft^ the other in the midft, and the third ac the other end to. 
wardsthe Weft: ThcKingof Cfei»4 hath made choice of the 
firfl for-hisManfion , of (o vaft a greatnefle, that to fee the 
particularities , a man cannot imploy leffe than foure whole 
day es : It is wholy enuironed with {euen great and fpacious 
Wallc?, foas within the diftance of one from another , there 
are eaiily lodged ten thouftnd Souldiers , which make the or- 
dinary Guard of thcPallace. The number of goodly Cham- 
bers^ rich Wardrobes^ and precious Cabbinets, amount to a- 
boue (iue hundred* There are thtce(cox£ and nineteene Hals^ 
ajl richly built with adfnirable Art; foure of which are moft 
remarkablein thisPalace:Thefirftis of metallcftft,curioufly 
wrought , with a great number of figure^ : The fccopd hath 
thefloore and ktht^g made of fiJujr of great value^ (he third 
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is of mafTiueGold^ excellently enameled :But the luftre^beau* 
tiCi and yakicof the fourth doth farre exceed the other three : 
It is beautiBed with manylewels of price : within it there 
(hines a Royall Throne all couered with Diamonds , and a 
great numberof Carbuncles , the which with other precious 
lloines giucs fuch a light , as the Hail is as light in the darkeft 
Night, as if there were many Torches burning : This fourth 

. is called the Hall of the KingsTreafu remand fo it comaines it. 
In thcfefoure Halls the King giucs audienccto the EmbafHtt 
dours of Forreigne Princes, and meafures the honour which 
he will .doe them at their reception in thcfe Halls; For thofeof 
meaner Princes bis Tributaries, are not receiued butinth^ 
firft Hall:Tho(ethat]aremoreeminenclnt, hefccond i &fucfi 
as ceme from great Kings which doe not acknowledge him: 
inthecbirdand fourth. Hee al(b keepes his Court inthefe 
Halls , and giues audience there to the principall Officers of 
hisCrowne* 

C>?f4r;ofUM'^i5//wQucene Mother to the King, thcho- ApreHmfrc 
nour and admiration ot her age, who by the luftrcof her rare *^^ ^^^^ 

. and incomparable vcrtues ; hath carried the glory of bcr j:fanct toti 
Name, to the moft remote Regions of the Earth , fent him in King ohbhu 
the y care 1 6 1 6, a (lately Prcfent of rich Tapeftric , and her 
great pictie had no other defigne in thisPrcfcnr, but the glory 
and honour of him who had made her the greateft Princcm? 
in the World : for (hee did it to the end , this Prince fhould 
giueriiorefreeacceffe to thofc that went intohisReaJme, to 
lurne their foulcs from the falfc worlhip of Idols, by the 
light of the GofpcU, and to put them intncwayofthcirfaL 
nation* Hee which had charge to-^prefent it, whichwasthis 
F lemming of whom wchauefpoken, aifuredmee, that the 
King of C^mii would caufe a tich Hall to be built of purpofe, 
proportionable to theTapeftry , wherwich hee would hang 
itj and would efteeme it the richeft Moueableof his Pallace : 
For C^s;94 which hath before VJ found out thegoodlicfl in- 

uentions of Art, hath not yet rhar of rich Tapeftry .This ftate- 
ly Pallace doth furnifli the King with the delights of walkes; 
he htf h goodly Gardens enameled with all forts of Flowre^^ 
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v/aucd with goodly Fountaincs, whereas thcfwcct murmur 
of their boyling fprings, fummonsthc birds with their notes 
CO make a naturall confort of pleafingMufiquejIn thcirgood- 
ly Allies, bee charmcs the troubles and cares which folio w 
Royahic, and grow vnder Crowncs.The number of the wo- 
men which heentcrtaines^ are his moft ordinary Company; 
He takes delight to contemplate^ in their fairecountenances^ 
more Rofes aiid Flowers than his Gardens doe produce^ On 
the fideof theie Gardens arc many goodly Orchards^ which 
ycelds all forts of delightfuU fruits * and £irthcr ofF, extend 
great Woods^fomccut^others of high grownc trees,y/hereas 
vfemtimes he takes his pleafure in hunting.They are enuironed 
in feme places^with manv large Pools^ all couered >;vith wild 
fewle^amidft the which the Swans which couer their hideous 
biacke skins with white feathers , feeme the moft beautifull 
Tntothe Prince^and doth (ilently teach him a wifelcfibn^tbac 
goodlieft (he wes in the World and Coart^couer many defor« 
' snities and hide treacheries* The Kings of C^Mf^haueoftcn 
tried it: The diuiHons of their Eftate, the troubles thereof 
which haue continued one and fourtic yeares , the Treafons 
and MaiTacres which haue beene committed euenvpon their 
Kings peribns, vnder the vnfbrtunate Raignes of Tiusthei^ 
ZoHfiy Qfiirgej^ Qfiiancj, and J* ^iy/rf|aretruc tcftimooics in 
their HiRories. 

This is the reafon why at this day ^ they itue fo retired in 
theirgi^catPallacc&j and in (teed of Pages and Gentlemen 
Attendants^they areferuedonly by women^with whom cbey 
vfually conuerle^they commit the care of their bceeding ynto 
them,& relievpoH them for the preferuation of their healths: 
Not but that their perfons are guarded by men : There are as 
we haue faidj ten thoufand men ^ armed in guard without the 
Royall Pallace, befides thoie whichare at the Gates ^ and 
vpontheftaires of thefamePallace^ and likewifeinthe Hals. 
For the Princes of China hauenoc beefie free from the malice 
of women* King Tronfin^ furprized with the rate beautie of 
his Fathers Widdow,found by bispurfuit^in the Taine enioy- 
in|of his loue^ thelofTeof hisllfe. Thisgoodly Q^ceoccaU 
IcQ ("anf e^y^ho wason^ofthemiferiesof theSute. weuie 
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of thetrout^lcsoftbeWorld, and the vanities of the Court 
abandoned them after the death of the King her husband^ to 
enjoy quiet- and reft farre from thcm^ in th e which a foule en- 
joying it felfe finds happineiTe and felicltie: She (hut herfelfe 
into a Monaftery of Religious women of Chins^m the which 
theDeuili^ vnderthe worfhip of Idols^ caufeth himiclfeto be 
adored by the goodlieft women of the Eaft : There laying at 
his feet the Crowne (he had Vpon her head» (he put on a Vaile 
like vnto the reft^and did Hue in^tbe Hmplidcieof chis Order.^ 
Tvnfin her fonne jn Law ^ who was a sreacer wor&ipper of 
her alluremeftts than {he wasof her faiieGodsj is aduercifed; 
andfbllowesher: toferueforancxample, that Kingsafwell 
asothermen^liueinthe thing beloued ; be enteruiQesherat 
a Grate^ Courts her. and perfwadc^her to leaue her vaile,and 
to refume the Roy all Crowne vpon her head the fecond time: 
Sheeheareshim. bdeeueshim^ and going out of the Mona* 
llery, makes it knowtie that many, times theDeuotionsof 
Women are like Veflels of Chryftall^ which brcake with the 
firft knocke: Ae marries him« B ut what good can haroen by 
this inconftantdiuerfioti and change, from the World to a 
Cloyfitr ^ and from aQoyfter to the World : DoubtlefTcyA 
vromad willingly vnfrockt 3 is a dangerous Creature in a 
SiateoraJFami^# C^ufextSamt% the Ambition which ibee 
bad trodden vnaerroot^ andtoRaigneaionevnderthenamo 

ef her infant SotiDe,/hecaufed King TVvi^iv her husband to 
beflainithcftbdngSlifiris of her willafwel as of theRealme^ 
fiie Abandons hcrReafbnj her Honour , and the glory of her 
Majefiy toherlaiciuiouspafliod: fliee became Wifeto many 
Husbands^ or Friends : There was no great Man in Courts to 
wliomiier .Xmbradnes virert notallowed^yea, oflfiered* This 
filtbylifeof aPrincme, who (houldhauebeene an example 
ef vertue in the State , offended all the World as a publique 
fo^aU : Shcecouers it in ibmeibrc, and marries againe^ but 
jBO continue her diferders, Ihe weds a man of not wi>i^th , who 
iallowcs any thing. Vices follow one another * %bm Jthis in^ 
continent andluHfuUlife^ fbee fals tocruelty : hcrchildreti 
jnpie careful! of honour than hericlfe^ tcftifiecnly by their 
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forrow, tli« g>^i^^« ^^^ ^^^^ ^°^ ^^^ badcarriage : (he ca^fech 
ihcm CO bcmurthcrcd ; to aduance vnto the Crowncof Cbi^ 
na a Nephew of hers, who was a fupport and countenance to 
hcrluftjin the which (he had raigncd forticyearcs.toolong a 
cime for To lewd a womanJn the end the Chin&U^tovi wearv 
of her dif:rders : They fend far a bafc lonnc of her Husbands, 
they crowne him, and acknowledge him for their King :His 
name was T^^f^* , heefeized vpon thisimpodentwoman^ 
caiifcdhcrProce(retobcmadc,and put to death by the hand 
of an Executioner. This was the end of the PrinccfTc Camfe'^ 
who had becnc thecaufcoffomany di(brdetsintheState^and 
was in the end checaufe of her (hamefull ruine. 

But thcKingsof C^/Mhaue for thefe latter ages ^ liued 
wiuch retired in their Ihtely Pallaces.There hath beene(biTie 
whicKhauenelier gone forth in publique^but on thedaythac 
he wascrowned King, and tookethc accuftomedoath : If chc 
people fee him at any time, it is thorough a glade windows 
They fay they doe it to preferue their Royal! Dignity , and 
therefpe^ which is due vnto them, and moreouer toauoid 
thcTreafbns which may bepradized againft them«Tbis kind 
of huingthus clofe^dothnotdiminifh meloue and retierence^ 
which the people owe vnco their perfons i For the Goner- 
nours and Magiflrates know how to maintaine it 3 and to 
oiakc them obferue it:and moreouer in the principaii Townes 
ofthcProuincesofchcRealme,\vh^rcaiihcVice-roycsmakc 
their Refidence, tbey-haue beene accuAomed to hane vp 
in a publique place a rich Table of pure gold \ in the wnich 
the portraice of the King is reprefented to thelife^vailed with 
a ciirtaine imbroy dercd with gofd r The Loytids , which.are 
the Kni^hts^aodtheOflficers of lufticegoe daily befereit to 
make lo we fubmifliueReuerences , giuing Tnto thepublique 
this example of an exteriour refpeA towards their Soue^ 
raigne, whichmanytimesdoth excite an inward Ioue« Thr 
dayesof folamne Feafts^ which they celebrate at the neiv 
Moone of aiery Monetb , they vnuailethis Table: Thepeoi 
pic fee it plainly, and euery man runs tofaluteit* 
1^ In thcpcrpecuall abode of thefe deiightfuii Pallaccs, the 
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Mdfiarchcs of China , hauc no otbci cornier fa rion^ nor ordi- 
nary company but Women; For befides thofe which feruc ''"^^^ ^*"8s^* 
him, which arc many in niimbcr^they hauc thirty Concubins, MarriagcL ' 
thefairclhhatcan be found in all their Kingdomc , and one 
only Qjiecne which they marry y and make companion of 
ihcir Sccpce^ They vitirc zccuflomed in old time, when they 
hadawiiltoroary,toimiiteallthcKmghwand Noblemen 
of the Court, to a Rcy all and folemneFeaft, commanding, 
them to bring v;it!i them their Sonnes and Daughters : They 
did it, with a de/?ghe co lodge fomc oncofrhdf Daughters in .

ibefc women thus vailed by the hand , and leadi her, without 
difcouering her face^ prefently to his houfe , where they fee 
what chance bath giuen them, and foonetry whether thede« 
ceafed Priiice hath bequeathed them a pleafing or importune 
Legacie; for from that time they hold them % cheir'wiues.

husbands morecauie to cherifli thon^than to put thcmoutof 
their Families ; The merit of their vertuehath brought the 
glory of their Reputation into our Countries^ they which ace 
fo remote from vs (b many thoufand Leagues ^ and dwell in 
the extremity of the World ; for an example to fcrtupus Ism 
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dies, that the rcnowmc of their pcrfeJlions fhall be ncuer ex- 
tinct. The vcrtucof thcfe Ladies of China ^ being growne 
with thcni is become fofolid with time: For from their in- 
fancies,thcy breed them vp inthclouc of hone/ly^and the ha- 
tred of vice ; they (hut them vp perpetually ^and iraploy them 
wichoutceafiag, to the end that Idienefle the nur(ing mother 
of Vices, mollifying their fpirits , iliould not draw them into 
fome ditbrder. This caretobreed them vp in this manner^ is 
cxpreliy commanded to Parents^ by a Law which hath beene 
inuioiabiy obferued for many ages^ iti theRealmeof Chin^i^ 
cftabliflied by the firft King which fwayed the Scepter,€all€d '^^ ^"P^^ 
Vitej. This Prioce knowing that the idlcneffe of wcmeti P^^y"«?"' 
had becne thecaufe of great diforders.which had ru ined Com- 
mon^ weales^ouerrkrawne wholeEftates^and in his time had 
jcroubled many.ficalmfs ; Hee ordained vpon great penalties^ 
tbattheWiucsof Asttzansihould'worke ou their husbands 
;Trades;afid thofe of other men (hould impley themfehies with 
vvoikesoftheNeedlejOrto (pifine Lionen« This Lawvv^^ 
foflri^ly obferued. ashewould hauehlsowiie Wife obey its

bcr feife, who at this day wearesthe Crowne of that Realms 
is continually bnOe snibinning of Gold aadSilke or to make 
fomc rich worke with the Need Je ^ which femes for an Orna- 
ment to the i^icar of her vaine Idols.

This Bird whom they haue held to be the 
Meifenger of Warre , and carries the lightning of Heauen;

Caire^ and let the Patten fall at the Kings feet, who then go- 
tierned Egypt, This Prince judging of the forme of the foote 
by the SiK>oe, which was >;voiiQexifidlbule, and by the foote

their Prince, whocookeher to Wife* Thusthe Eafternbeau- 
ties haue little feet, andfe>mthis fooIijQi opinion, thewife 
^ Politicians of Chin^hzxxt drawhe this benefit ^ thereby (d 
cotitain the women in their houlei#Theyaccncacljr and richly 
Ik • ^iA *^rired in Silke and Gold : Pearles, Dianeiond% and wbatlo^ 
^"^^PP*' -«"«ttccoucioufiieffeofmendotbfifliftria the Seas, and 
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digge cut of thcMines , is as itiuch in vfc chcrcas in Europe. 
Their habits arc in fcHiic fort like tothofcof theSpanifh La- 
dies^ and their rich attires of their head are not borrowed^ 
they are made of their owne haire y arcificiaily pleaccd , and 
wreathed with little trefles of gold , and rais'd co the top of 
theirbeads infbrmcofaCrtfwoe, bound about with a baQ4 
couered mih precious flon^ : All thisPompe although it de- 
pends of the vanity of the World 9 is not withftanding agree- 
able with their Chafticies; for they haueal vvaycs badj^as woe 
hauefaid^theglorytobevcrycbaft* . 

The Kingsof Ci&»/4 neuer die without iflTue Maic:thenun(l« TlicKing o( 
ber of the women^ whereof we haue formerly Ipoken^furniQi tblnai chil- 
themheires enough for their Crownc.Thcfirtt which is borne ^rcn,andth 
ofanyof thofc, is the lawfollSucceffour of the Eftacc: ^^^ll^l^f^^ 
reft arc bred vp with all the Princes of the Roy all bloud , in °" ^^^ 
Cities remote from the Court, which the King hath afligned 
tbem^r their portioftSywhere they Hue with allfons of piqu 
iures and delights in ftacely Pallaces. But they are forbidden 
Tponpainc of death togoe outof thefePaliaces, and to come 
to Court) vnlcfle theKing cftls tbem:The mpft buiie and adtiuc 
cannot goefrom tb^kPaUaoes, vnlcfle they will incurrc the 
penaltie : Yet theft prohibitions doe 00 vi^y dimioifh the re- 
IpeA^ which they owe vnto their, peribns: The Gpueroours 
oftheProuinccaDdTownes, areboundto goeand viHt thcin 
vpon allFeftiualidaycs^' wbicbF ate the firft daye^of euery 
Moone:Ifthey or i!heM«giftratcs paffc aflihorfebackebefbiap 
their lodgings tbey ought in reuercnceto light, and if they be 
in their Chaires^ to goe out of them^ and goe on foot yi ithqut 
crainC'6rpqmpe^YQtill.tbeybepaftthe Lodgings; thegates 
wbvtwf^'MtAccDctnomah^iboiiU igoopd^ce^ are 

ptitltcut^i^^tfabfaotbur of the PrittccsXiji^y .Thus the eft^&e 
of ^iir^^yoyf th (farre ftom the troubles of Ciuill Warrc) 
thefweecndTeof peace: and the Princes ofthebloudRoyall, 
liwfiiTft'frOna the troubles of the Court , in fafety of their 
^rfiAit^^n tbemidft ofaUpItafiitesand tccreations^rcfpeSed 
tn<ibronMre4«s Dcmi^ixiffy Mutboutany eaifeof the affaires 
i>fthe Prouince wherein they liue .^^^t ihould in any fort 
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trouble thccatmcand tranquillity which they enjoy, 
'he Courriera The Courtiers of the Kinjg of ChifMZX^zliLoytids^^zivg 
ickma^ to fay Knights .'They arc ontwo forts : The one are by the 
mti it of Learning , the others by the valour of Amies : And 
you fiiall not fee in all this number, that the blind rafhnefle of 
Fortune^ or thefauour of the Court hath aduanced any to this 
Dignity : They motmt by the degrees of vertuc; the which 
0jiufs by guides the one in this manner.Thegenerall Vifiters whoan the 
«r]itng» King ^by th^ aduice of his Councell) fends euery third yeare 
throughout all the Prouinces of his Kingdomc^ in che ex ecu- 
tionof theirCommiffions, they haue nothiflgfo much re- 
commend ed vnto them, as to fee the yong men which are bred 
vp in Colledgcs^ to make them capable to ferue the pubJique* 
They examine them, choofe the beft wits, and hauing found 
them capable to be imployed therein, they makcthem Loym. 
ft as in the Kings behalfe/that is to fay. Knights, giuingcheoi 
both the Priuiledges and Enfigncs; tnefc are^a Girdle of gold 
and filuer, and the Hat garniihed with two Brooches of gold 
In fa (hion of a Palme, hauing two labels faangingbebind^iike 
thofc of a Bifliops Mitre : They caufe tbeoi to cake a folcmne 
Oath, which is to feme the King and Piihtique faithfully and 
ca refully in thofe charges wherewith they fiiall be honoured: 
That in the exercife thereof , they fliall not take any Prefent 
from any perfonwhatfoeuer, but fiiail content them^ues^ 
withthe Peniion which cbe King (hall giuc diem , . beingitit. 
ficient to fupply tbck oci^fficies, and die luftre 0f chcic Dig, 
ntties. The fomft an4 tnagnilBcence which is obftrued 
when they mffke thcfe ntwKnighis , teSifie a publique loy; • 
that Vertue is^ aduancedtocharges of Hofnour , and tbcEm. 
pire (h^n'bcf fettled and gbttcrnedbyableaad fuffic^entnaccb 
Then diefb Lgtm goe- with the new Matkas of dxiir. Dew 
Dignities to Court^tney vifit che cliiefeof the KiogiCouncctly 
and the other Mimfters of the State j che& xcceiuecheni and 
imbrace chem; their Names are prefaitlyencrcdtetOraBoal^ 
which fcrues t<» cbac V&: They are commanded to ftft jr io 
Court, vntill therebe fomeplaces void, whereunio ibeymajK 
bepreferredt In thcmcunettm^chcy poliih chcmielucsi and 
f addo* 
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addcvfttothcirlcarningthcpradlkcof the World, making 
thcmfclircs capable to doc well: when as occaHofls arc offered 
to aduaaoe them, fome arc fcnt Gouernours into a Prouinc^, 
ochersaremadcLieuteoants in another , and foineareSoue- 
raignc ludges* Theother fort of Lojtias or Knights arc made loytlas by 
of grace (as the Chinoiihy) and by thcvciliof the King, Armcs^ 
which arc thcTrcafurcrsof thcRcalme^and theold Captaines 
which haue ferued worthily. But I doe not fee any extraor^ 
dinaryfauour, in this fecond Creation of Knights: For aL 
though thefe bee not made by examination , lik? the others, 
who are learned ) wlut Grace doe they vnco them , togiue 
them that which tlvcir valour hath well defcrued, in the oidi* 
nary hazards and dangers of warre: For the Law of the 
Court of China 9 dothnotrefufctoanyman the recompence 
of his valour : Tbcmeaneft Souldier may pretend it, and ob« 
taine it : If they (hould fee in C^in^ ^ Souldier lamed in the 
Trenches ^ to mreduced to that mifcry as to crauc Almes in 
the ftreet , they would impute it a crime to him thatihould 
fuffer it^ and tbcRcalmc would hold it felfc vn worthy to haue 
men to ferue it at need* Theie laft Knights are neuer aduan- 
ced to thcgoucrnmcnt of Prouinces or To wns^the Law of the 
Sutegiucsthjemtothofe that tre learned^ who arc within 
their J^almc efteemcd abouc all other things. Theie Lojtias 
or Courtiers,areordfnarily attired in Silkes of diners colours; 
They haue Robca and Caiibcks which coHcr them: TheCao« Their habks, 
ucfrHHirs^andfuch as haue the principal! charges in the ftatc, 
weare theirCaflocks embroydercd wi^h gold and filuer ftom 
the Girdledownwardi: They haue all long Bonnets: They 
weare on the Crowneof their heads a cuft of long haire arti» 
ficially pleated and woucn with gold .Superftit ion thcMiflris 
of their fpirits y hath, aduiicd than this kind of Periwicks t 
They bdceue that ac their death they.flutU be. pulled vpto 
Heauen by this handfull of haire: Their PricRs more proud 
than fo 9 weare not any but are all (hauen : For they 
preach that they haue power Q}Ough by themeritoiftheir con** 
^iitipti, to mount vp iotp Heau^ of themfelues, and opt cobe 
•xlravvnc ¥p forcibly by the hair^iBut they all labpur in vainei 
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(icaucn rccciucs no IJclatcrs , whether they hauc long hairc 
crnoncarail.ThcfcCourmrs doe alfo weare the Nailesof 
their Icfc hand extraordinary long , with the like deHgneaa 
the hairc ^ as if they muft Tciaulcor fcrannblc tegoc vpinco 
Hcaucn. Certainly the Court hath bccncalwayes the abode 
of many foolcs,an(i the Courtiers fpirits forge firange and ri- 
diculous imaginations. I haue obicrued this diflFermcein their 
Hiftorie, thatthefemen v/ich long Nailcs doe not (crape and 
actfomuch, as ihofeof other Countries which hauc fliorter. 
TheirLaoguagexsvcry much poliflied, and differs whoiy 
trotn that of theothcr men of China. Their ordinary cntcr- 
cainaient when they are together^ isnocaseir&-whereof fri-^ 
uolous and idle fubjedls, nor of the flumefiill encounters of 
the Blchy exerciics of a Brothell houfe ; but of poiirique af^ 
feires : They propound Queftions of Eftace , they fticw the 
mea nes to prdcrue a Realme ^ they deliuer thofe which fer ue 
CO incr.cafc it; and fonific their difcourics wichfbmeexamplcs 
drawnc out of their Hittory.Their carriage is gratie^and their 
Iteircoing countenance ferious. When they goc forth in publique^ they 
)rih in pub- are carried in rich Chaires of luory : They aiwayes bold their 
qnct. eyes fixed vpon one thing, with that feuerity which hath bin 

taught them from tbeir infancie :- Their Guards and feruants 
are about them , and cl>eir Friends follow them; They lead 
many Horfes of ihe w after them ^ and they carry many Para-, 
fbls CO defnid them from the heateand diicommodity of the 
Sunne : If they be aduancedw any charge or gouemnicm in 
thcEftate,manyOflGccrs0f lufticcmardi before them, to 
make way : Some carry great Reeds batdned in the fire ^ to 
punifhthofi: which in their way fhall be found conuiAedof 
any light infoiency ; One of the troupe carries at hisbreft a 
Table fringed with gold, inthe which is written in great let- 
ters, his power which mareheth with this pompe. When 
n^cir manner ih^feCOurtitrs meet, theyfaluteoneanotherinthis manner: 
>tumwuoA, xheyftretchout their Armes, and bend them like a Bow, 
then they imeriace their fingers one within another, & make 
a low reuerence^acconopanied with ibmebeneftcotyipleoieAt^. 
• as this I If- i^QuU 04 t^JUjJind en^fiwsiofirwjen m Jdeeta 
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erxour^tcr your ferfon , IwouUteftifie'vrJtojOHfiacerelyhoy^ 
TKHthl^m jours , And ^ould ling the tmoJI contented Tuan of 
the Cottrt, Thty alfo fay often*: IwJbjoH aU forts offelict^ 
tiesynotjo much asjottr vertnofn merit , (the World hath not 
ftifficient^ that rvere to wijh an imfojfthle thing)but as t»nch as 
a mfinmaihane . The complement cndcd^ they ft and long in 
a courteousdebate who fhali pait firft to continue his \vay». 
Themen of meaner condition , as fimpleBurgeflcs^ vfc this 
manner in tlieir Salutations: They clalpc the left hand, and: 
couer it with the right, and carry both vnto their brcfts, ma- 
king a low teuctence,and pray him whom they falutc, to be- 
lieuc that tbeirfri<ndftiip,i5 not only in the cxteriour fliew of 
thcCercmbny , but hath alio its principal! featin thehcarr^ 
v/hercthcy fweare tbey wiU prefer ue it inuioIabJy : This (fo- 
ken they pafTc on^and continue their way.DoubtleiTe there is 
net any Natibn^ how rude and barbarous focuer, which hath 
not receined thelawes ofcourtefie^ and embraced them;,and 
they which at this day rejedl them rafhiy ^ are barbarous 
^irits, and haue nothing of a man but the outward fhew* 
When the diftance ofplaces where they are, hinders the com* 
plement, and entertainment by mouth, they doe it by mifliuc xheirMlffk 
letters, with theneatneflaiofthe Court of C/^iVz-f* They gild betters, 
allthemaTgcntofthcirpaper, which 1$ moft fine , made of 
Reeds, tbey limiic it, and write in the midft , what itheir af- 
dfe6lionsorcour»fie« doth dilate: They put vp their Letter 
Without feaiing in apurfemadeafthe(amepaptr, daintily 
gilt aiul painted, and fofiwlc it vp : ThefeJMifliucs thus git 
are fold by thcBook-fellertiftFthc Court, yea ready wsitcen^ 
fo, as there remaynes nothingto doe but to figne them , and 
the vie is ibordinary among the Courtiers,a5 they themfelues 
in their Vifications,giuc them one yntb another fdr t lie grea- 
ter affuranccof their friend ihip: For the complements which 
arebut by words,1>»»c no othei^ Ai{^rt but winde, and they 
which are by %vritiflg , remayne for a gage of that they pro*- 
mife.Thus by Aerulesof courtcGc, and the ftriA obfcruancc- 
'^cfthcl'aw«tiftfteRealme,thefe Courtiers of G/?*;ailiuein 
'^ietneffeandftfiKeytiiK! their difcretton hath banithed fiom 
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the Courc,clicraflincfleof ill grounded quarrels^and the fury 
cf Duels : Yec infblencte which hath brought other vices into 
theCo::rr,bath kept her place to induce the oioH fulceptible of 
her Counfels to offend others by words : The which happens 
Ibmetimes aniongft them^when as they fpeakeinjuries which 
are as ridiculous to vs^ as they are(eo/ible to them , for that 
they groimd the offence vpon the Oracles of their Religion ; 
for oncof their Propbefies threatens their tranquillitie with 
troubles in ihisknk z-Ti^ai a d:ij wit come when thej[hallbe 
(ubieilto mcn-mhichhaMe long Bedrds ^ fyftjuilinNofes^ and 
^reat Eyes Uksvmto Cats eyes. Thus^ thefe mendc(cribed ia 
this manner, being odious vnto them In opinbn^ when they 
will doe an affront to any one^they call him Cats eyes, which 
among them is the greateft injury that can be done f nto the 
honour of an honcil man. When as in the commerce of the 
Court ^ their ambition purfuesany bufincffe , they dcfire to 
know the eueiit before they come, and to this end they ca ft 
cheirordinary lot^ which they vfe in this manner :Thcy hau e 
cwo little pceces of wood like two Nutfliels tied together 
withalittlethread» and when as they hauecallfdYponthe 
ailiftance of their IdoU^they cafi them in its prefcnce :If thefc 
pecccs of wood, fall with the hoUow parts vpon theground, 
they hope for the accompli/hment of their willies in their af* 
fa ires; but if the hoUpw parts be vpwards, ^tftey vomit out all 
kinds of Injuries againft their IdoU, and begin to caft the lot 
againc; but if it doth not encounter weU 5-they taketheldoll 
and bea te it, put it in the water^ and many times broyle it id 
el)c fi rc,and continue flill their lot vntiU it oc iauDurabJe vara 
them ; then they take the Idoll, imbraceit| and let it with all 
honour vpon its Altar, they fing Hymncs vnto it, and offer ic 
Wine and the aioft exquiiite meats they can find.Certainly in 
the madneflcrof thefeCourtietspf ^i&i»4 , wefeeinlbme iojs 
the portraite of the impietie of fome others wbii;h litic inn 
bctterKeIigion;whointhedifordcrofthciraffaires,chaIlenge 
innocent Heauen as guilty of their misfortunes^ Thefe Cout> 
tiers of ^i3t„^ hauc another kindof Jot.: Tfcey ia/lintt) a vet 
W 7"^^jr littfc-aiifke?, vjon dthcxiof wM^ itjj^^tltu 
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ter (^f chcir Alphabet^ and when as chcy haue well fhaken che 
veflell , they draw out one by the hand of a liulcchiidc , and 
looke wich what letter ic is marked y chen they fearch in a 
Booke the leafe which begins with that letter , they rcade it,, 
and interpret that which they ^vA written therin^to thcgood 
or bad fuccefleoftheir affaires, Thus men are men^ancilii all 
places the Court is a Sca^ where as Ambition faylcs and Ia« 
beurs withOares towards the accomplifhnicnt of her de- 
(ignes^andfpares not any kindeof inuention toarcaine vnto 
it, howiinkkrfoeucrkbe. Their deuotion which hath no--. . , 
thing forobjc^ but wood and ftonc^ cut and fafbioned into ^^^^ ^^^ 
Idols, is alfo a Courtier, that is to fay. Cold, done foi Eaihica 
fake , and with negligence : And their Sacrifices are in fomc 
ibrt the Image of loue fit for Courtiers, They recainc vnca 
tfaemrclucs cnebeft part of chat which thev o&er,and giue yn- 
to their gods that which they would refufc themfclues Jf they 
kiJla Heyfer or Boare,they offer vnto the Altar only the tips 
of cheir cares i If they facrificeFowle , they offer theclawes 
andbils, and eateallthe reft: They prefent great vefTels o£ 
wiiie^butthemrelue&drinkeit^ after they haue cpnfecrated, 
aftdpowred forth ibme few drops : for in Court all is for 
tbcmfelues, and nothing for Heauen« The Hiftory &<^cu^<^^^t|^< z^- ^ 
them to faile of their faith and promife : Ic fayes they doe not . '"^ 
sneafure the continuance but by their priuate incercfts^ and 
doc not kcepc it but i[^ Jioog. ^ 4>cy lift . r B ucvvha t good can 
you ezpcA from mqiatid Courtiers, who alvyayes wallov^ 
in delights: The fertility of the ibyle 9 the fwcec temper of the 
AirCj thetraoqailliqr of the State , the abundance of riches,, 
and withall thcfalihood of their idolatrous Religion ^ do(h 
pkpge t^em into.all ifbruofpleafure^, capitall Enemies fo.^.. . .^^ 
ycruic: They which affloifl voluptuous of their trpupe,are. ^ ^ % 
the Lopias of learning, whole condition and their ordinary' 
imployinenty in more important affaires of State, keepe al. 
wjayf i iniabour aq^.cxqrcife wiiich bcingoficfc^jjQ«i^ 
fOfnp^bl^jwUtii^^ w the children of Idkn wc', fnj^^hers ^^^^ ^^^ 
thcmjiM their birth. When tbcie Courtiers trauelljn the ches with ^ 
iCounueyj they loakc v&ot jCarochci \vhicb goe with faylcs fayjet^ 
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vpon the Land » as well, atidinamanncrasfwifdyasfliip$ 
vponthcSca; For an example that the windcdriucs, guides 
and gouerncs all in Court : And if in C^na the Coaches of 
great men goc with fayles, in other places the fpirits of Cour- 
tiers goe with the wind: For if the world bcnotb:ng butva-* 
niciCjthe Court which is the quinteflfcnce^fcls^giucSjfollowcs, 
and adores the winde. 

ThcKingof C^i^rfisferucdand followed by fijchCour- 
tieis; but his Councell , makes the founder and better part of 
his Court : For Kings cannot be without ic, being Cvvhen ic 
jc King* ^^ good) ^be prefcruatioa,yea,thc incrcafc of their Eftate^and 
)ur.ceU. without Councell the moft povverfull Monarches loofeand 
ruincthcmfelucs,by the weight of their ownegreatneffc.The 
King of China makes choice of bis Counfeilours among the 
mott learned , of greateft experience, and the wifcft of his 
Realme : In the choice and elcdi^ioo which he makes, fauour 
hath no voice, only merit and vertue fpeake: For thisPrince 
doth pra^life as well asanyMonarch of the earth, theaduice 
of the wifeftof Kings, who counfels hislike, Nottoadmif $h^ 
to their ^onnfell^ Spirit sill fndde\ ignorant andvnadiiifed, 
who carry themfelttes where their fajfions drine them/Tht 
Counfeilours of the Eftatc in Cbiaa , muft^with thehoncftic 
of their liues, and the integritieof their manners, be learned 
inthcLawcs of the Realme, and hauc^ taken the degree of 
Lojtias J thc/inuR be learned in Natwrril and Morajfpftilo- 
fophy, and well fcene hi Judiciary Aftrbldgy. Their Reflgion 
cxprefly requires this laft part,for that (&Ah it) they which 
5ireattlieHelmeofanEftate,(hciuidby their knowledge hauc 
an eye to the future; forcfec the tempefls and ftormes, auoid 
the Rock^s, preferuB t hemfcIucsfrdrnfliipHf^ckc]- aiid gutdi 
-their (hip happily^ They are thirteehe ftintirtiwr, cy^lae 
Counfeilours^ whom they call Auditours; and aPrefident, 
which is among them tis tne Cbancclleur with vs . Jhqr He in 
CountelHtittieRoy^ltPallace^theHaN wbere^ft^j^^ 
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China; there are t welue ftatel v chalits fet for ilhtir furi£fil6nf, 
fix of maflfuc fiiuer,and fix orpurcgokij In the midfi where- 
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ofvndcraclothofEftatcof cloth of gold, beautified with 
two Serpents wreathed together of gold, which are (he royall 
Armes, (hines a feate or pure gold cnrichc with precious 
flones, in the which the Prcfidcnt of the Counccll fits^or the 
great Chanccilour of ^hi»4. This worthy preparation for 
thefe Counfellours of State is proportionable to the fubjc^ 
wherein they dcale: For if Councelt be a certaine diuinc anct 
facred thing , as flowing from God y wee muft not hold it 
ftrange, if in China they honour it in likcfort* Thefe men in 
thefe rich feats^giue the bed and (bundcft aduice ^r tbeglofif 
of their Prince, the good of his Eftatc, and the eafe of hie^ 
fubjefts : Their life without reproach , and the wiiedomcof 
their fpiricsinlpire them CO ferue their King worthily. From 
fuch men they learnc the wife Maximcs and Intkutlilions^how 
to goucrne well 3 and not from Counfellours whom Auarioe 
diiquiets, and Delights perucrt and corrupt^ and whom Am-^ 
bition puf&svp : For who will feekea liuely Spring inafilthy 
puddle^ or draw troubled water to drinke?faitha wifeCour- 
lellcur and Cbanceliourof Amiquity« When as any oneof 
theic menof theEflate dycs,hee which followes him in order 
of reception enjoy ethhisplace, by the Law fo ftri<5^1y oh« 
ferucd in Chiffa ; That the femicfs of entry * mfh^uld haae tha 
recom fences rphich their ccnditiom majfretend. They mount 
bydegrees^ andthereisnotatiyncedto demand permiiTion 
from the Prince. But to fill vp the lafl place, the Gouncell 
makes choice of him that is held the wifeft and of creatcft 
experience in thcKingdome-If he beabfent^hefends^r him: 
Being come they prerent him vnto the King , who confirmee 
or dilauowes his eledion j but that happens ieldome : The 
Counfellour newly xhoien takes aft Oath in the Kings hands^ 
after this manner iThatheeJhaR deelnfitcet^enerjman ac^ 
cording to the Lkwes of the Reaime^ and that in thii txercifey 
or in the nomination of Gouernours or Judges of the State^ 
paffionnoraffcSion/iaUeuerfupp/ant (for his part) veritio 
and merit : That heeJbaH receiue no Prtfents: Thatheffiad 
.prefeTHfi with all care the peace of theReaime , andaduerti^e 
xhe Kingandhis^onnceUof anjthingthat heflfallksowt)»4fc 
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fttffd^cUUfhisJtruice. After this folcmnc Oath, hccispuc 
into the poffcflion of his charge in one of the chirceene Seats 
of the Councell Hall. The Imperiall City doth celebrate the 
folcmnity, the whole Rcalmc folcmnize that day, and the 
people rcjoyce , by Playes and publiquc Feafts : Doubtleffc, 
the paffcDgcrs hauc reaft/u to re jcy^ce, when as wife Pilots arc 
called to the Couernment and conduA of the Veffell : For a 
King which beleeues Councell , Jbath need of wife and well 
aduifed men, which may connfcll him without paffion. The 
Piefidcnt only of this Councell may fpeake vnto the King^ 
which hec doth alwaycs vpon his knee , with a fingular re- 
^6t:Wbena$heeis(icke, it is the ancient Auditor of the 
golden Scats^ Happy intrutli are the men of Ciwiia , which. 
Hue in aRcalme, wnereas vertue rcceiuea her honours and 
icward : But more happy if the worlhip o£ the true God 
did guide tliem to eternall felicity ^ by the roeanes of a better 
ReKgion ^ then that which do(h diuert them. Although che 
Rcilmeof C^ina beof a very great extent^ as we haue alrea- 
dy faid; y etthe Kings Councell is aduercized monethly of all 
that paifeth intheProuinces^ which arerooft remotefrom the. 
Court; The V iceroy es or Gouernours are bound to g'we con* 
linualladoiceby Pofls« The Prefidenc of the Coiincellha-^ 
uing r eceiued it,giues an account vnto the Ki^/g^and informes 
him exactly, or all that which pafleth within his Realme : 
And ifthcdiforder of any Prouinccbinds the Councell to di- 
fpatchfome one from Courts itisdone with incredible diU. 
gence, and with that (ecreiie which chea£Faira of EAate, doe 
many times-require.He which is firnc depans fecredy,arriues 
vnknowne^ and informes himfelfe of that which hath paft^ 
and then if ic be ncedfull makes himfelfeknowne^and (he wet 
his power* Fio^Jly ^ thefc Counfeilours of Eftate, not by do« 
zens as in other places y buttwelueinnumber^ holdthefirll 
and moft eminent Rankes oftheRoalme • For there being no 
Duke$3 Marquefles^ Earles, and iuch perfons of chat Uluari. 
ous quality^ the Law of the Country remoaing from Court 
all the Princes of the bloud j theyreceiuein their places^ cbc 
ionours and dudes which they would jjecld vnto thcni { they 
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vifit them with great rclpeft , they (peakc to them on their 
knees, and they (hew them an extraordinary veneration. 

By the aduice of thefe wiieCouncellours of State, theOfficersof 
King glues the Offices of his Realmc, toihofewhomvertuc, ^*'»^« 
and their rare merits haue mademoft worthy .Thefe charges; 
or the moft eminent are fixe in number* The firft is that of 
Viceroy of cheProuince, whom in thek language they call 
Comon : He is the SoueraigneMagifirate^and in his goucrn. 
ment reprcfents the royali pafon of his MaftcnThcfecond is 
the Iftfuanto • Heeis next to the Comon Gouernour of the 
the whole Prouince as in our Countries a Lieutenant Genc^ 
rail for the King . In euery Towne of the Prouince remaynes 
a Gouernour, called Tmtau, vrho beiides thccare hee hath to 
rule theplace which is committed vnto him, he is alfe boumi 
in theexecucionofhis charge to relate ynto the /;p0ir4iiro, the 
priocipall aflFaires of the place where he commands^ who doth 
aduertiic the ComoMyZn6 the Cmw^r glues aduice to the King 
and his GoupccU. Thethird is the Vpnchajt , or Superintend 
dantof the Treafure^ who hath many inferiour Omcers vn« 
der him^ andacompIeateCouncell s Heepayes with the mo* "^ 

ney that isbroughc vnto bim^all the Officers of the Piouincc^ 
and con/ienestnertiiiainder into the hands of the TmtM.Tht 
fourth isthe7ii#>r^ who is Capcainc GetieraUof themen of 
warre which ai e in the Prouince^ be they horfe or foot. The 
fift is the %/fychafiot P'ccfident ^ and Soueraigne ludge of the 
lufticej as well mCiuill as Criminall cauies : His ludgemerc 
decides definiciBcly^thecontrouernes which are brought bo 
fere him by appealefrom inferiour ludges. The (ixt^ is the 
^jtao, or Prefidentof the Councell of warre, whofechi;fe 
charge confifis in leuyine of Souldiers, afwellfor the Armies 
by Land as Sea, and to rarni/b and prouide that which is nc* 
ceflary ^ for the Garrifons which are ypon the Frontiers.' 
Moreouer^ he hath the care to obferue ftrangers^ which come 
intothe Prouince, and to examine them exa^^ly ^ to know 
from whence they are ^ and to what intent they are entred in 
theRealme^ and toaduertife the Vice-toy diligemiy of all. 
Thefe charges haucchegreateft luftre& glory of iheRealme, 
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and either of thefc abouc named Officers, hath vndcr him ten 
Auditors , chofenamongftthofc, whom they hold the nK>(l 
difcicccand bcft praftized in affaires \ whoeafe and helpe 
them in the expedition thereof* Thoe Auditours are in 
the fun6^ion of their places of great efteeme thorough the 
whole Coumrey ; they affemble vfually , at the lodging of 
the Ctfw^jr or Vice- roy, in a {lately Hall ^ appointed to hold 
the CouQcell : Flue of them (it on the right hand of him 
that doth prectde^ andfiueothersontheleft, thofe which 
ire on the right hand are the moft ancient, and haue prc^ 
cedence before the others ; Moreouer , their habit doth (hew 
the difiierencc ; for they carry a girdle gs^rniilied with gold, 
and hats of apalecolour^ whereas they on the left hand^haue 
only (iluer to garnifh their girdles, and weare biucHats. But 
both the one and the other, together with thePre(ident, car«^ 
j'y before their brefts , and on their (houUers the Kings 
Armes, which arc twoScrDentsimbroydered with gold. This 
marke is fo necefTary for them , as they dare n0C goe forth in. 
publique, nor exercife their places without it« TneHi(}ory 
crownestheieludges, and Officers of Chimt^ with the com- 
mendation which theye. tues it makes mention of deierue^andt 
dpeciallv for their adnurablepaticnce t They heare (iaith the 
Hiflory) the parties very patiently, euenin the heate of their 
paffions^and the confufed croubleof many , yca^ ofthofcthe 
heat of affaires doth caufe to (peakediforderly ^doth not trou.. 
ble this goodly vertue in them to heart without choller^ thofe 
which arc tranfporttd. And their words are accompanied* 
withfucb an incredible fvvcetnefic, 'as they are gracious euen« 
to thofe whom they condemne.Such are t he Officers and Jud- 
ges of Cbinay whom yertue and experience doth aduanceto 
thedignityof the ReaJme, andnotthoneyandignoraiice. 
bcrinftti- Bchdcs chefe (ix principal] Officers, there are many others 
Officers, inferiour and fubordinaie to thofe, as the C^i^/tfc; which is die 
great Enfignc-bcarer; the Vethin, which is the fecond Trea- 
hirer- the Pochnifi^ or keeper ofthc Scales; the vi€utiCittz,i^ot 
high Ptoucfl: thrceludges of tbeirCourc ^ which arc called 
^^^^£x ^^^g^nd Tontf^^ who giticaudiciice vbl their hou^ 
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fcs bncc a wcckc, and before they open their gaccs^ they cauii 
three peeceof Ordnances to bee mot off to giue notice that 
they are going to their feats: Imiiatinginthegrauityof their 
Scats of luftice, the wrath of the thunder of Hcauen, which 
doth not only ferue toadJicrtifekmoccots^but tobea terrour^ 
and amazement to the guilty. They bauevnder them a great 
number of Prouofis, for theexecution of luflice :Butthey are 
fiot fo abfolute in their ludgcments^but there is another ludgc 
aboue them, who may reforme them : Hee is called Hendim^ 
that is to fay^a repairer ofeuill i It is alio hisprofcdion to re* 
paitc it by his Decree ^ if the other ludges hauefailed in their 
ludgcments. TheTV/Vj^^isaUbof the Court^and after his ex- 
ample^that Oflficeisere&edinTowncs that areremote:His 
careistoprouideforvidiualf^andcofettheprice. ThtQmn^ 
cher, which fignifies in their Language^ Scale of Gold , is an 
Officer which neuerpartsfrom Court/ if fome buHnefTe of 
importance doth not force him : Hee caufeth the £dii^6 of 
peace to bee publi(hed ^ and fuch like which the King eAa« 
bliflieth. 

This in geftcrall is the relation of the Officers of C/yi>^: Let ^ particuhr 
vs examine it now in particular^to know by what means they j[ f q^** 
doezerci&thcirplaceswonhily^sfoonastheyareadQanced, ^ ^ ^' 
they part to goe to execute them: The charges dftneirVoy*. 
age is defraide by theKing^and like wife their lodging where 
they are to remay ne : The which is to i^aft^ as all the Officers 
of luftice dwell therein^ for thecommodity of thepubliquc^ 
and the ipeedy execution of lufiice. The wages which they 
receiue^ may Avellfupply all their expenccs^ with which they 
muft reftfatisfied)for to takeany prefent from the parties^the 
Law ibrigorouflyobferued within theRealme^forbids them 
exprefly ypon gieat penalties and likewift^ the parties , who 
are not allowed to go and fee the ludges in their hcufes:They 
muft repair e to the accuftomedaudiences to haue luftice from 
them:WbentheIudgeistflhis feate, theVfhers goetothe 
entry of the Hall, and name with a loud Toicetbe party that 
comes for luftice^and like wife deliuers what he demands^The 
party enters prefeuly^ koeelcs downe befisre the ludgc , and* 
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propoucds his demand ; or if it be in writing ^ ciuesiitothe 
Regifter , who reads it; the ludgeordaines prefently what is 
luft, and writes his ludgement nimielfe with red In fce ^ to a« 
uoid the faults which Rcgifters commit: whereof in other 
places, they fecle the iticonueniences which happen to the 
prejudice of the parties : Thefe Judges are bound to goe faft- 
ii)g ro tlieir Audiences ; and if their infirmities require (om^ 
comfort in their weakneffes, they may only vfe Conferues by 
wayof Phyficke: If ithapjpens that they drinke any Wine 
before the Audience, they (hall bee no lefTe punifhed , then if 
theyhadcommittccd the crime of fome violent concuflion^ 
Their ludgementsare executed in euery point without any 
fraud : In all matters the ludges proceed by writing, and if 
the bufinefle bee of importance , they write the A&s them- 
fefues and theDepofitionscf witneffes : So as few men com* 
plaincof their luAice., and therearefew a^ales tofuperiour 
ludges. In their Iurifdi£iions , they regUter ^he number of 
the noufes which depend of them ^ they fetthem by tens in a 
Table^in the which they write the names of the Inhabitants^ 
and the Kings Decree ; which enjoynes all perfons of what 
quaiitieanncondition ibeuer, to reueale prefently vnto the 
lufticc, what they fiiall fee committed by anvbf their Neigh, 
bours agatnft the publiquegood^ cocbe end they may befpee. 
dily puniihed.. IfanyoaeofthctenleauestheCouncrie, the 
Towneor Street^ to goe any journey ^hee oughtten dayes be^ 
fore his departure, to ringalitde Bell or a Copper Ba(bn^ 
throughout the whole Qiiartcr, totheendchat if heowe any 
money, his creditors , may haue notice of his departure ; or 
if any man hath lent him any thing , hee may come and de- 
mand it «' If hefeekes to ftealeaway in fecret, the Neighbours 
muft watch , for: in his abfence the ludges will fctcethem to 
pay his dcbts.Bui there arefew found thacbreake iThelawes 
firidly obferued in China , punifli them feuerely :They giue 
themdayesfor payment: If they faile at the firft j tlieywbip 
them in»prifon;if they do not fatisfieat the fecond^hey double 
their ihipcs: and if they beobftinatetill the third time , xfacy 
beat h^m vntiii be blceds/md keepc him cominualiy in prifon« 
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For this rcafon when feme arc troubled to pay their debts ^ 
they implore the hclpc of all the World to be freed , fimd not . 
able to obtaine their libertic in this manner ^ jthcy fell them- 
felues vnto theirCreditors^ to auoid the fenfible flripes of the 
Whip. When as any ludgegoes forthin publiquc(the which 
happens feldome^ their ciiftome being to be much retiied, for 
that by thismcanes , they fay , they are kffe diuerted , and^ 
niaintaine their authoritie better / hee goes accompanied 
with all the Officersof lufiice , whereof the two firft which 
goe in ranke, carrie vpon their (houlders two long Maces of 
filucr,fbr a fignc that they are Officer* of luftice; two others, 
which follow them, baue io their hapds along ftraitRced^ 
and carry it in like manner , fligwing thereby that they muft;;^||F; ,>^' , 
doe upright lufiice^ which theliidge whom they accompaiyplr^^i> ' /' 
will perfbrme :> In the third Ranke are two other O^^^^ 
who alfo carrie Reeds , but they dragge them on tjjc ground 
^ithlongredGirdles-TheiearctheScourges wherewith they.- / 
whip Omrnders^if they encounter any t A fourth ranke fbl- 
lowcs them;thefearetwp men which carrie two whiteT^blcs;'* ' 
in the which is written the name of the ludge his oiEce &qua- 
UtietThereftof thctraineare peribns which accompany the: 
Magtftrattfor hofx>ur«. Thispompeand conuoy of luftice^ir 
no vaineofientation of chefe OtHcers^ they liue as they fpesk^ 
and arefuch as tiiey appeare^ that is to fay,. indued with ver* 
rue exaiSl and entire in their Offices^ and of a life without re. 
proach) But men are men ^ and nogods^ which cannot run 
into vices, and the integritieof a MagiArate , being in an in*, 
conftant and changeable life, mayerre, although it happens 
kffe In CbiM than eUewhere.The King and his (Jounccli bauc ^ 
prouided ncceff$ry remedies for this inconueiiience , which thcCoiirr^ 
puni£h thofe that raile^and keeping theieft inawe^make them 
to contsine thcrafelues in their duties ; The charges of fuch 
Officers continue but three yeares^ after the which they muft 
giue an accompt of the adminifiration thereof before Judges 
called C^^fn^f Notwithftanding the King fends Vifiters 
^earely called Xeit^^M tborowout alt the Pxouinces of his 
fiealoic^ men vvhich axe faithfull to his feriiicc^ of great e»- 
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pcricncc in worldly affaires, and of fingular integrity. This 
Delegation is inadefofeactJy,a8 ids not knowneto any, but 
tocheKingaoflPrefidencof hisCouncell^wbocaufech the Se- 
cretary o^ftate to difpatch Letters , leauing a blanke for bis 
name they fend, andfortheProuince whither he goes ;They 
addeynto the Letter^ this ceceiTaryclauie to the Vifiters ab» 
fblute power; That rvbitherfoeucr the ludgecr Lojtias /hail 
trot^ carryiKgthofe Letters offrouifion^ hee {hall be obeyed like 
^heKinghimfelfe. Thcfe Letters fealcd, ihcPrefidentaddcs 
thenamcoftheVifiter, andof theProuince whither hee is 
fent : hauing receiued them,he departs i[^ fecretly from Court 
and traucls fo vnknowne, as noinao vnderfiands what he is^ 
or whither h; goes. Hearriuesthusvnknowne intotbePro- 
ijfinceor the Ifland which heeistovi/ic^ goes thorough the 
Country , trauels from Towfie toTowne, and infermcs him- 
fclfe with all care and diligence, of the carriage of the Ofii» 
cers,cuenfromtheVice.roytothe meaned Audicour^ anil 
yet in this exa6l reformation, he makes notfhimfelfeknownc 
10 any . When he hath ended bis courie, and thinkes that hee 
hath fufficient proofcsofthe fincerity of(bme,and of the mi(L 
behauiour of others, hegoestothechiefeTowneofthePro* 
liince , and there attendstheday wheo fuch Oflureis meetem 
Councell; The which isonceamonethatcheVice-royeslod* 
gingjOrinhisabfence with the 7W^i«. When they are alTem'^ 
bled, he comes co die gate.commands auVCber to glue them 
notice, that there is a ludge which vyili enter ^ tofignificthe 
Kings pleafure voto thetn. The Vice*rey who conceiuespart* 
ly wbit it may be, caufeth the gates to be opened ^ leaues his 
leate^ and accompanied with tneother Officers, goes tore* 
ceiuc him, as his Superiour : He enters, carrying the Letters 
of prouifloninhis hand« Thcfe Patents ftrike terrour into 
fomeof the aflembly ^ andtbeludges which areguilty ihew 
by their pale countenances the tnatkes of their oftcnces:They 
caufeit-tobeopenlvreadt After which the Vice-roy rifeth 
from his feate, jrakes many low courteiies and fubmlflions 
totheVifitor,andallthercftdoexhe like. Then he takes his 
icate in ihe^moil eminent place, and lets tliem vaderftand by a 
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graueandferious Oration , the fubje(5l of hiscomming, the 
cate which he cath taken^tOmake his Vificsltion thorough the 
Prouince^ and to enfornie himfelfe exadly and truly of their 
bchauJours : Cro wnes the vetcue and integrity of fuch as haue 
done well ^ with a thoufand commendaticns^ promifeth to 
make his report vnto the King, and to his Councell^ aifuring 
them of the recorapencc which their good feruiccs dcferue^ 
and in the meane time aduanceth them to the moft honoura- 
ble places of the CounccU in the Proiiince. After that thefe 
good men bauereceiued from his mouth and hand this honcft 
iclJimony of their vertuc ; heedoth publiquely reproch fuch, 
as he hath found defe^iue and culpable, the bafenefTe of their 
traffiquein the fale of lufticc, makes ihcm tofeethefhame of 
their concuflfions^ and fets downe in particular the number of 
their faults. The eflfcift doth prcfently follow thisfhamefull 
reproach) hee thunders outagainft them thefentenceof con« 
demnaiion, depriucs them of their Offices, and ftrips them of 
the tokens thereof, taking from them in the face of the whole 
Councell^the Girdle and Hat with a little brim:If their faults 
defcrue a greater punifhmeDt, he leaues it to the judgement of 
the Soueraigne Prince , and tobisCounccll : for the Law of 
Ci&/i^^ for l&ids all Judges , tocondemne any man to death be* 
foretheyhaueaduertizedthe King, and hee hath rcfolued 
what they iliali doe. But thus they execute lufilce in China^ 
vpon thofe which deny it to others: In this manner recoin* 
pence being apparant there, y ca, ccrtaine for vertue, and pu- 
nifhment ror vice, moft men imbrace the fiift toenjoyits 
crownes , and Hie the other to auoide the miferics which ac« 
company it : and the Realme oTChifta enjoyeth all manner of 
fclicitie. 

This wife policleis pra£lizcd in China^ tocontaine the In* Thcguards^ 
habitants in their duty: But RealmesUke vnto mans body, forces of th 
are not only aflaulted by home-bred Enemies;Strangcrsmay ^«^«»cw 
lUine them , as the Sword kils the body of man afwell as the 
difeafes which haue their f| ring & fi^untain within it.For this 
leafon the Soueraigne Monarch of China furnifKes hispla- 
C($ with good Garrifons , and when need requires couereth 
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the fields with armed men; fettles forces vpon the Ports of 
ij:c Sea, and oppofcth againft forreignc yiolcncc, the beft,and 
moft rcfolute troupes of his Eftates, which prcfcrue it againft 
their defignes and affaults. Letvs firftobferucthcvigilancic 
and greatnefle of his forces by land, and then we will Ipeak^ 
of thofcat Sea. Eucry Prouince hath his Couhcell dFWarrc, 
fiippIyeJ with the moft valiant and expert men of Warrc ia 
ihcwhclcRcalrne;They diijx)feof the Souldiers according 
tooccafionsand occur rents , andcaufcthemtobepaid (bex- 
aSly, astheylofcnoc any thing in their Mufters: For the 
Trcafarers which keepe the Kings Cofers^, haue coaimandc- 
mentnotto refuft them any thing* Their Towncs arc not 
fortified withBaftions, nor defended by ftrongTowres^Thc 
Monarch of ChiMa , praiftifcth theadujce of that generous 
'Grecian y wIk) faid that the'beft defences of a City confiftcd iii 
the valour of the Citizens : Yet they haue good wals inuiro- 
iied with deep ditches, which they fill with water by the cur-^ 
rent of Riuers , when they pleafc : The beft fortifications 
which niay defend them well , are the good Garrilbns they 
put into them, whokecpeaveryftrldGtrnd, not fuflfcring 
any man to enter nor gee forth, without Icaue in wi;iting froch 
the Magiftrate , or Goucrnour which commands therein t 
They {hut the oates carefully, fcalc vpthelocks^ and ncuer o- 
penchemtiliafcertherifingoftheSnnne, and that they haue 
acknowledged their Scales, Their Artilltry which is excel- 
lent good (uic vie whereof was firfiknowne to thtm before it 
came to vs) is vfually placed vpon the faid Gates. TheCap- 
tainesareNatiuesof the Prouinccs which they guard , to the 
end that the naturall louc to their Country, together with the 
duty of their charges , fliould augment their care for the pre- 
flcruation of places. They lodge vpon the wals ofTownes,. 
where their houies are builtof purpofe , to the endthey may 
be continually In their vocation ; they doe it without contra- 
di^lioaor any refiftance of the Inhabitants of the Towifcs^ 
^ich they guard , for the Law of the State hath depriued 
^cm of all roeanes to iwolt, hauing forbidden the© the 
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carrying cf A rmcs, or tohauc any iu their lioufcs , vpon painc 
of death, not ailowiing any, butluch as are in the Kings pay, 
v^hofuccced in that qualitie from Father to Sonne< Tney are 
diftributed by thoufands, whereof eucry hundred hath a Cap* 
taine and an Ancient^ and all tbefebaueone Commander, as 
with vs the Coloncll of a Regiment. They pracSifc often , to 
IceepecheSouldiersin breath , left Idlcoeflfe fliould raft their 
Armes^andfoften their courages: Their ArmesareHarqi;C|> 
buflesi Pikes, Staues with Irons, and Hatchets. The Horfe*. 
nrien vfeother A rmes; when they gee to fight they carry four? 
Swords at their Saddle pomell , ihey hold tvso in their hands 
whenthey charge, and make vfc of them with great dexteri^ 
tie: They likewiTevfe Darts ondLaunces. They haue beenc 
accuftomed to be inuirored with a troupe of Groom es,w|)jch 
are about tbem when they enter bat^aile^thc which arc uiijflblc 
and welLarmed :Theiryalour confifls in policie , and ftrata. 
gems of war, where they imploy their minds more than their 
courages , to chargethe Enemyopcniy. They are very bad 
Horfcmen , and mannagc their Horfcs with a whip and the 
voice; and haue no other bitts but a peece of Iron, which 
goes crofleto the mouth* Their Armes are Jigbc, and their 
courages heauy. 

Thus this Cauallery makes not the befi part of the forces The numb 
o^fhiMy the which drefo great, as they are lutficient to guard ^^hisguan 
manyRealmes: It is true thatthevaft andgreatProuinccs *"'*^^'^*'» 
wheretheyareeftabliflied) concaine eueryoneinicadimct). 
fion, theextent of aRealme* That of P^gnie^ whereas the 
King makes his rclidence, hath for its guard two Millions, a 
hundred and fifty thoufand foote^ and foureicore thoufand 
horie. That of CMt^rty hath fix fcore thoufand foot, and for- 
tie thoufand Forfe, that of /'^fiviVx fifty eight thoufand , and 
nine hundred foot, with two and twenty uioufand and foure 
hundred horfe. OUm^ feuenty fix thoufand foot,ar;dfiue and 
twenty thoufand fiue hundred horie* ^Jfif^fay , fiDureicarc 
thoufand fix huodred&ot, and no horfe, by reafon of the fci- 
tuation of the Country full of Mountaines and ^coksxOqniaH 
likewife hath not any: Its guard confifis only in fixe fcore 
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tb.oufand fix hundred foot. The Prouincc of Sufnam , hath 
tburcicorc (ixc ihoufand foot ^ and thirty foure thouCind fiue 
hundred horfe. That of ToUnchieja eighbour to the Tartars.^ 
with whom the Kings of C/^«»4 haue many-rimes hadgreac 
and bloudy warrcs, is fortified with two Millions-eight hun- 
dred thoufand foot^f iipporied by two hundred fburefcore and 
ten thoufand horfe ; thcfeare the beft and moft warlike Soul- 
dicrsinthcRcalmc. C^^f^j hath fifty thoufand foot, with 
twenty thoufand two hundred and fiftic horfe. ^ucheo is 
guarded by fourcfcore and fix thoufand foot, and forry eight 
thoufand hotfe. HonAn,ioKty foure thoufand foot^ aodeigh- 
teenethoufand nine hundred horfe. Xanton^ hath feuenty fix 
thoufand foot, and ten thoufand a hundred and fifty horfe. 
^uichcu^ forry eight thoufand and ftuen hundred fooe^ and 
iifceeite thoufand three thoufand horfe. C^^^v^^^hath thirtie 
foure thoufand foot^with thirteen thoufand horfe:and Sancif^ 
the le^ft Prouince of all the reft, forty thoufand foot^and fixe 
thoufand horfe. All the which forces amount to fiue Miiiions^ 
eight hundred forty fix thoufand , fiue hundred foot>and fiue 
hundred forty eight thoufand horfe- This World of men ar- 
med (ifthey wcfcvaliant) might conquerall the reft of the 
habitable Earth. But the Hiftory makes their couragesinfo^ 
riour to the Men of Eur^fe. The mofk redoubted Warriours 
of Antiquitie, who haueconqucred many Rea/mes in ^Jia-, 
triumphed oucr e.^/ri^, andftrookca tcrrour intafiw^pp^, 
had nothing in their forces tharmight approch the number of 
the Garrifons of China : And truly the Hiftory Ihould be fu- 
^cftcd vnto mc,and in a manncrfabulous^ if itdidnot proue 
thetruth of its relationby thegrea^ number of Towncs, and 
thevaft extentofaRealme; which may xoniainefifteene well 
peopled, for that euery Prouince of ^56/«*, hath itsgreatncs 
like vnto a great Monarchic. But ehcfefearefull forces banifti 
the troubles oftheir Eftatc-for they take Armcsro enjoy reft 
and tranquiliiy^andwarre is many times madcto haue peace: 
The Garrifons of the Sea Ports , and the Guards which are 

thcRhodcsoropenHarbours/orthefafctieof Merchants, 
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ny fliipsof warrCjWcUarined, which guard the Ports, ami 
the Hauens to rcftraine thiecourfcs & Ipoyjcs of Pyrats.Thefe 
Vcffcls arc ot diucrs forts : Some are very great, they call 
them Ibn$os: Others arc Icffc, and like vnto our Frigats they 
call KhtmBancoens:%omt arc larger than thcfe,and haiic ma- 
ny bankcs- euery ba»kc hath eight Oares ^ aad euery Oare 
hath fix men^ they call them Lame as. 

Todefraythecxpenccsof fo inany Souldicrs, to pay theThercucnc 
wiges of the Officers of lufticc and Treafurc^ and to furnifli of the King < 
thcRoyall Pallace wiih ail things neceflary , theSoueraignc^^^* 
Princcof Chin^ ought 'tahauc a great and powcrfull rcu«- 
nuc : He Icuics it vpon Men, Houfes^ Graine , Mines of gold 
and filucr, vpon precious j[loncs,PcarJes,P6rceIaiDes, Wools, 
Co:tons,andSilkes» Themenof thefcfifteenc Prouinccs,aie 
for a great part exempt from all Tribute : as the Lojtias , the 
ludgcs. Officers^ and Souldicrs : Yet the number of fuch «s

&:i::he hird Tribute of Graines, Salt^WooU, Cottons and 
Si ke exceeds all that. This po\vei full and rich Monarch giues 
\m~ Ms Subjects a very great quantity of Lands, which dc. 
pcid ortheCrowne^Tpon condition that they fhallyceldvn« 
CO him ycirciy^apart of that which they gacher^which ferues 
for the neceifary prouihons of his Royall Pallace, and for the 
Otnceis of hi sRealme.From this Tribiice they which areap« 
pointed to gather it, retireyearcly, tbreclcorc Millions , a 
Mincred fei:cn:y cne thoufand) eight hundred and thirty 
ireauires of white Rice, which is the moft ordinary food of 
the n.cii of Cif:»j, and oftheir Neighbours : Nine and twen. 
tyMiilionSy throe hundred ninetieonethoufand,ninehui}dred 
ioiircJcore and two meafui^s of Barley : Thirty three Milli- 
ons , lix fcore choufand , two hundred MeafuresofWheate : 
Twency Millions, two hundred and fifty thoufithdMeafures 
of Meiline: Twenty fiue Millions, three hundredand forty 
thoufand 9 foure hundred Meafures of Salt : Twenty foure 
thoufand Meafures of Millct:ln other Graine and Pulfes,fifty 
toureMillions ofMeafurer.

ThefcgrcatandimmenfeTreafiircsof the King of Chi^ta^ TheAiracs 
JeuicdvponhisSubjcdts , and the excellent prudence where- ™" ^^^\ 
with hcegouernes hisEftatc , andordainesof fo rich a Roue- *^*"8 ^^cht 
new; hauemadehimtotakeforhisArmes^two.Serpentsin-. 
eerlaced one within another ;and the immenfe extent of fo vaft 
sind fertile a Realme^ full of ail (brts of felicicics^haue caufed 
him to infcrt in his Titles , the quality of Lcrd ef the World ^ 
Mndthe^hiUe offTeauen : And truly feeing this Countrey,is 
a World in greattKlfeand bounty, hee hath reafon to tcarmc 
himfelfe the Lord. The Kings are ineffedt doubly the chil. 
dren of Hcauen ^ afwell by the benefit of their Creation like 
other men, as by theexcellcnt priuiledge of their Soucraign* 
ty, which is the liuely Image of the heaucnly. But the Mo- 
narch of C^^f ^^ '"^ vanity of his dcceitfiiU Religion , and 
the falfeworfliip of his Idols Hues like a childtot the earth. 
Yetthegreatneffeof bisfreafures, the power of his forces,, 
thefcrtilitieof his Country, and the extent of his Efiatc, 
hath tranfported the pride of his fpirit to that infolencie, as 
tocontcmneallthereftof men , and not to efteeme any but 
thoicof China^ They of ffwv?/>tf are Icffc opprcft with his 
contempt. Hee faith often , and this vaine bragge is in the 
mouthesof his Sub^s , that the men of t^hsna haue two 
eyes, that they of Europe haue but one; and that all the rel^ of 
men vpontheearth areblind* 
^ Notwitbfianding this defeat ^ which is common to maay 
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nbofla^oars P^i^" ycc the amity and alliance of fo rich and powerful] a 
>w ibcy Vc Monarch, dcfcrucs to befought after by other Soucraigncs ; 
cehicd in • His Neiohbourf cftecrtie it and dcfirc it. The Turur^ his capi- 
Vtna. tall enemy demands it ^ and thcKingof Sf^ine hath held it 

profitable for the good of his Eflate , and the glory of his 
Majcfty . Thus when thcfePrinces, fend Embafladours vnto 
him to that end,orio treatof fome important affaires, he re- 
ceiues them, honours them , and giues them all kind of good 
reception. When they enter into the Realme^the Gouernour 
of the place by which they paife.aflf fled by all ihtLojttM and 
Captaincs of the Country , goe to meet them, to let them vn - 
der'ftandby their goodly fpccches that they are welcome. If 
thcyarriueby Sea, although there be but a little Q)ace from 
thePorttotheTowne where they land: Yet they wiii'noc 
fuffcrthem togoeonfoot, but they carry them in Chaircs 
richly embroydercd with Pearle^and couered yvith Curtaine.s 
otClothofGold^byeiglitmen, whereof there are fome in 
t'-^e principall Towncs, appointed to that vfe ;For the Law of 
Chi^rahkh i Let aforreigne Embajfadour be receiuedand bom. 
noHTcdin the Uk^ fort , a& if the Trincewbich fe^dshm came 
ifitotheRtalme* Being arriucd they lodge them in a Lodging 
made for them, built like a Pallace, and royally furnidied 
with all things ncceffary, where they are ferucd and treated at 
the Kings charge, and in iikefbrtduringc/ieir whole Voy- 
age, whereas a thouiaud Souldiert guard and accompany 
tliem at the Kings coftj The day after their arriuall the Go. 
ucrnour who had recciued them, goes to viHt them, and after 
many honed complements, demands the fubje^fl of their Em« 
baflfie^ and hearing it , hee prefently dilpatcheth a Pofl to the 
chicfc TowncoftKeProuincc,whercthe Vice-roy remaynes> 
by whom hegiucs him aduice. The Vice-roy dilpatcheth the 
fa me PoO to Court, and writes vnto the King and his Coun- 
sel), who fends a fafecondud'l to the Hmbafladours for their 
Voyage* Hauflbg receiued it , they take their way towardcs 
ihe Court , accompanied with that number of Souldiers 
which wc ha je mentioned. They arefed and defrayed by tJue 
Kingi Trcafiires,aiid whcrefbener they paffethcy docthemiall 
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honour: When they arriue at the RoyilICi tic of Tabin, the 
ordinary abode of the Court • the Kings Councell being foU 
lowed 1^ the principal] Knights, goeto meet him:ThePrciu' 
dent c^ this Royall Counccll makes a band apart , with a 
Kingly traine and pompe. If the Embafladeurs come from 
great Monarches^ this great President takes the left hand : If 
they come from meaner Princes , hee takes the righr, an^ in 
this ranke doth accompany tbem to the Lodging which is 
prepared for them^ whereof the moueablesand the preparati* 
on tor the entorcaiameiic of EmbaiTadours are in truth Worthy 
of the greatneffe and magoificeDce of the Kingof C^ina : By 
the way he enteruinstnemwith the encounters ofthcir voy. 
age^and the cftate of their health ; A n Inrerpreter w h ich th ey 
haue with them^ aflifis him which vnderftands not ihc Lan. 
guage: When they are trrued before the Pailacewherethejf 
are to lodge ; the Preddent leaues them, and at bis parting 
giues them power on ijie Kings behalft^ Co create anpmber of 
Lojtm cnrKnigbts ^ and todeliuer many Prisoners condem-^ 
ned to die ^ tor a confirmation, and aflurance that they are 
welcome to that Court. The law of O&fM frees them from 
allmannerof inconueniences^^ that istofay ^ that ibrwbat 
crimefoeuer the Embafladour commits in tfacEflate^hisper- 
ion may not in anylbrt bemolefled :He/pendsibmedayes in 
hisPaJlaccbefbrenehath audience, rotmtfnd that reft may 
itfrcfii him from the toile otbisiVoy age* In ' tlie'meane time 
the greateft of the Court inuittbim^ rhey let bimfeethebcft 
companies thereof J and the magnificence of their Feaih* Af- 
ter which they giuebim aday tocomero audience : The King 
afliOed by his Councell^and thechiefe men of hii Cdurt^giuCs 
it him inoncofihofcfiately Hals> whereof We Imi^e formerly 
made mention \ ibere he treats of the f ubie^ of his EmbafTie, 
and after bee hath receiued an anfwere^ returnes laden with 
Prefenu towards the Prince which lent him^ His rcturneis 
as fweet and pleafingas hiscomming, hee is accompanied 
with tbefame troupe ^ defraide in Sike manner at thcKings 
charge, and wherefoeuerheepafletbrcceiucd with thelike 
courtciie andhonour^ 
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^ J But all Embafladoiirs which come into C^tnM^ arc iioc cn- 

iTribu- icrtaincd in the fame manner :For fiich as come from Princes 
\ol€bm. or Common- wcalcs which are their TributarieSjarerecehicd 
according to their condition ^ ^nd as depending vpon the 
Rcalme. When they arriue^oUe ludge receiues chem^lodgech 
them, and defraycs them at tlie Kir^s charge ; at the Court 
their reception is equail vnto it; the ludge which emertaines 
(hem, demands the fubjcA of their Voyage , and they tell it 
him:Hcdothaduertife thePrefident oftheCounceli, and 
the Prefidenr tcls theKtng^whog^ues them adayof audiences 
Eut when they goe^it isonfoat/or if their indifpofitton will 
not fufifcr it, they goe on hor&bicke without a Bridle, bauing

mies^ and many other Sciences^ whereofthe glory and profit: 
S[%Chind with many felicities; and hath furnifhed the ment 
thereof with precepts and meancs to gouernc free from the 
tcmpeftsand fiormesof Ciuill Warces^ whereas many othera 
make (hipwrackeof the Ejftatcs which they pofiefTe : For wec: 
find in their Hifiories that iox abouetwo thoutand yeares, 
they hauc preferued and maintained their Monarchie,againiV 
the troubles which might rifethcjiein^ and about chat vafi ex*- 
tent.

Themoft ordinary which 
flea Ic > from their lerious occupations a part of the time which 
fhoiild be dccrc viito them, are their proudand Aately Feafta, 
V here they treatc thcmfelues delicioudy : Tliey make them 
in tl^is manner. They giuctocucryonc of the guefts (how 
oreitfoeucr the number be) his table apart, where heeeaits a. 
Jone : thefetablesareofrare Art^the woodff exquifirejft the 
workc iingularfthey are inlayed withftreaksofgoldorfikiery 
interlaced foartific!ally,astneyrcpre(entchefigures of Birds, 
Fields, and Chafes of diuers forts; For the workmen ofCbin^ 
in the excellency of their Arc, are wonderfiiil induRiieus^ a/id 
carry the prize aboueail the World. They <*oucr not the ta- 
bles with any clothes, the neatnefleand handfcmenefTeof the 
Chinoii in their feeding needs not anyj they lay en Carpets of 
Damaske^orfuchlikcflufie, hangii^ downe to theground ; 
they place vpon chefoure corners ofthe tabiemanjr little open 
Panniers^ wouen with fillets of gold and (Uuer ^ iome arefuli 
of diuers (brts of flo wr es made of Sugar, repre(ented to the 
life: Others carried pleafingdiuer(itfeof many Beafls made 
likewiie of Sugar,as Elephants^ Lions^ Stags, aiidHtndes; 
fomc are full of Birds ofthe famcfiufiRr. In tliem/dAofche 
table isfetcxquiiitemeate^ which makes a part •f the guefts 
good chcere : this is commonly of all forts of Fowle and Ve« 
nifon in diflies of Siluer and goodly Porcelane:they eat near* 
ly and take their meate with Forkes of Gold and Siluer, ne« 
uer touching it with their hands: the Wine they drinkeis vfu- 
ally made of Palme, delicious to the taftCj and lefle filming 
to the head ; the tables arc fet round , to the end the guefts 
may fee one another i WhiJeft they make good cheere in this 
manner, many Muficians and Players oF Inflruments giue 
vnto riieir fenfes the fwcetneflc of their pleafing <fonfort;fome 
others r-pr cfent the inuentionof fome picafant Hiftory : their 
Banquets are neucr without a Comedy; the which is cxcel- 
'pnrly vvelJ performed, thepcrfonagcs arc very a(9iuc,and the 
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flpparell is proper to the rcprefonacionrchc Banqucc is of all 
fortsof fruity and comficurcs in great abundance^ whereof 
thevfeis very common iu ^hiua^Thc Courtiers and other 
men <^ Ci^Mi^^ doe often fpend their time in thefe dcliciou^^ 
Feafts : But particularly on the day of the great FeaAs of their 
Religion^ which they celebratethe firltdayof theMoonein* 
March, they giuevntotheirlenics all the pleaGires they can 
de(ire;they attire themfelues inftate , and weare the richeft 
lewelstbey haue; they plant great trees at their gates , like 
Tnto the May-poiet in our Countries , they hang before their 
houfes many peeces of Siike and cloth of Gold : chey crovvnc 
the ftreets with many triumphant Arches;thcy giuelight vn^ 
to the nighty with a number of lights whichthey hangvpon 
thefetrees : and they feafll it perpetually. 

The excefles ate greater , wben as the Courtiers or great 
men of the Realme eindkainc their equals , or feaft the £m» 
balTadoursof fomeSoueraigne Prince: then their magnifi* 
cencefhewesit felfevti^h a greater luflre. The inuited hath 
many tables for him(el6vtothenun4>er of twenty : Hceeates 
atthefirft, and all the reft are couer^d with all lores of raw 
meatS3asFowleofalIforts,Veni{bn3 Gammons of Bacon> 
and many others; Whentbe Feaft is ended^ his fcruants who 
bath entertained bim carries them before the inuited to his 
lodgings where they leauethem with great Ceremonies. The 
Friends or Kinfmenof the houfcdoe the honour^for he which 
is Mafter of the Feaft, abfents himfelfe^and for good manners, 
fake^according to thecuftome of theCountrey appeares not r 
they which vndertake this care for hitn (which arc men of 
quality)cendu£i the inuited. to theirplaccs in goodly chaires^ 
vnder a Canopie of Veluet; but before chcy begin to eat^eucry 
man takes his cup, and fills it with Wine, andafterthcy haue 
made many greatcourrefics^ they gorf mo the windowcs, or 
CO fome place where they may fee tbeheaucns:they otfcr them 
co^the Sun^and makegreat difcour(es in forme of a prayer,and 
den^and of this goodly ftarre^whocannot but giue them light 
tofeetheirdrinke) conftancprofperitiesfortricinuited, and 
thatthcfriendibipwhichthcy meanc to contrail, m^y be 
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proBcable an<^fauourable to both parties* Diflfolutc FeaAs 
arc flormy Seas , where amidft the delights of the body ^ the 
vcrtucsofthc minde fuffer (liipwrackc. Wherefore, hccthat 
bath left to men the Rules of good Gouernmcnt, aduiCetli 
them to goe rather to the houie of mouroing, and to the Con. 
noy of Funerals^than to the pleafuresof fumptuousBanquets; 
for that in the one they fee before their eyes , the portraice of 
the end of man, and many times in themfelues their owne va« 
nicies; and the other be witchsoe their fpirits^fte^lc cbem from 
chemlelues,and make them to forget their conditku). Xc is cru« 
x\\^tx,\\tChinouh^^xt with many others this commendable 
qualicie, not to order the Eftate leflc^than to goucrne,as they 
doe, with excellency and pompe, the magnif^enceof a (iate* 
ly FcaA : although their licentious Religioa doth.not forbid 
them the entertainment of delights and pleiifures yyhich arc 
enemies to iblidvertues. % -^ 

be Religion Thcfcmcn, whofay, they hauetwoeves^ andefteemeo- 
the C<wt ^^^^ blind, are notwithftanding (b ^lanlQC , as to hold pieces 
xhina. of wood and fione for gods fafbionedipto Idols by tbcir own 
bands : For at the Court afwell aain other places of theKing- 
dome th zy adore the wor kes of Painters and Grautrs ; thqf 
keepe in their boufes Idols which chey reuerencewithapar- 
t icular worfli ip , and haue recQurfe toiheir vaine alliftancc in 
all their aflaires : Their TempJeaarcfiil/jtiicrcareiome which 
concaincaboue 200* vpon diuers Altars , amon^ the which 
that of the Deuill, hath alwayesiiisplace,aodreceiues the like 
venerations and Sacrifices; not but that the^/pi««Af know 
he is a Reprobate, an Enemy toMankind,and theauthour of 
the crimes which arecommicted,but they honour him in this 
manner, to the et?d hefhoulddoethemno harme , and not to 
be alTifted by him. Befide^thefe dumbe Jiuinities. they reue- 
r ence a od pray ynto a gicat niunber of men already dead) who 
in their Realme haue exceeded others in the ralour of ArmeSf 
in thelight of learning, or inthefandityofanauAercli&j 2c 
xetired in thefoiitudes of their religious Monafteries: tb^call 
t'^'^m Paff/ocs, iliac is to fay, moft happy, in which number 
they put many women , of :the which they reuercn^c three 

with 
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with a Angular deuocion.The firft tliey call Sifhie^ who came 
(as thcyfay) from the Realme of Trantheyco , whrch is to- 
wards the Weft^ and brought into China the Rules of a Re- 
ligious life, and was the firtt inuentcr of Cloifters^and of Re. 
ligious Orders, who liuein common without manying. H4e 
had his beard and head fliauen^and his followers are fo in like 
manner ^ and all the Monkcs of China (ing the glory cf his 
name^andexcoil the merit of his vertues aboue all the ether 
Saints^ The fecond fubje^t in this rankeof fingular holinefTc, 
js a woman called Canwai (heis worthy of her name, for the 
deuotion they bear vnto her in Ci&/»4>doth gnaw with an m^ 
portant Superftition the fpirits of fimple womea«T^ey fay flie 
was daughter to King Tz^nton^viho meaning to marj:y her to' 
a Prince^ as well as her other two (iftcrs, being all children to 
this Monarch, (he would not yceld vnto ic^pretoidingfbr her 
reaibp,that (he had vowed a perpetual chaftity coHeaucmThe 
Father ihcenfed at this deniall , takes reuenge on her, hee de* 

}>riues her of her liberty , and (huts her vp into a great houfe 
ike vnco a Monaflery , & in contempt makes her to fpend her 
time in bafe and abject things, cau(ing her to carry water and 
Wood,|and {to cleanfe a great Garden which depended on this 
place; (hee doch it, and labours with fingular patience : Bnc 
Heauen to whom (he had made her yow> and for whofe loue 
ihe was thus contemned ^fay the Chinoit) eas'd her paincs; It 
caufed thofe hle(red Inhabitants of thole rkh Vaults, code, 
fcend and comfort her,8nd fern many creatures to fuccour her: 
the Saints ofHeauencameco draw her wicer: the Apes ferued 
herasGroomes:Birds madecleane the Alleys qf this Garden 
with their bils , and fwept them with their wings : and wild 
Beads came from a neereMounuioe CO bring her wood. The 
King her Father feeing her one day fierued by thefe ncwDo^ 
mefticksyheld her robe a Sorcereffejaudrefoltt'd to purge by 
flame, the crime of her encbantments : whereupon hee caufcd 
this houfe to be fet on firej(he feeine this goodly place burning 
Tpon her occa'fion . would baue llaine ber feUe , with a long 
Needle of (ilucr which (he had in her hairet, thrutting ic iiKO 
' bert hroat ; Bu): fuddenly iheie fella gr^ai inundaiion of w;^- 
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ter wlixci^ qucncht the firc:Thcn flic left her dcfignc, and tc. 
tired into the Mountains^hidine hcrfclfcin cheir Caues^wherc 
iheccontiBued her penance. Fkaucn which protcdcdherin 
this manner, would not fuffcr the cruelty of her impious Fa- 
tHcr to goc vnpunifhedric ftrooke bun with a Leprohc^and a- 
bandoued his lining body to wormes, which did gnaw him» 
and made him to lufFerniany torments: Canina vnderflood ic 
by Reuetaiion^ Charity made her to leaue her folitary abode^ 
togoeand fuccour her leprous FatheriWhentheKingGtw her^ 
ht fell at her ftcr, to craue pardon ^ and woAipped hcrt (hee 
holding ber felfcvn worthy of adoration^would haue refifted, 
but not able to doe it in regard of the weaknes of her bodie, a 
Saint of Hcauen put himfelfe before her corepairetheerrour^ 
and CO let him know 3 that the adoracioo was madeo/iJfyto* 
bim. At thelamcinftant (he returned to her Caue , and thccc 
ended herliffin the like fan^itie. The China is hold her for a- 
great Saint, and pray ordinarily vnco her tocrauepardon for 
their otfcnccs.The third is a woman called N€ome^^\iO^ they 
lay, was dcfcendcd from a moft illuftrious Family^ in the 
Towneof ^jtfri6i)in theProuinceof Of «fif»!i:Andas her Fa- 
ther foughtto make her violate the vow of Chaftity whichfiie 
hadmade^ and to force her to many « (he fled^and retired her 
felfe into the Dcfart of a little Ifland^ which isrightagainft 
Ingoa^ w hae flieeliued moft holily , and did many Miracles^ . 
wncrcofthey relate this^ as the moft famousof ail.They fay 
that a great Captainc, called C«OMf/tf^ General! of a Nauall 
Army to the King of Ci&M4 , wenttomakewatreagainfta 
Noghbour Kingdome : He arriued at Bojm ^ with his Fleet ; 
being ready to part,theMariners notable to weigh their An*-^ 
chorSjWere amazed at thisencounter:They look into the Sea, 
andfaw iVr^iwtf (ec vpon them^and ftay them. TheGenerall 
cals vnto her, and (as onediuincly inlpired^intreats her toad- 
uife him what hehad to doe:flic anfwers him^that if he would 
triumph oucr his enemies and conquer their Realme^ hee 
fhould lead her With him^for that they with whom he was to 
%hc were great Magician 8 : Hee drawcs her into hia £hip ^ 
wcighcs^nchor.^ andhojiflsvpfayle, and within fcyvd^X^^ 
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after arriucs at chcEnemiei Country. As fbone as they diico. 
uered the Fleet of Cbift^, thcfe Magicians flic vnto their 
Cbarmes 3 they ca A Oile iiito the Sea , and by their jliufions, 
make the Cibiif^'i^ imagine that their fbips vvere on Hre and 
burnt, Neome ^ who^ without doubt, was an excellent Magi« 
clan) defeated by more powerful] councer.chamies all chac 
. whichthey had done. Thus feeing that their Witchcraft was 
weake^d their Armes vnequall to thofe pf Chinnjihsy yce{- 
ded vnto ihem, and fu£Fered the quality of Vaflalf, and Tri« 
butaries to the King ofChina.Camfo whom the Hiftory notes 
ibr a judicious man^ and a wife Politician ^ enters into foixie 
doubt of the fan Aity of Neomey ic holds her for a Sorcerefle: 
CO fatisfie bimfclfe>hee requires fome iigne of her holy vertue, 
to carry as a Prefentto the King his Maftet 4 And intreats her 
to makeadry ftafFe,which he held in his hand to grow greene 
againe:(he takes the ftaflfe^and (peaking certain lecret words^ 
makes it to grow green & to flouriCh, and raoreouer of a moli 
odoriferous imell ^ and fo deliucred it to this Captaine^ who 
blinded with Superftition likePto the other ^iiwi^, attributed 
the proiperity of his Voyage , and the good fuccefle of his 
Armes to the holines oiNeome^ whofe namehath beene euer 
iincemuch honoured in Chu$a^ efpecially by fuchas goeto 
Sea^ who carry her Image ypon the poope oafaeir ihips^ and 
they pray vnto her as the Diuini ty» which gouerns the waues^ 
commands the Sea, and pacifies tempefts and ftormes. 

TheSunneandMoooeareaKbthe fubjed^s of their adora^Thcy word 
tion J they reuerence them as the Fountaines of light and the Sonne 1 
€omfi)rt, and the caufes of generation here below ; but Moonc, 
they beleeue a greater Piuinity which con trolls them ^ foe 
when they fee that either of thefe ftars fuffers an Eclypfe,they 
£iy thatthct^rinceofHeauen hath condemned them todeatb^ 
andthatthefeareof punifhment hath thus blemiflied their 
light . Then they pray vnto this Soucraigne Prince,to pardon 
them and not to quench thefe Celeftiall Lampes^which are lb 
neceflary for their life : They lay thatthe Sunne is a man^and 
theMooncawoman. They hold Heauen tobe theGreatour 
ef all that which appeares vnto our eyes , andof iiiuiliblc 
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things, they cxprcffe it fo in the firft letter of their Alphabet, 
ss I Kaue formerly obferucd^ and they alTure, that aboue 
ihcTc Ccleftial Vaults dwelsan Immortall Gouernour^whom 
they call L^oconTz^^tej , that is to fay ^ the Gouernourof 
the great God; they qualifie himvncreated^ incorporeal!^ 
ctcrnall. and all fpiric ; t^ey adore him with an extraordina- 
ry worfliipj & attribace vntohim the care of Supreme things, 
with vuhom they place anotherof theiame nature ^ called by 
iMvn C^f>/ayf ^ ^hohathreceiuedtirom the firft the gouera- 
nicnt of this part of Hcaueo , which iookes tow&rds the 
earth, and holds in his powcrfuU hand the lifeand death of 
inrn.This fecond hath chrce Deputies vnder him,all three ipi. 
XKs tikcthc fktli I'l'hcy ctilxhernTanqmam 9 Teiqfi4m^^ an^ 
Tscniiimsm : Thefe are the helps and adiAantsofhii.greatMi^ 
luftcry , for the things ofchisinferioucWorld: For the firft 
ToM^fMrn is awaterifhDiuinitie, or rather the fountainc of 
the World^ he hath the charge of Rainc , end his greateft ex* 
crcifeis to fiirnifii the earth with water; Tei^mam dt^ctnds 
lo wer, towards our infinriour RcgiismHe rulesouer the Birch 
of -men, difpoicth o&WarrCj ordidnes the Seeds, andcaufeth 
the Earth to btingforththefniits which nourifli men, and 
the beafts which inhabit it. TzMtijuam is their gxtziNep^ 
tHite : he fpends his rime in theouerfight of theSt a^retaines or 
tbruftson, asicpleafeth.hioi, the fury of die wa^es ; com^ 
mands tempeiis, 8c hath a particular care of thofe which faile: 
Wherefore a!lSea.men adorebim, Fiftennen offer Sacrifi* 
ces vnto him^and Marrincrs make Vowes^andat the returne 
&om tlicir Nauigation8^rq)rcf€nt Comcedies in honour of his 
Name, 
remarki of Amidft the abominations of this falfe worfliip of the Chi^ 
iftianitie nois^ they obierue fame fteps and old markes halfe defaced oS 
\^chin9u a becterReligton:For in the diueriitieof their Images^ they. 
^^P' hauc one which thty hold in fingular reucrence : Itsfptmes is 
humaneand aajefticall : Out of thcfhoulders comes three 
heads equall and alike , which lookecontinuallyoneon ano« 
ther^ to Jet them voderftand that they haue but one wilhThis 
may be takenfor fomeftcps of the my fiery of thcholy Trini« 
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tic , which the happy Apoftlc Saint Thomas had fomctimcs 
preached vmo them; when as going to the Eaft If^dies^vthcvn 
thcMarty rdomc which hecfuffcred crown'd his life with an 
immortali Diadem, he paft by Chirta^ as the ancient writings 
of the -^rw^ifii«»x report . But finding the Chinois much trou^ 
bled with warrcs , heepafton, hauing briefly expounded the 
truth of the Gofpcll. In the fame Temple where this Image 
with three headi is wosfhipped^they rcuercnceWrtures, wot 
niuchvnhketothofeof thetweluc Apoftlcs. TheChriftians 
which obferued thcfe reprefeniaiions, demanded of them of 
China^ what men thofc tweluc Apoftlcs had bcf ne , and they 
bad no other aofwcre, but that thofetwelueperfbnages had 
beene great Phylofophcrs , who had fo earneflly imbraccd 
vertue in this^ World I as it had cauied them after their death' 
tobe taken vp into Mcauen^and made Angelsthere.For a third- 
ceftimony that they hauehad fome beames of the Chiiiiian 
verity, they reuerencein the fame number of their facred Pi* 
^nres the Image of a woman, perfedly faire , which holds ar . 
Child In her armes, whom, they fay^ flie brought forth with- 
out violating her VirginitietAnd whofe conception and birth 
were without thelpoc of any flnne- and they know no farther. 
The double cloud of the ignorance of the holy Bookes , and 
the fmneof Idolatry^ hath hidden the reft from them . Yet all? 
thefe mar kcs expounded vnto them, by ths eloquent: tongue 
of fome religious and fernent Chriftian^ would be a reproach 
vnto them, chat chey are no more what they haue beene ; and 
It would beno vnprpficabre meancsto make thecare fuccefte- 
full,wbichihouId be employed for thei^(bul€S health: Be. 
fides that the cxceliencie of their ijpirits capable of reafon^ 
would giue the more free acceffe: and their owne Oracles 
would fupport fuch workmen, to affift their good dcfigncs 5 
for theyhaue a prophefie which faith • That from towards the 
Weft the true Law JhouldcQmeunt^ them ^ the which fljonld 
carry them vp to Heauen to be made Angels there, 

Doubtleffe, the Court of ^/>4 would beapleafingabode OftKcdeatI 
for vs,in theconuerfation ot Courtiers , which are learned *"^. ^«"«^a' 
and indued with excellent fpirits , and amidft the honeft re- \^l^l ^^^ 
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ccmpcoces which they giuc vnto vcrtuc.But thcfalfc yvordiip 
of Idols, and the abominable fuperftitions which they com- 
mit/orcc vs to Jcaueit. It is thereforetime to part, co nirnc 
our thoughts elfewherc , and to employ our labours in a more 
Religious occupation. Wee will doeiCMvith theDiuineallT- 
Aancc of him who hath guided our workes hauing once rela. 
ced the Ceremonies, which areobferucd at the Death and Fu- 
nerals of the Soueraigne Princes of this great Monarchic^ 
When their King is dead , they wa(h his body in Arromati- 
call waters, they perfume his royall Habits ^ and clothehim 
more fumpttiouUy than euer he went liuing:they fet him in his 
Throne, to the end his whole Court maycomeand yeeldhim 
their ial) duties , and deplore his lofle« The firftthatpreienc 
themfeluesarethePrinceshis Sonnes, ifhee had any; after 
them comes the Qiieene his Wife» with the ncereft of hh Kin- 
dred; they kneele before his body, where they ftayfemetimc^ 
and then retire with teales in their eyes , and fighes in their 
mouthcs :TheChancellour or Preiident of his Counceli ac« 
■companied with alltheCouocelloursof EiUte,yeeldthelike 
Funerall honours:All the Courtiers and Sernants of the Roy- 
all Pallacci are on their knees before the deceafed , weeping 
for the lofifeof their Lord. This fad Ceremony being ended^ 
they ftrip the body of hisRoyall Robes^and from his Throne 
they put him into a Coflfin(it is the ordinary pa/Hige of the 
pompe ofthis World/rom their greatneffe to the graue)made 
of rich odoriferous wood ^ ftiut vp fo clofe as the aire cannot 
enter: They fet it vpona Table in the midft of the RoyaJJ 
Chamber,the which is moftfumptuoufly hanged, and they 
lay vpon it a white cloth hanginedownetptheground^ vpon 
the which lies thcPidiure of thedeceafod King drawneto the 
life:ThcChambcrofPrefenccislikcwife richly fumiflied, 
and in it are fet many Tables with a great number of Fune. 
rail Tapers , with the which they ferue a great qi^tityof 
meate , for the Priefts and Religious men of China , which 
'fome to fing after their manner, to pray, and to offer Sacrifi- 
ce, forthcrdl of him that is dead in eternall vn-reft. To 
tiiefcvainedcuocions they adde many Sorceries, they bring 
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vnco th c Coffin a great number oflitdc Papers painted, fomc 
of vvl»icb they burnc there prefcntly, the reft they tic vnto the 
Coffin with litt'c firings, the which they idiakc and moouc 
continually, with fuch fearefull cryesand hovvIlngs,as a man 
can hardly hcarc thcn> without tcrrour:Thcy fay.that by this 
franticke manner of iuccouring thedead , they fend the foule 
of their deceafed Monarch into heaucn^tothc number of chofc 
which are happy. This howling and fpintual} noife of the 
Priefts of C^/Vv^ continues fifteene dayes , after which they 
k^<ondu£V the Kinos body to the Grauc; cheConuoy is made in 
tills manner !Be»)rethebody,march as many PricHs and Re. 
lioious men as are found in Court: They carry burning Ta- 
pers in their hands : The Princes Kinfmen follow the Con* 
uoy^ attired aufterely in MourningrThcy hauclong CaiTocks * 
of wooUpitcht againfi their flefii, and girt about their loynes 
with cords.Their hcid is (imply couered with a great Bonnet 
of wool! with broad brims , like to the Hats which they did 
wearein/r4i?^^,intlieyeare 1615, rhe which is ftraitlyob- 
fcrued : For in Chinatht Mourning confifts not only Jin the 
outward (hew, it paflcth beyond teares and (ighes^which arc 
not performed but for faihion Gkc : The grcatefi , to obierue 
ftriCTly the Mourning for the death of a Father or Mother,, 
depriue themfelues ;of their Offices : and the Viceroy cs in 
thelikeheauineflere/igneinto the Kings hands the gouern* 
ments which they hadttodoeothcrwifc were nolcflefiiame- 
full and impious, then in our Countries for a Sonne to dance, 
hwgh, and rejoycepubliquely , for the death of Jiis Father : 
The Counccll with the honourable mark es of their dignity, 
march immediaily aftcrthen):and all the Officers of theRoy - 
all Houfeand Court, affift in order, according to their places. 
In this pompe the body ofthe deceafed King is carried loliis 
Tombe, but not buried without traine; thcy burnc inlaying 
him im^is grauc the Pictures of many flaues, of a great 
number of Horfes, of a hcapcof gold and filuer^ and of io\nc 
pieces of filkc, which they belieue doe follow -thedesdinfo 
another life. Verily if thefc burnings in painting , be the. 
niarkcsofthefoolifli fuperfiitions ot ih^. Lbincis ^ tiicy aic 
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alio of the mildncflc of chciripirits, more humane then feme 
B'^rhnrians their Ncigbours , who did really burnc , at the 
iiuermcnc of their Princes, the women and men which had 
fciiicd them, and did prodigally caft into the fire the gold and 
filucr , and the precious floncs which ihey found in their Go- 
fers. This flafti of fire ended, and the Pidurcs reduced to 
aflics ; they goedo%vneand fiiut him into a littlccarth, who 
coTMiiandcd a world of men and Countritrs : wlio midu haue 
crovvncd his head with fiftcenc" Diadems ;For thcProuinces 
of cv!ir^, which arc ibniajiy, arc in grcatncflc and bounty 
Ho many Realmes : and in doing this they reduce iiuo du(} th^ 
$;rca:eft and moft glorious pompe in the World. And certain- 
iy^ iceing that all things arc but duft^and that ofdufi hath bin 
inadcand fram'd thegoodiieft and nobleft parts of ihc world, . 
the men which arc the Kings ofthc World, inlayingthcmia * 
the Grauc they put duft into duft. For aleffon to Soueraignc 
Monarches, that in their ftately Thrones , the Crowne ancT 
Koyall Mantell couer only a pile of Earth inanimated , and 
a heapeof liuing cfufl : If they haue not a great courage3a ge. 
nerous fpirit and a religious foule : Then by thefeRoyall and 
excellent qualities^they fliall free their names from the duft of 
forgctfulneffc : Andif by the common Law of Nature, the 
body which isbutduftdeCrendsintoduft, the fpirit which 
was neuer dufiie, fliail goeand recejuein Heaueti the 
immortall Crownes which thofe Kings dc- 
feme which are generous 
and pious.
